Question of Coast Terminals 
Left for Settlement In 
Future 



Vancouver, June 5.— "'We confident- 
ly expect to have our location survey 
between Yellowhead pass and the 
coast completed before the end of the 
year. The distance is approximately 
five hundred miles. Kamloops is just 
half way. Survey partl('S now in th.; 
Held are making very satisfactory pro- 
gress," said T. H. Wliite, chief of the 
engineering work now lielng conducted 
in British Columbia on belialf of the 
Canadian Northern railway, today. 

"It Is a little premature to discuss 
the location of our coast terminals. 
These matters are not settled in a. 
hurry. The public will know In good 
time. If we don't build an independ- 
ent line Into ■Vancouver, it is a cer- 
tainty that our trains will run In here. 
It is no easy task to build from Net\' 
Westminster to Vancouver, and be- 
sides there la the big question of 
terminals." 

"A start has been made on tho loca- 
tion of the lino between Kamloops and 
the coast," continued Mr. White. "J. 
V. Nimmo has been dispatched with a 
party of liftcon men, and Is now work- 
ing down the Kraser from Lytton. On 
Jlonday W. K. Gwyer, ■who l.s now In 
A'uncouver, will take the field with a 
similar number of engineers and as- 
sistants at Yale. He will work up 
stream on the side opposite to that 
occupied by the C. P. R. to meet the 
NImmo party. As soon as this gap 
Is covered the location of tho line to 
the coast, and also between Lytton 
and Kamloops alon,g the Thompson 
river will be undertaken. Tho route 
from Kamloops will be on tho opjio- 
site bank to that occupied by the C 
P. R. Prom a point above L%''-dton, 
where the main Thompson joln4. the 
Fraser, the llnb ,wlll take the same 
side of the Prdser as tho.C,:J?, K. for 
a distance of six miles, our«,,trd.cks oc- 
cdpylhg a lower level tki^d cr.qsslrig the 
'C. P. R. under the approach' tg tho 
Cantilever bridge, at Cisco flat. 

"From the Yellowhead,: pass the 
Canadiiin Northern will : "follow the 
Fraser' river about forty "or fifty miles 
to a point opposite Tele Jaune Cache, 
and thence through a low imss will 
cross tlie lieail waters of tho North 
Thompson river via Cranberry and 
Albreda lakes.

The wounded men were tiulckly tak- 
en to the Camhridgo relief station, 
wliero It was reported toniglit that 
thero was very little hope of Dr. 
ILayes or .Tfjhn Clieevus, a Pole, one 
of the wounded workmen, survh'ing.

Harry, who w-as in command of the 
United States forces. The message 
concludes: 

"At a fair election, held under the 
advisory commission's new election 
laws. General Gomez was chosen 
president, and he has begun his ad- 
ministration under good auspices. 1 
am glad to express tho hope that the 
new gnvernnient will grow in strengtli 
and self-sustaining capacity under the 
provisions of tho Cuban conntitutlon." 



Papers Protest

n, June 5. — Tho most rcpre- 
seiualivo gathering of British nows- 
papennen ever lield occurred tlii.y 
ov(;iiing at the Gta'den Club at Shep- 
herd's Bush, when l.UOO journalists of 
the United Kingdom gave a banquet 
In honor of tho 'lu colonial delegates 
to tho Imperial jiress congress, that 
is to open at the foreign oliico on 
Monday next. While tno Londoners 
predominated, every section of tho 
British Isles sent a'tdelcgato to wel- 
come the colonial vteltors, who have 
come to London from ' aiU ' corners of 
the Empire. 

Three principal subjects to be dis- 
cussed at tile conference aro: "Cable 
news and press inter-communication," 
when Lord Crewe will preside, and 
Fostniaster-Goneral Buxton and Aus- 
tin Chamberlain will ho among tho 
speakers. 

"The press and the empire," under 
tho presidency of the first lord of tho 
admiralty, Reginald SIcKenna, who 
will be supported by Foreign Secretary 
Sir Edward Grey, Lord Cromer, Lord 
Eshur and Alfred Lyttleton. Thero 
will be a second discussion of this 
same subject under the chairmanship 
of A. J. Balfour, assisted by War Sec- 
retary Haldane and Lord Roberts. 

'Journalism .aria Literature," with 
Lord Mqriey in the chair and Augus- 
tine Birrell, Winston Churchill and 
Lord Mliner among tho speakers. 

The colonial visitors, rlvetliig their- 
attention on the 'first of theao thriso 
subjects, will make a strong plea for 
tho reduction of cable rates and the 
laying of a government cable across 
tlie Atlantic, as suggested by Mr. 
Leuiieu.v, the' postmaster-general of 
Canada, thus linking up the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand by an "All red line. ' A niovo- 
nient will be stai'^ted also for the es- 
tablishment .of an "^imperial press as- 
sociation iand the interchange of news 
between' the colonies and England. 

The arrangements for tho, entertain- 
ment of" the visitors are varied, and 
include a'igarden party given for therii 
by the Prince and Princess of .'V\ralc3, 
which will be attended by the .King 
and Queen, nn army review at Atdor- 
shot and a naval review; at Splthea'di 
this last to be followed : by'B fOrtr 
nlght's tour of England and Scotlatid. 
Lord Rosebery's Appeal 

Lord Burnliam , presided at this 
evening's banquet. Lord Roseberj' de- 
livered the speech of welcome to tho 
pressmen, and the' rtply. was made by 
Sir Hugh Graham, of Montreal. 

In his address, Lord Rosebery, re- 
ferring to the forthcoming visit to tho 
lleet at Spithead by the delegates, 
characterized the present situation in 
Europe as ominous. There was nu 
absence of cpiestlons wlilcli ordinarily 
might bo expected to lead to war, lui 
said, yet the threatening and over 
powering lu-eparatlons for war -ivero 
unprecedented in history. He was 
conddeiit of the power of Britain to 
meet any reasonablo conjunetluu o6 
powers, but when lio saw this burst- 
ing out of navies lie was uneasy re- 
garding tho outcome. Lord Rosebery 
asked the delegates to carry tho mess- 
age that responsibility rests op every 
man of the -Empire, and to tell tho 
colonies how Europe is armi&ig and 
tho greatness of the pressure on this 
little Island. 

A New- Era 
Sir H. Graham, proprietor • of the 
Montreal Star, responding to Lord 

Rosebery's toast, "Our Guests,*' said 
that the colonial press was respon- 
sible for tlie w;i,ve of sentiment ivliieh 
is sweejiing the oiitl.vliig iiortiuiLS of 
the Knipire ;ind marks an lini)ortant 
era In Ihe. attitude of tile peoplo to- 
wards imperial interests. Canada, ho 
said, for long years had sponged on 
the Mother Countr.v for protection, 
and was loo nie,-in to offer to iiay its 
share, but a eliange was impending. 
Inspired by the )iluck of New Zea- 
land and Australia, which were al- 
ways in tho van, Canada was now 
sending delegates to discuss tho ques- 
tion of tho defense of Groat Britain. 
If wise statosnienshlp governed the 
delegates in the discussion. It meant a 
new and Important step in tho safe- 
guarding Of Imperial' Interests. 

BATTLE IN PRIS'O'N 

Several Prisoners and Wardens Dead 
as Result of Convict Outbreak 
at Tiflis 

TilUs, June n. — A dc.ipcrate battle 
was fought in the iirison here, tod-iy, 
which ended in tho killing of eight 
prisoners and two wardens and the 
mortal wounding of' fb'ur wardens and 
two soldiers. 

I''ivi! convicts, who were condemned 
to death, while Vielng transferred to 
tho death cells overpowi.>red tho war- 
dons, wounding and disarming them. 
They ran through the corridor, shoot- 
ing down everyone they encountered. 
Tlu^y were linally brought to bay h,v 
a detachment of wardens, hut refused 
to surrender, lighting until they were 
crushed by repeated volleys. - ■ 

During tlie lighting three otjier. pris- 
oners escaped, but were run down by 
poldlors. As they put up a" stubborn 
resistance they -wore shot to death.

So' far 'th.e'ip'Qrlonnel of 
its misslonarle.s 1b oonCernQ'a, , the so- 
ciety has reached sorhethlng like a 
crisis in its history. Quito a number 
of the mis.sionaries who have borne 
the burden and lie.nt of the day are 
wi.shing to retire, lia\-ing sinali sal- 
aries, they have lieen able to save lit- 
tle or nothing, and they n.iturally look 
to tho society for some retiring allow- 
ance ill tlieir old age. 

Con.seciueiitl.v, the aged mi.ssion.'iries' 
lund is unable to meet tlic demamls 
which have come upon It, and unless 
that fuiKl is largely and iiiiiiiedlutely 
atrengtlU'iied one or r.wo things mu.s't 
happi'n; the missionary must liang 
on to his i>ost after tie Is unalile to 
fultU his duties effectively, or he will 
have to retire Into a life of penury 
and hardship. Hither of these result's 
Is to bo deprecated and therefore llio 
directors are compelled to make an- 
other urgent appeal for 'generous con- 
tributions to the society's', aged mls- 
slontirles' fund. The society has asso- 
ckited with It llfi ports, In whUdi 
there are now ■win'king some ISO 
agents, missionaries and heli/er.s. In 
these ports there are Uii buildings 
called palac. betiiels. institutes, 
homes. I'l'aillng rooms and miKsl'in.'U'- 
ies' i|uarl.'rs. for harboi's, roailsleuds 
and rivers tlice arc nmiii'rous lioats, 
iiickidiiiK steam launches, mission cut- 
ters and sail and I'ow boats. Air. 
.Matthews recalled liow the father of 
the [ireseiit Lonl Alayor oiiened a biiz- 
aar in Hhadwell many ^'ears agii in 
connection with the society, a remin- 
iscence which was particularly pleas- 
ing to tho chairman. 

Sir C. J. Tarring reported that the 
receipts for liie \ ear amounted to 
i:41,-tSS»i and of that nearly .Ull.iMiO 
was raised and disbursed locally. Sub- 
scriptions and donations artiounted to 
.1:13,000, -ivhlle legatflps reached the 
record sum of £2,977. They were 
credited with a balance of iE4,000, but 
nearly the whole of that was already 
earmarked, and the actual balance was 
only .CT:;;. 

Tile Lonl Mayor said they all knew 
from reputation what wonderful work 
the society wa.-s doing among sailors 
of all niitiori.s. It must strike tlicin as 
one of the great features of its work 
that it was not confined to aiiN- na- 
tionality or any cn^ed, liul that it re- 
ceived the countenHlice of the beads 
of the variims States throughout tiio 
world, who not only g.nv,-. their liless- 
Ing, but their contributions. To bim 
it was interesting that the society 
starteil in the city o\er wlilcb he had 
the honor to preside in the year JSIX, 
and since that time the .Ab-insinn liouso 
bad been very largely Identified 
through the \'nrious Lord Mayors with 
the society. 

Tho Dean of Carlisle mo\'ed the fol- 
lowing reaolutl'.in: "That tlic IMsl an- 
nual reiiort of the l-!ritish and foreign 
.Sailors' society (extracts from which 
have been sulimittcrj ) be adoiited. lo- 
gCtlier with thf- cash statement, that 
the oiru'ei's be re-cIi-cLed for the en- 
suing year, and that, in so doing, this 
meeting acknowledges with dee]) 
thankfulness the good hand of Uod 
upon tho great maritime Interests of 
the nation, and the blessings vouch- 
safed through this society to seamen 
of other nations also; and earnestly 
hopes that, with the ever-widening op- 
portunities for service, as In Canada, 
where a secretary has Just been aj)- 
pointed, both men and means will still 
be found to meet the increasing de- 
mands mado upon tho society at homo 
and abroad." He de.'<erlbed tho society ! 
as a glory tr> this country, and quoted ' 
figuri's to show its va.st work. There |

Coroner's Jury Investigates 
Circumstanqes' Surrounding 
DeatR. of ^Ibert'T. B riggs 



Accidental death from drowning wa.g 
the verdict ol' IJie coroiiur'.s jury after 
tile investigation Into tlie circuin- 
.stance.s of tlie death of Albert T. 
Brigga, the nineteen-your-olil .son of 
A. J. Briggs, wlio-se dead body was 
found In tlie water at tlie fool of 
Johnson .street on f'riduy inorninf,'. 
The evidence Avas piiTT^Ty clrcunustan- 
tlal, and tlie jury could only arrive at 
Us decision from deduction. 

The liist Hupiiosilion that youncr 
Briggs liad, wliile wheeling down the 
Incline from Wharf street to the wharf 
lost control o£ his wheel and plunged 
over the "wharf, was not borne out by 
the evidence, which showed that tlie 
passage way leading down to tlie 
wharf was a narrow one, and turned 
.■ilmost at right angles wlion it readi- 
ed tile wliarf. To get tliere a person 
riding a wheel must have gone slowl.v 
down tile incline, otlierwise lie could 
not have gone over the edge. Young 
Briggs was Ivnowri to have on previ- 
ous occasions sat nslrlde ills wlieel 
while on tlie wliarf with one fcKjt on 
the guard rail ,-it the outer edge of the 
wharf, iind llu-ii propelled lilniself 
along by pu.sliing witli tlie foot on tlie 
rail. AVhile there were no eye wit- 
nesses to the accident In whicli he 
lost his life and nothlnir definite is 
known of the circumstances. It Is sup- 
posed that he was shoviiig himself 
along the outer edge of the wharf in 
much the same fashion as he had 
done on previous occasions, that he 
lost his balance and falling over the 
wharf, struck his head on the stern 
rail of the tug Beaver, lying along- 
side, and several feet belt)v.- the top 
of the wharf. Stunm^d by llu- I'di-ci- 
or the collision with the Hu; li<' v.as 
rendm-ed unconscious, aii<l was drown- 
ed without lu-lng caiiabl(! of nialdn;,' 
nil outcry or ex' rcising his well known 
ability as a swimmer In an effort to 
save his life. 

Wheel Recovored 

Yesterday morning the bicycle rid- 
den by Briggs when lie was last seen 
on Tliursday afternoon shortly after 
1 o'clock was found P. -Mansell, 

who, after several linurs dr.-igging. 
located the wheel within a few feet of 
the spot where the body was discov- 
ered. One paddle and the top of the 
bell were iiilssing, while tlie front 
wheel was bent, this damag(! having 
bi'en ("videnllv done when the machine 
fell against "tiie tug. The coaster 
br.-ike was in working order. 

The hKiuest was held yesterday 
afternoon at tbe city hall. Br. Bapty, 
who performed the post mortem ex- 
amination! ; .of.Uho body, stated that 
death was lindoubtedly due to drown- 
ing, thai cjonditlon of the lungs sliow- 
ing this olcarly. There was a bruise 
on the right ear whkib, while not suf- 
licient to have caused death, might 
possiii'ly have rendered the young man 
unconscious. This bruise was un- 
donbtedlv caused prior to doatb. 

John JolniBon, engineer on the tug 
Butte," lying at the foot of Johnson 
street, and immediately behind tlie 
tug Beaver, slated that whiui he cpine 
on deck about S.4 5 o'(>lock on I'^riday 
morning he noticed the body lying 
face downwards under the wliarf only 
the head and shoulders appo.arln.g 
above the water. The tide wa.s at low 
ebb. The police were notilled, and 
Detective Carlow tonic charge Of the 
;jody. 'IMie wharf was in good repair, 
and" there was nothing about It to have 
occasioned an accident.

At that time the 
bicycle ridden by Briggs appeared to 
be in good order, and tlie brake_ evi- 
dently was working properlv-. u'licii 
Sutherland l.asl saw Brlg-.s, the lalti-r 
liad starti'd down Johnson stre.T on 
his wheel towards the waterfront on a 
message. 

Marks on Bent 

P Alansell, who found the wheel, 
sUUiHi that on tlie rail at the stern 
of Ihe tug Beaver wore two marks in- 
dicating where Briggs had struck tlie 
boat wlieii falling from the wharf. 
The stern of the boat was about six 
feet from tlie wliarl'. The iiassage 
down to the wli.arf'from Wliarf street 
was verv narrow, and Briiigs could 
not have' conic down -it at a fast speed, 
as he would have had to turn off at 
the bottom. He could not have rid- 
den straight down and gone over the 
edge of the wharf. ■

'I'hat AVong Kee, the Celestial, who 
escaped from the provincial Jail early 
I'^riday morning, was not so sickly as 
be ajjijeared when taken to the Hill- 
slile Avenue place of detention, la evl- 
tient from tlie facts learned by the 
jail authorities concerning the man's 
escape. 

Wong Kee went to rest at the regular 
time and It was only in the morning 
when the g-oalci' mtide his rounds that 
the Chinaman's escape was noticed. 
F.til there wer(\ evidences enougli that 
tile lu'isoner had flown iiiid tliat his 
preparatiiPiis for fllKlu hail been care- 
fully ami quietly made. I'laclng some 
of Ills blankets on the floor he put the 
stool in bis cell upon them and then 
another blanket foiiled upon tho stool. 
l''roni the top of the stoeil he succeeded 
in squeezing his bod\' through the 
barred wieket looking out upon the 
liialform ahuig which he walked (itiiet- 
ly to wliat is termerl the "sentry box," 
whence I he guards watidi the prisoners 
when the latter are working in the 
yai'il. A bandy cliair gave the Chinn- 
man the mi.-ans of ri'iichlng the window 
over the sentry box and between the 
bars lie Hqueezcd his body, then swing- 
ing upon the roof of the sentry box 
from wdiere he could reach the wide 
gutter of tho gaol roof. It was no dlf- 
licult feat to walk along the roof and 
llience let himself down to the roof of 
tin; blacksmith shop adjoining on one 
side or (uito the shed roof on the other 
side and a dro]) of a few feet would 
laiul him on terra flnna. 

I'wo of the prisoners in tin adjoin- 
ing ceil heard some walking about but 
tliotiglit it was one of the goalera on 
his rounds. A goaler was around about 
■l.llO o'clock on Friday morning to let 
tho cooks out, but he did not notice 
that Wong Kee was not In his cell. 

Tho provincial police authorities, 
dospite their search for the missing 
prisoner, have not as yet succeeded in 
getting any trace of him, and It Is be- 
lieved that ho has been secreted away 
by friends to lay under cover until a 
favorable opportunity of getting awuy 
from the city presents itself.

The contribution to the forces of 
the Empire will consist of five first 
class cruisers, ton torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and ten torpedo boats. The 
government Is prepared to pay one- 
llfth of the cost for laying down the 
wholo lieet Inimediately, the other 
four-liftha to be guaranteed paid 
within tho next five years. 

All contracts for building the ves- 
sels must bo made with British tlrms 
and arrangements have already been 
made for building several of the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers with thu well 
known lirm of Hawthorne Leslie and 
Coolo of Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

i\[r. Arthur Coote, one of tho tlirec- 
t(n-s, has been In Ottawa for some 
weeks goiiiH over the sped lications for 
the diltereiit cla.sses uf \-essels with 
lion. .Mr. Brodour, minister of Ma- 
rine and Fisheries, and the number, 
type, coat, .speed, armanieiit, draught 
and other details liave been decided 
upon. The larger vesseLs will ho built 
on the Tyne, but for the construction 
of the smaller craft a Shipyard will be 
opened on tho Great Lakes, probably 
at ( 'oilingwood. It Is not stated how 
much the governnunt is preiiared 'o 
spend, although Mi-, t'oote. who is now 
at tht: Windsor Imtel luu-e, sei'ms to 
tlliiik that between $:',0<i|i,(joo jnul $3 - 
Ouu.OOO a year for live vears is a fair 
estimate for the lirst vessels, to bo 
vhullt entirely in linglan i, manned and 
armed there and broutjiit to Canada. 

By that time it is intended that a 
Canadian naval reserve, drawn from 
lishermon of Nova Scotia and New 
liiunswick, will have been organized 
which will go aboard these vessels and 
eventually receive suHlolent training 
to man them with the nucleus of a 
crew of artisans and exports from the 
Did Country. Mr. Coote, who Is an 
experienced naval and shipbuilding 
man of more ' than ordinary ability, 
describes his 'sontimenta and' inten- 
tions: 

"If Canada Is to have a navy it 
must lie one of her own. The iiro- 
posal that we pay ;i cash contrilnition 
to the Royal Navy, let onr did'ense o-ut 
to contract, hire Englishmen to do our 
maritime fighting for us, has been dis- 
cussed. 'Pile sense of th.2 nation Is 
turned decidedly a.i,'ainst It. There 
are liO.OOU trained sailors on tile At- 
lantic Coast. 'Why should wo not 
make use of tbeni by raising a navy 
mllltl.a of several tliousand'.' Let us 
start with a British nucleus, but let 
us eventually have an all-Canadian 
Navy."

. of Troops — Secretly Build- 
ing Battleships 



HALLEY'S COMET OIM ITS 
WAY TOWARDS EARTH 



What Will Happen if Celestial Visit- 
ant Collides With 
Planet 



Falrplay, a •well known British 
shipping: papor, has nn article re- 
garding the situation with regard to 
naval matters which gpives some re- 
markable facts showing the .scare 
which prevails with regard to Ger- 
man activity. The lookout man In 
Falrplay says: "From a gentleman 
whose knowledge of the .subject Is 
beyond dispute I learn that our ca- 
l)aclty for building battleships Ik Ilni- 
.Ited by our capacity for building tur- 
rets and gun mountings, and that 
Germany's Ideas as to tlieir future 
battleship program may be gauged by 
their provision for building turrets, etc ; '° '^"'^ 
These turrets are regular things and 
, have to b'e specially built; They arc 
constructed in what are /"technically 
called 'pits,' and at pi'esfent Krupps 
have ten of these pits, which is the 
exact number wo have in England In 
all works. Krupps are, liowovcr, put- 
ting down eight more of these pits, so 
that they will then have eighteen, 
which will be sufficient for carrying 
out the gun mountings for at lea.st 
three battleships at a time while at 
present we cannot do more than two. 
In the course of a few months, there- 
fore, Germany will be 50 per cent bet- 
ter off than we are, which is the c-ru.x 
of the question. In addition to thi.s I 
have reason to believe that tlieri' are 
further battleships being laid down in 
Germany — about which our Admir- 
alty knows nothing. Tlie Germans 

have taken the precautions in some 
cases to enclose the building .siip.s with 
hoardings, so that no one can tell 
what is going on inside. 

"In reference to Sir Geo. Douglitv'.s 
riuestion In the House of Com- 
mons regarding the sending of a 
German transport to the Huniber, it 
is well known that the German au- 
thorities have for some time been e.\- 
perimenting in the embarkation and 
disembarkation of troops, and I am 
told that quite recently .se\-eral troop- 
ships were loaded with troi)i)s, taken 
to sea, and landed on their nwn coast, 
being afterwards brought Ijack again. 
It Is alHo stated that (iiiays are being 
built on tile north cua.st" witli faeil- 
Itles for loading troops into trans- 
ports on a large scale. This 
Is more than probable, and 
is, In fact, beyond dispute 
as I have reason to know. 1 believf! 
that It is known to our Admiralty 
though perhaps not '■olllclally, ' and 
therefore ignorance can be pleaded, as 
it was in connection with the rate of 
German battleship building. Jion - 
over, such practise would be in ae 
cordance with German thoroughness, 
in all her enterjirises. 

"No man in Ids senses, who has 
Studied the German mot bods, <;an en- 
tertain the sligllteHt doubt as lu tlie 
object of these frantic eiioits. The 
attack may begin with Denmark, but 
will not end there, and It will not be- 
gin anywhere until her fleet of battle- 
ships, combined with that of Austria, 
has attained a strong .superlorltv over 
our own; a fact which, tbanlcs to our 
Government, is rapidly connng within 
the realms of possibility. A highly In- 
teresting article In the May number 
of the "National- Review" stated to bo 
a textual reiaoductlon of a pamphlet 
largely circulated In Germany, throws 
a liirld liglit on German views of the 
early collapse of Kngland as being the 
ln(tvitablo r(!sult of tlie relative de- 
cline of her sea power." 

The Shlpiiing WitrU says: "A 
steamer, so tin; .story goes, was re- 
tpilred on a Government form of clL-ir- 
ter I'or .-i [jeriod of one year by Tyne- 
side shipbrokei-s. Negotiations were 
accordingly opened out with the re- 
presentatives of 11 Oe-rman lirni for 
!UT|ulrlng .-1 Kuitalile vessel. KventuMl- 
ly the Tyne firm received a tele- 
graphic conimunieatliin from the 
agents briefly intini.-itliig, Inter alia, 
that in the cn'ent of a w.ir liri\aklng 
out iK't-iwM-n Oermany ;uul ICiigland 
during the running of tlie charter 
each piirty was to have tlie option of 
cnncelilng It. Siul)se(|ueiul.\- in- 
quiries show tliat the vessel 
was of German nationality. 'i'lie 
Tynesldii firm could not see tliclr way 
to accept tho steamer In view, of this 
clause, and. the vessel was not' char-, 



Hurtling through space, at a speed 
inconceivable to man, but probably 
greatly in excess of 100,000 miles an 
hour, the great lialley comet, whoso 
flambuoyant mantle may lieconie tlie 
Kliroud of humanity, is iiov,- on its way 
tlirough space travelling towards tlie 
earth. It is due to make Us ajjpear- 
ance in the sky next May. 

Astronomers for the past two cen- 
turies have been studying the move- 
ments of certain celestial bodies which 
come towards and gravitate round tho 
sun, but which, having saluted tho 
ruler, of the planets* plunge again into 
imraeaaurabje di^tan^es In yho-'depths. 
of ether. The greatest of these c'eies- 
tial bodies which will ;ii a visitant 
known universe next year is 
tho Hal ley comet. 

It will be over seventy-six years be- 
tween the time of Its .last appearance 
and when the second visitation of Hal- 
ley's comet Is expected. In certain 
quarters, when last ween. It creased 
consternation among the inhabitants 
of the earth. I'cople tliougiit tliat tlio 
days of tlie world were numbered. 
There was a certain recrudescence to 
the suiierstition of tlie Middle Ages 
when these celestial visitants were ob- 
Jc'Cts of fear, miraculous apparitions, 
and precursors of terrible calamities. 
To tlie savants of earlier times they 
were monsters of the sky. Later as- 
tronomical knowledge have reduced 
them to the same laws whicdi govern 
liie other planets. These vagabonds of 
the sky have testitiod, some by their 
regular motion, others by iheir re- 
currence, tholr submission to the laws 
of celestial mechanics. 

Certain astronomers claim that 
comets have their utility, that they 
are regenerators of life upon this 
L aril . The matter of comets is said 
to bo chiefly composed of carbon, 
combined, with, some othe^ .element 
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such as hydrogen. Here, Jthen yaro 
comets shedding their substances so 
important to vegetable and animal life, 

first In the spaces and then by the 
fall and combustion of meteors in at- 
mospheres o( the- plaiiet.H, thereliy, per- 
haps, maintaining life ujion them. 

Uf what would happen if un.' of 
these comets came: into collision v.itii 
the earth is pure theory. In all jiroli- 
aliility the Ihst effect would be a great 
diminution in the amount of oxygen 
in th(^ air. Tills would cause extreme- 
ly- low Hiiirits among the inhabit.-ints, 
and u state of dull letliaigic stupor. 
,'\ll business would ei-aso. A lold terror 
would full U])uii the earth until thi^ 
comet iiussed away. Tlo-n, tlu- dljninu- 
liun of nitrogen and the im-rease of 
oxygen in the air would produce a 
great r.-aetion. This would lalie tlie 
I'orm of a liaiipy satistactinri, an irn-s- 
tibli- f^aletN'. l-"o|lowing this would eonui 
a nervous exe i t'-nii-n t . caused by a 
more rapid combustion uf the blood 
in tho lungs, and Us more rapid clr- 
culatlon.j Then, say astronomers, 
would follow a wild orgy. Tho whole 
of humanity would palpitate to the 
lieatlng of the samo heart, beating ac- 
celerated, until, in the ond, the brain 
it.solf would be attacked by this super- 
combustion of oxygen. The whole 
world transported Into a wild madness, 
would hurl Itself into a mad danci", and 
participate in the wildi-st ex t riixagane- 
es, ending In Una' e.xh.-iustiou and 
death. Such Is the dire prophecy, but 
the astronomers £i,dd that tho "colli- 
sion might not bring about such ter- 
rible consequences. 

J3ut there is no cause for fear: The 
odds are a thousand milliuns to one 
against such a collision e-ver occurring. 



Tho town council of Cologne, for In- 
stance, is willing to invest $25,000 In 
the new company for the inauguration 
of a line of airships which will estab- 
lish aerial communication between 
Cologne and other important centres oC 
population. The municipality of Dus- 
seldorf is also willing to subscribe a 
substantial sum towards the capital 
of the new company. 

In some cases regular lines of air- 
ships will be established, while in 
other cases pleasure cruises will take 
place at regular Intervals. 

Herr Colsmann stated that ,300 days 
per year are suitable for aerial voy- 
ages.! The Zeppelin airships which will 
bo used for this purpose will carry a 
crew of six, including tho engineer, 
and will be capable of conveying 'JO 
passengers. 'It 'is" Iritondcd that each 
voyage, shall last about seven hours, 
except i» the case of long distance 
cruises from certain fixed towns to 
other towns. 

Two Airships. 

Two airships for the conveyance of 
passengers will be completed by the 
early spring ofihextiyear, and two 
more"Avlll be rcfifdy by May. It is in- 
tended that- theS^ airships shall bo 
equipped with more powerful motors 
than the existing., airships, so ' that 
they will be. able to face strong winds 
with perfect safety. 

Tho first regular lino of airships 
will bo established between Dussel- 
dorf and Lucerne, with Cologne, Bonn, 
.Mayence, Ifrankfort-on-Maln, Carls- 
ruhe Stuttgart, and one! bt. two other 
towns, ai?. calling stations. Other" lines 
of airships will, be established to con- 
nect other towns with stations oin the 
direct route between Dusseldorf and 
Lucerne. 

Negotiations have already been in- 
augurated to establish a branch line 
of airships between Strasburg And 
some point on the direct Dusseldorf- 
Lucerne line. Ilerr Colsniimn added 
tliat the German war olliee has i)roni- 
Ised a subvention in suiiport of llie 
lino connecting ljusst-idorf with Lu- 
cerne in view of the military advan- 
tages of establishing aerial communi- 
cation in this part of Germany. 

Herr Colsmann concluded by stat- 
ing that fares for aerial passengers 
woidd be sofhewh.at expensi\-e at iirst, 
owing to the heavy cost of tho upkeep 
of the airships. The costs -would, 
however, ii.-iturally diminish in pro- 
Iiortion to th." goneral develojunent of 
.aerial navigation, so lliat in course of 
time aerial \-i)yagi-s would no longer 
be a pastime f(U- the wealthy, but an 
ordinary means of communication, at 
any rate for the middle classes. 

A new agitation In favor of creat- 
luK an Immense aerial fleet will short- 
l.\- b(-Kin in tierinany with the support 
of mans- iiruniinent men who have 
bitliertn lieen ardent advocates of na- 
val i-xpansion. The watchword of this '. 
new movement will be: "Let us 
build Zeppelins Instead of Dread- 
noughts."

Was Caught in Ice 
^. Floes 



resembled the ceaseless roar of distant 
artillery. Great masses of Ice were 
dislodged by the ship and crashed and 
conuoned from pinnacle to pinnacle 
For 343 miles the Maletta sailed 
through ico-strown seas, and fears 
were constantly entertained that the 
vessel would cither be pierced below 
the water-line or crushed between Ice- 
bergs. So desperate did the situation 
become at ono stagy that preparation.'^ 
were made to leav.o the ship should 
she meet with disaster. 

Capt. Nellsen said: "For four nights 
and three days wo remained in a Held 
of ice. Lying on the lee side was a 
field of low-lying ice six miles in ex- 
tent, and on the weather side were 
berg.s by the hundred,- some towering 
as high as 7t)0 feet. As we uassed 
along- between them great masaoa of 
ice craslied down and made a noise 
similar to that created by the roar 
of artillery. All the narrow channels 
through which we passed wore tilled 
with hundreds of large Ice fragments, 
which made the navigation of tho ves- 
sel extremely dangerous. For ii time 
we could see no opening in the ice, 
and I personally had to stand on the 
forecastle head during tho whole night 
to navigate the ship througii it. So 
high were some of the hcrg.s tliat they 
took the wind out of the vessel's sails 
and there was little room In wliicli 
-she could awing. 

"We could for a time see no open- 
ing at all. I then esjiled a small break 
between two high berg.s and I felt that 
the only thing to do wa.s to run be- 
tween them, .'vs I was going through 
the bergs took the wind out of tho ves- 
sel's canvas, and we were scarcely able 
to drift through before tho bergs came 
together with a crasli. The navigation 
of this cliannel was made infinitely 
more risky by tho presence of ice 
fragments throe or four tons in weight, 
and every minute threatened to bo our 
last. In one Instance her bow rose and 
she fell on a fragment, cutting It in 
twain. Ono of the pieces flew up and 
dented a starboard plate. All the time 
that the ship was In tho ice a heavy 
fog prevailed, and the Impossibility of 
seeing any great distance rendered 
navigation exceptionally dangerous. All 
of us had a most anxious time. Wo 
kept the. vessel running before the wind 
during the day, and at night practical- 
ly hove her to. 

"We had to tack and wear tho wIiuIm 
time between 43 ::outh and 46 south 
and 16 and 10 deg. west In order to 
clear the ice. Wo sailed altogether by 
the log 343 miles through this Ice. 
steering in all difections. I linvo hud 
some record trips for senaationalisni 
during my time at sea, but this is tho 
record passage through Ice for ipe. It 
Is also a merchant shipping record, for 
previously the greatest sail through 
Ice by a cargo ship was 186 miles. 
None of us thought we would clear tlib 
floe, and we had the boats in readtnejia 
for Instant departure in the event of 
the worst happening. There wcro 
mountainous seas, and the haze added 
to our danger. So bad were the con- 
ditions that one or two of the crew 
111 1)1' capable of a cried, and many of them vowed they 
in knots. 'I'liey are would never face the sea again."

Kecent 
reports stated that the loss to the 
stra-wberry crop through late frosts 
would be severe. "While tla-re -ivill be 
consiiU'rable loss, It is now thought 
that the dainag(.- ^vill not In- anything 
like as extensive! as at lirst supiiosetl. 
Lstlmates run from ten to twenty per 
(-<-nt. loss, with till- bulk of the cstl- 
mat"S favoring the former amount. 

The VIcorIa l-'rult ICxeli.'Liige is dally 
In ri-celpt of or<lers fnun the prairie 
section, and no far three car loads have 
been contracted for. ' Were the fruit 
available, ten carloads, or nearly liOOO 
crates, could be sold at once, but In 
view of the small n-eeipts here at pre- 
sent, few contracts have been made as 
yet. Tills wei-k tin- re-eelpts of local 
fruit are expected to materi.-illy In- 
crease. Till- new fruit started to ar- I 
rive on this niark.-t eonsiilernbl.^- earlier 
than a year ago. The lirst arrivals 
reai-hed here this year on May ".'i, 
wliilo la.st year June 4 saw the lirst 
fruit offering.

Wc joined the Ninirod in New Zcnland. 
Lieut. Shacklcton had arranged and organized 
the 'expedition in a perfect fashion. We. had 
orders to report on board the ship without kit 
or baggage. We went on board witliout any- 
thing. Even the money we had in our pockets 
we had to pay over to the agent. There is, of 
course, no need for money in the Antarctic. 
We embarked on tlic Nimrod in what we stood 
up in, and no more. What we required was 
suppHed lis from the ship's stores and we were 
equipped willi everything imaginable. 

"Tlic cold gradually made itself felt as we 
went southwards. The first sign of it was the 
discomfort of leather boots. Our feet began to 
feel as though they were clamped in vices. The 
leather became hard, and our feet could not ex- 
Ijand. We i)ut ordinary boots aside, and put on 
ski boots — pronounced she boots, by the way. 
These are soft Icatlier boots, used in Norway. 
They arc large, roomy, and the toes turn u|d- 
wards. The toes contain a liberal allowance 
of scnnaegraes — a soft, pliant, warm straw. 
With three or four pairs of stockings, and scn- 
naegraes, the ski-boots were warm and coin- 
fortabic. Wc gradually increased our clothing, 
too, of course. We had thick Jaeger under- 
clothes. But we soon felt that wc needed an 
extra sweater or two. 

When we reached McMurdo Sound, where 
we were to take up winter quarters, the whole 
15 of the party were sent ashore. We had all 

our stores and supphes, and built a luu, in 
which was installed a large stove. Then the 
Nimrod .steamed away and left us alone there. 
At first wo tethered the ponies in the bottom 
of a valley on a gravelly kcnilc, but that led to 
trouble. Although we had given the ponies 
plenty of salt and the water they used was 
slightly brackisli, they appeared to find salt in 
the carnite. They started licking the stone, and 
three of theni died. Dr. Marshall held post- 
mortems on tliom, and wc found thai the sand 
had coated ui) inside and worked the daiiiage. 
We llien built stables for the remaining five. 
W'c used packing cases, and iiuule small nulc 
shelters, which we roofed over with tarpaulin. 
Then wo crowded the ponies into them, as 
close together as possible. The loss of these 
three ponies was most unfortunate. But for 
that Professor David's party would have had 
them to draw the sledges in the expedition to 
the magnetic pole. As it was, ihoy were com- 
pelled to draw the sledges themselves, and it 
meant heavy exhausting work, for it was near- 
ly all rcla>- work-. They 'really traversed the 
journey several times. / 

Life at the depot in the hut was very pleas- 
ant. 1 put on a lot of weight. Wc lived like 



lighting cocks, bi-cause, of course, we had to 
get well and fit for the hardships and trials 
which were expected in the spring. VVe never 
had time on our hands, There was nlways 
mending and sewing to be done, and, besides, 
there was a good deal of work about the hut. 
There was coal to be brougln every morning 
'I'he fire in the stove was kept going day and 
night. Then there were the ponies to feed and 
e.xercise. Onv water we obtained from ici' which 
we transported from a spot over half a mile 
away. This was pure and .fresh ice. Mr. , Maw- 
son analyzed it, and pronoiinced it perfectly 
pure. In the beginning we cut several tons of 
this, sledged it up to the hut, and dumped it 
outside. We had an ice pile instead of a water 
butt. The ice round the hut was not so good. 
It was sliglitly brackish, although it was good 
enough lor the ponies. .Still, we had to be care- 
ful about our drinking water, because there 
was a big penguin i-ookery close by, and the ice 
iini)risoiis and preser\-es all son's of bacilli. 

Thai penguin i-ookery w;is useful to us, loo. 
The birds were there; when we first arrived. We 
went in amongst them and killed about a hun- 
dred of them. We did not shoot them. It was 
mere slaughter. They had absolutely no fear of 
man. They did not know what man was, and lot 
us walk right in among them and knock them 
(j\-er. l^von after we had killed so many they still 
betrayed no feai-. Wc did not ]iluck or dress 
the birds. We just flung them on the roof of 
the hut. Thei'e they became frozen hard — a na- 
tural refrigerating chamber. When we wanted 
to use one we went to the larder on the roof, 
took a bird inside, thawed it out, and prepared 
it for cooking. They made very good eating 
indeed, and were a welcome addition to our 
provisions. 

We also drew largely on the penguin rook- 
cry for eggs. The eggs arc very large, with 
small yolks and large whites. They were very 
nice to eat. Another footl of the country which 
wc used was seal tlesh. The seals are just as 
iamc as the penguins. Killing a seal is easier 
work tlian taking a slice]) out of a pen. Thes- 
make absolutel}- lui resistance or alteiiii:)t to 
escape. We used to kill them with an ice axe, 
but wc could have killed them with a knife or 
in any other way. Their natural enemies are 
unable to attack them down there on the ice, 
and so they are unused to protecting them- 
selves. Seal flesh is very good to eat, especial- 
ly the liver and kidneys. 

AVhen we were leaving New. Zealand Vthe 
people there very generously presented us with 

a lot of sheep. The carcasses were landed at 
our winter cpiarters and formed a most agree- 
able change of diet. l'"ver\' Siiiidav for dinner 



wc used to have New Zealand mutton, and I 
can assure you wc looked forward to that 
dinner. 

As the winter canio down on us we array- 
ed ourselves in full polar garb. We wore, when 
out on the ice, burburics. A burbury is simply 
a thin waterproof, windproof material made by 
a man named Burbury. Wc had trou.sers and 
an overall coat, with the cuffs drawing in tight 
ov(M- the wrists, and cai)s or helmets, which 
covered the whole of the head, leaving only a 
small portion of the face bare. This was drawn 
in round the neck and over the shoulders. On 
our hands we wor(> thick woollen mitts, and 
outside them big, roomy fur mitts. On 6nv feet 
in the cold weather we wore finslcoes — boots 
made of reindeer skin, with a quantity of scn- 
naegraes in the toes, and several pairs of socks. 
The finskoes are big and loose, but we tied 
them on with long lamp-wicks [jassed round the 
fool, and then brought up and tied tightly above 
the ankle, h'or knocking about the hut wc wore 
high felt botUs — toj) boots made of felt. We 
made up our own bunks in the hut out of 
packing-cases. We rlid not use sleeping-bags 
there, but had thick Jaeger blankets. Wc wore 
thick Jaeger pyjamas, and some wore bed 
socks. 

When the winter came, there was work 
afoot. Wc had a lot of sledging to do — fix- 
ing up de])ots of prcn'isions and making prep- 
arations for the journeys which were to be 
undertaken. The work'ing out on the ice was 
characterized by smartness. The rule is to tlo 
ever3thing on the jump. Men are parting 
with their heat all ciay, and they lia\-c to be 
fed well if they are to keep going. So we had 
three hot meals a day. The full ration was 3^ 
ounces per day for each man. This has to be 
carried on the sledges, and in addition, each 
man was allowed 10 pounds of personal kit. 
As soon as the niitlday halt came, everybody 
dashed at his work as quickly as ])ossible. \\ c 
had to talce our milts off to unbuck'le the 
sira])s, and prei:)arc the meal. The renio\al of 
the milts necessitated hurry and movement, 
and the warmth engendered in that way kept 
us free from frost-bite. Each man had his set 
piece of work to do. and went straight ahead 
with it, so that everything was done with sur- 
prising rai)idity. The tent uas taken off the 
sledge, the floorcloth laid down and the tent 
set up on it. In the meantime another man 
had taken out the I'rimus slo->e, set it in the 
middle of the ten t,;;an^l started it going. An- 
otljcr man had filled, the cooker with frozen 
snow as soon as the tent was up. All the 
other ])re])arations were complete, and wc all 
sat inside the tent round the stove. W'hen 
the water boiled, tea was made, and we had 



our lunch. This consisted of three plasmoii 
biscuits, a stick of chocolate and the hot tea. 

The cooker we U3ed was the one contrived 
by Nanfeen.' He Has done a great deal to help 

on polar exploration by thinking out methods 
of living and traveling on the ice. The Nan- 
sen sledge, the Nansen tent, the Nansen cook- 
er, are all invaluable. The cooker is so ar- 
ranged that the cooking of food also melts 
water for drinking. The Primus stove is put 
iiiside the cooking apparatus, and this is so 
arranged that none of the heat is wasted. The 
food which is being cooked is in the main ves- 
sel ; but there is ice packed into a ring-shaped 
vessel surrounding that, and there is another 
snow-melter on top. The whole thing is cov- 
erctl in to prevent radiation of heat. 

It is not always cold at the Antarctic. The 
sun, when it shines, is often very hot, and in 
the summer-time, when working hard on the 
ice, it was so hot that we Avore as little as 
possible. Burburies. were thrown aside, and 
we would strip off sweaters until wc got down 
to only one sin.glet, and even then we were 
hot. When the blizzards came down, of 
course, all was ciianged. A blizzard travels at 
the rale of Go or 70 miles an hour, and blows 
the snow before it like dust. 1 went out with 
the supi)orling party which accompanied the 
commander for the first part of the southern 
expedition, and we had to return five days 
sooner than was originally intended, owing to 
a four days' blizzard we struck. 

We did not shave, but we could not allow 
our bearcis to grow. In that climate, if you 
shave, the skin becomes irritable and sore, 
while if you let the beard grow long it be- 
comes moist, and freezes into a solid block. 
So we kept pur beards and moustaches clipped 
close. 

The most remarkable effect of the cold 
that I noticed was the loss of the sense of 
touch in the fingers. It was almost complete. 
Suppose \'ou wanted to look for a knife in your 
kit bag. you would put your hand in and feel 
round for il. and you would actually have it 
in your lian j and not know. It was the same 
with everything we liandled. We saw that 
wc picked it up, and saw that we held the 
article; we could not feel that we had it. The 
danger from frostbite is ever present, of 
course, but experience docs a great deal to 
minimize it. After a wdiilc you learn how long 
you can leave __vour hands e.-cposcd. Often you 
would feel thVit your fingers had gone. They 
would be white and hard and dead. Rubbing 
would have- to' be' resoi'ted to to restore the 
circulation; and then the warrti- mitts kept on 
to prevent recurrence. Our noses were al- 
ways feeling gone. But we got used to that. 
The}' never suffered more than the loss of a 



little skin. But, of course, the nose being ex- 
posed, frequently became benumbed. The 
worst feature in such acses is the burning, 
tingling sensation as the circulation is re- 
stored. 

There were fourteen of us to do duty at 
the camp on Cape Royds, and there were the 
regular duty <la3's that everyone ^vas put down 
for. Each man acted as messman once a fort- 
night, and as night watchman once a fort- 
night. The messnian's duties were to bring 
in the coal and the ice, lay the table, sweep 
the floor, and assist the cook generally. The 
night watchman went on duty .at 10 o'clock at 
night. He took the ten o'clock observations, 
noted the readings of the barometer, thernio- 
meter, and wind-gauge. These oliservalions 
he made every two hours, and, of course, had 
to go outside the hut to make them. He had 
also to keep the fire replenished. We never 
allowed the fire to go out night or day. The 
night watchman had the fire to himself all 
night, and he always took advantage of that 
to wash his clothes and himself, and do any 
work that needed hot water or the fire. It 
was the night watchman's duty to differenti- 
ate day from night. Early in the morning he 
awoke us all, and the day began. It lasted 
till 10 o'clock p.m. Wc made a difference on 
.Sundays. Every Sunday morning before din- 
ner the ordinary duties of the day were sus- 
pended for a time, and the commanding officer 
read prayers. 

We had not been there very long before the 
sun commenced to dip below the horizon for 
long spaces. The polar day was coming to a 
close. After a while the sun vanished alto- 
gether, and the long night set in. It was very 
miserable and depressing at first, but v/e soon 
became accustomed to it. 

The effect of the sun on the snow and ice 
was most dazzling. We all wore goggles. 
Large goggles of the motor t3'pe were tried, 
but we found that the smaller goggles, ventil- 
taed at the side, were cooler and better. Wc 
had orange-tinted glasses in them. In that 
way we were sav'ed from snow blindness.. The 
four ponies which remained to us at'tlie end 
of the winter all went blind, I belieye^snow 
blindness, of course. ' ' . 

The day we rejoined the Nimrod was a 
joVful day. It was grand to see ncAV faces 
and lead what was virtually a new life. The 
Nimrod was a piece of the civilized world 
from which wc had been shut off so .long. 
We had a. ,b^th. .That \yas the, first-,luxur3'. 
Theiti we liad a good square in'eal., ,l^bat.^>yas 
the second luxury. Arid "perhaps the greatest 
luxurj' of all was the letters from home 'lyhich 
the Nimrod brought us. We just revelled' in 
the shipboard life for the first day or two. 



Some Chinese Customs 



Speaking at the .Authors' Club last month, 
Sir Robert Hart, in the course of a sjjeech, 
said: 

.Among the i)eo])Ie births, mai-riagcs and 
deaths, of course, make up iiuli\idual familv 
history, and volumes might be written about 
their ways of doing thing's. cacTi tlisirict be- 
ing sure to have some local peculiarity of its 
own, but in harmony with the general prac- 
tice. 

When the child is born he receives a nurs- 
ing name; when he goes to school the teach- 
er gives him a school name; when he is given 
the cap of manhood, his official name is given 

him, and it is always so composed as to show 
the generation he belongs to — an important 
point recortlcd in ancestral temples and un 
family trees; and then the young man selects 
a name of his own lor his friends to call him 
by, and which they always use in the letters 
they write him. 

The young girl receives various names also 
at different stages, and, when she marries, she 
is spoken of with the double name of her own 
and her husband's family. .Most girls are be- 
Irothcd, or. if not so, enter life as the concu- 
bine of someone who is adding to his estab- 
lishment. If a wife has not borne a son by 
the time her husband is 40, il is her dutv to 
urge him to procure, or even provirle him \s itli, 
a concubine; and even when there arc already 
sons of the first wife, a man may bring in a 
concubine or secondary wife, or more than 
one, who are numeric&fly referrc^l to, but the 
children of the .\'os. 2. 3. or 4 mistresses are 
all considered the children of the .\'o. 1, or 
real wife, and this practice has wrou.glu out 
two results in China of a socially useful k-ind 
— there are \-ery few unmarried women, and 
there are still fewer illegitimate children. 

A girl child is just as welcome in a family 
as a hoy. There is such a thing as infanticide, 
but it is not general, and if sometimes affects 
a boy child just as readily as a girl, the cause 
being probably i^overty. .X good many years 
ago a consular doctor and his wife were walk- 
ing at Amoy : as they passed a dungheap the 
lady cried out, "O, Charlie. Charlie, what is 
that?" and pointed to a small matted packa.ec 
from jvhich a tiny finger protruded, and was 
seen to be moving; they took up the package, 
opened' it, ami found a baby boy, newly born 
evidently, inside; they took the baby home 
and reared it. and afterwards on a visit home 
to vScolland look the child with them, and 
,ga\-e il some education; in 1856 that consular 
doctor came to Niiigpo as consul, when I 
was an assistant in the consulate, and lhc_v 
had with them as under-butlcr a fine, bright, 
healthy lad of 13 or 14.; this was the child 



in (|uestion. Later on they left China and 
.!.;ot the lad a gnxid billet as .'-.leuard on an 
I'inglish gunboat; his name was Lec Buali. 
Still later on the Chinese Government sought 
to create a navy, and, wanting men of naval 
experience, they made Lee a commander, and 
gave him a fine steam corvette to take charge 
ol. I once \-isited his ship at Canton and 
louiid all in excellent condition. Soon after- 
wards be was can.glit in a tyi)tioon. and the 
\essel broke her hack and went down, but 
some of the crew escaped, himself amoni,' 
them, and he was then condepined to death, 
but for.gi\ en, for losing his vijsscl. lie was 
then gi\ cii command of one of the "Mosquito 
S(|iiadroii, ' l)uilt by .Armstrong, and he wa.s 
at the i'agoda anciiorage, Foochow, in 1884. 
when .\dniiral Courbel destroyed the Chinese 
fleet in jiorl. Lee, knowing his little craft 
was no lujitch for such \-essels, esca]-cd u)i 
a shallow water creek and saveil himself, ves- 
sel, and crew; for this — for saving liis ship, 
and not dying with his comrades of the fleet-— 
he was again condemned to death, but, as the 
commander-in-chief. Chang Pci Lun, a son-in- 
law of Li Hung Chang, was also condemned 
to death and respited, with a sentence t)f 
llirec years' banishnieni and hard labor, Lee 
lluah was siiiiiijirly treale.l, and in i8S8 1iis ban- 
ishiu.Mit (Muled, be \-isited mo in Pekin and 
.gave me an interi'sling account of his various 
expcrii'uces. .Aficr that he got some other of- 
ficial appointment of a novel kind, and did well 
in it. Ho brought up a family of sons, and they 
flid well, too, being successful at the lilerarv 
examinations. Such is the history of a baby boy 
exposed by his Chimsc parent's for death iii 
184J at .\moy, and rescued and reared by a 
lirili.sh Consular official ; but, of course, in most 
other cases exposed cliildren have no second 
chance — and yei there are outside iiossibilitiis 
for tile ( 'liine.se tlieiii>e| vcs have foundling llo^pi- 
lals. and so have I he Caiholic niissiuns, and 
many waifs and stniys find existence thus assur- 
ed for them. 

'I'ln: allusion to Catholic missions gives nio 
the opportunity of saying that, although Cov- 
crnment objects to the intervention of mission- 
aries between Chinese and Chinese in native 
courts, the people of the locality readily recog- 
nize the charitable assistance the missioi'is afford 
to the sick, the poor, and the young. The 
Catholic missionary seems rather to look for the 
Church's growth in the jiropagation and rearing 
of Christian families than in the conversion of 
grown people, and so they adojit, up rear, trail', 
and suppiu't as many children as they can house, 
and, inlermarrying these children, who regard 
them with a veneration due to parents, they 



literally grow by propagating families, and they 
never treat their converts except with kindness 
and consideration, and do their host to show 
that "Godliness" is the best for both worlds, 
securing Christian treatinenl here and having 
till' promise of the world to come. The Protest- 
ant missionary rather adopts the other method, 
and secl<s for gi-(3wn-iip coiu'crts, and so the 
I'rotestant growth in numbers is not so great 
on the whole, it being also later in the field. 
But the convert is not always easily made, for 
his heredity has given him the abiding feeling 
that, as Confucius knew nothing about it, no- 
body else could know anything. The Govern- 
ment, is (|uite tolerant; a man may be what he 
likes— Taoist, Buddhist, Confucian. Christian 
or anything else ; all he has to do is to obey the 
laws. 

Confucianism, which has been the chief cult 
for two dozen centuries, is now being somewhat 
set aside by Western science. 'I'his will gi^■c 
China strength as a world-power, but, whether 
it will make the people happier or better, time 
will show. .And yc( the Chinese have an idea 
of life beyond the grave; they burn incense in 
various temples, and when a person dies, the 
family, if it can afford it, gets all the priests in 
the neighborhood to recite prayers for the dead 
in the hope that someone's prayer will go in 
the right direction and reach the All-Mcrciful. 
The fact that in the P.oxer troubles ten years 
a,go thousands of Chinese laid down their lives 
and submitted in cruel torture anrl death rather 
than abandon their Christianity, showcil the 
reality of their faith and its power to su|)|Dort 
them in the face of the most terrible treatment.

"How man}' men are there on board that 
shii^? " was a question recently asked of the 
writer; his interlocutor pointed to a first-class 
battleship lying at anchor in a bay on the Irish 
coast. "Counting everybody, officers and 
men, some seven hundred and fifty," was the 
answer. "Then wdiat." continued this man of 
the inquiring turn of mind, "on earth can 
the}- find to tie all da\' long? Do the\- sit and 
twiddle their thumbs wailing for an enemy to 
come along with whom they can fight?" The 
man who asked for this information was mere- 
ly typical of other "shore-going" persons, who, 
naturally enough, consider that seven hundred 
and fifty men confined in a space of, roughly, 
440 feel in length, 82 feet in breadth and ZQ 
feci in de])lli, must be principally employed 
in falling over one another; they do, but it is 
ill their anxiety to get on with the next job. 
There on the southern coast of Ireland, where 
the land stretches league long fingers into 
the sea, and where the sea has eaten its way 
in the course of the countless ages deep into 
the heart of the land, is the calibrating range, 
situated at the head of one of these bays. Cali- 
brating may be shortly described as the means 
Used by the modern navy artillerist to sight 
his guns, so that when the si,ghts are fixed for 
a certain range and the .guns are fired, the pro- 
jectiles from each separate gun will strike the 
same identicals; in the vernacular of "the man 
in the street," this "takes a bit of doing," but, 
like most other things committed to the hands 
of the navy, it is done, and done well. Also, 
!t is one of those things which prevent much 
t\viddling of thumbs on board, "lilessed is 
the sound of the eight hour da\-" to the trade 
union agitator and ])ersons whose princifial 
occupation is to do no work at all ; such folk 
had better steer clear of the modern nav}-, 
where streiiuousness is the. note all the time, 
and where, strange as it may seem, no one 
seems the -.vorse for this upsetting- of a cher- 
ished tlicor}-, that no one should work for a 
longer period than that hallowed by the con- 
tlilions of those just mentioned. On board a 
ballleshi]) the work is done *vhen it is fin- 
ished, no sooner and no later, and the great 
difficulty is to find sufficient time in which 
to do all that has to be done, 

At 5 a.m. the hands were turned up, at ^.45 
the great grey battleship had ' di-agged her 
13,000-pound anchor from its muddy hold, a^nd 
was steaming down the hay, while 5'ct the 
mists of the morning floated in pale blue 
wreaths over the hills, now turning from black 
to orange-tawny in the light of the inorm'ng 
sun , ijresently it \vas full daylight, cold and 
clear, with the jironiisc of a lovely spring day 
in the air, but conditions were not exactly as 



could have been wished by those responsible, 
as lialf-w-ay down the bay her forefoot was lift- 
ing perceptibly to the tilt of an oncoming 
swell. Outside the wind blew keen and; fresh 
from the west-northwest, and in from the - 
broad Atlantic came in rhythmic succession 
those great rollers which may be the heralds 
oi the coming storm or the belated battalions 
of one which is past. The target, a small 
wooden platform, \vith two upright posts upon 
it, to which, by the four corners, was secured 
a sci-ap of red bunting some 3 feet by 2 feet 
was swung over the side, and from this ridicu- 
lous contraption the great ship steamed sol- 
emnly away. The firing was what is known 
as sub-calibre, which means that a 3-pounder 
or 6-pounder is fixed in the axle line of a 12- 
inch .gun (the projectile of which weighs 850 
pounds) or a 9.2-inch gun (pi-ojectile, 350 
pounds), and that wdiile the actual big gnu is 
pointed and aimed the shot which is fired is 
the inexpensive three-pound or six-pound one. 

For all her 16,000 tons, the swell had got 
hold of the ship, and there was what is known ' 
as "a good deal of motion"; but this had no 
effect upon the carrying- out of the practice, 
i lour after hour the vessel circled around this 
absurd scraji like a red pocket-handkerchief, 
^vhich half the time was invisible between the 
crests of the waves, and the long lean .guns 
spat their tiny projectiles far across the in- 
tervening waste. Four miles to leeward the 
sea smoked and banged and shattered itself on 
the shores of this ironbound coast, for. the 
march of the rollers stayed not at all during 
the spell of the sub-calibre practice. "Ceaise 
fire!" sounded, the ship headed for the target, 
and its possible three shillings and sixpence 
worth of wood and canvas was careful!}' 
])icked u]), for the na\-y is very ectJiiomical, hut 
with this overture of five or six hours the day's 
work had begun. There were torpedoes to l)c 
run, but torpedoes have to be picked up, and • 
for this a steamboat is necessary, and you can- 
not hoist out a steamboat weighing fifteen 
tons in a hea\-}- swell, so the ship's licad was 
pointed shoreward, and she steamed right- to 
the head of the bay again before it became 
sufficiently smooth for the boat to be hoisted 
out. All the afternoon, in tlie comparativcl}' 
smooth water within the confines of the boy, 
the ship ran backwards and forwards, while 
her torpedoes sped, to their -far distant mark, 
to be "fielded" by the "steamboat and i-eturhecl 
■and hoisted in ; the day changed to vicious 
squalls and pelting rain, hut the oidy notice 
vouchsal'ed to the weather is when it actually 
interferes with work to be (kmc. .\t 6;30 
ship was at rest again, with her anchor down,

and glamor of public life- 
Miss Dreams is a womanly girl with beau- 
tiful brown eyes, a wealth of soft chestnut hair, 
and a pure, sweet \-o\cc of almost uncanny 
depth. When she speaks one is almost 
shocked by tiic more than masculine depth of 
tone. \N'hen siie sings "Come Back to Erin." 
or some other favorite song, the rich fulness of 
the notes, the absence of exertion, the compass 
and the qualit}-. fascinate one. 

To a representative oi Llo^'d's News she 
told a grimly interesting life story, the most 
sorrowful features of which one may not men- 
tion, for the sake of those who have suffered 
and are still suffering. 

The \'Oung lad}-, whose name, by-tlie-by. is 
only "Marie Dreams" for stage purposes, went 
no further back in her experiences than her 
first entr\' upon the stage of life as a bread- 
winner. 

"M}- father," she explained, "is employed 
in the city, not in a very high position, and as 
he has seven children to keep, I had to start 
work as soon as the Education .\ct would let 
me.

Miss .Mma 
Jones, who had just come back to England 
after a six years' tour abroad, happened to 
cqniQ. in. It wa§ a concert for a charity, and 
she had promised to assist. 

"Miss Jones Ihouglit so much of my sing- 
ing that she asked my parents to let her have 
mc to train, and to help me. I came awa}' 
from that concert with her, and ha\'e been 
with her ever since. She and Miss Maud Mor- 
timer have both been so kind to me in every 
way that I seem as if 1 belonged to them. 
Indeed, they are my "aunties' now." 

Her "adoptiorj" dates back only a few 
months, but her life since has been full of 
varied interest. "I don't know a note of 
music," she confesses, nai\ely, "but auntie 
Alma teaches me where to take breath, an<I 
how to pronounce ni\- wonJs and sing my 
songs. And 1 ha\e l)ccn Id I'aris with her, ami 
have lived at the beautiful hotels, antl every- 
body has been so kind to me." 

As to the darkest part of her life story the 
little lady was resolutely silent. But she ad- 
mitted to suffering from cruel treatment and 
want of food. These things slipped out unin- 
tentionally now and again, as wdien she said, 
"I was quite sore that day I had been knocked 
about." Or when she c.xplained, "I could 
have had tea antl a lot uf bread and butter 
from llie canteen at the factory, only 1 had 
no nioue_v." ,\nd the mcmor}' of tlie hard 
times still lingers. 

Asked what she most desired now, she an- 
swered, "I ■want to go to the factory and ,gi\ c 
the girls a tea and shrimp treat." And then, 
as an afterthought, she added, "I want lots of 
money, so that I can send some to father to 
make the others happy.'' 

.■\s to her hobbies, she comments, when 
she inidcrstands the f|ucstion, "I don't think 
I have an}' hobbies. 1 had no time for them 
when I was going to work. I love dogs and 
all other animals, and babies — real babies, 
not dolls (with infinite contempt for the lat- 
ter in. her tone). And I love to play with 
boys," which confirms the impression, her 
sparkling, mischievous eyes occasionally con- 
vey, that she would be a ^■critab!e "tomboy" 
in the absence of strangers. 

Marie and the Chocolates 
Rambling on in the childish way that is so 
contrary to the expectation aroused by the 
"soulful" look of the deep eyes when in re- 
pose, she adds: "I like a joke, too, and I 
don't mind if a joke is played on mc." 

To a recjuest that she would sing, she re- 
sponded without any affectation. The full, 
deep volume of rich tone reverberated ^hroitgh 
the room, while into the child's eyes, covered 
with long, beautiful Jashes, there came a tear 
or two as the theme of her song carried her 
away. 

Miss Jones tells a pitiful story of the child's 
dress and untcndcd condition when she firsc 
brought her home. "She knew nothing of the 
beauty or happiness of life," she remarked,

THAT LITTLE GERMAN BAND 

(heroin the New York Sun) 
That any general "crusade" in Xi w ^'ork 
against tho noiso monster is bound to be a 
failure is one of those propositions upon which 
it is safe to wager an affirmative. Big cities 
must have b-g diapasons. Even Philadelphia, 
since the advent of its clanking trolleys, has 
lost its proud eminence as the City of Dread- 
ful Silence. The molecular vibrations wo name 
noise arc, like politiciiuis. always with us. vel 
this is no reason why particular forms of the 
nuisance should be, if not abolished, at least 
mitigated. The huckster still exists, but he be- 
longs to a vanishing guild. He is doomed. 
Doomed, too, are the various small and inter- 
esting craftsmen who follow their calling in 
the streets — scissors grinders, umbrella mend- 
ers, glaziers and old clothes men. More's th(! 
pity. They lent a certain color to civic life, 
though their- shrill calls annoyed sensitive ears. 
\Vc are assured that they still pursue with vocal 
obbligata their vocations, (\specially where the 
population is densest. The Italian, organ-grind- 
er is.more ferociously in e.'>^idciicei.,th,an he was 
twoscore years ago. Then his. kingdom was 
divided. That little German band played the 
most heavenly music of tho Fatherland on 
twisted instruments of brass, with one squeak- 
ing clarinet, and occasionally with the help of 
an old drum to give emphasis to the more elo- 
quent bursts of tho crackling melodies. 

They were not very classic, these perform- 
ances : nevertheless Ihcy irradiated a honely 
naive feeling wherever tho discordant blasts and 
scrapings were heard. A fiddle or two might 
be seen and heard, once in a while, in the rnake- 
up of the perambulating orchestras.

— better known in Germany as "Tannnnbaum" 
— and "Ach, du Liebcr Augustine.'' With this 
modest repertory, reinforced by the "Dessauer 
March," "The vStar Spangled Banner" and a 
Strauss (the cider) or Lanncn- waltz, the little 
German band went from ^^'i!lianlsburg to BIo- 
boken, 'roin the Battery to Yorkvillc, diffus- 

- ing tonal joy on - its thirsty way. lyow 
turn we, as the pulpiteers say, to the 
organists, to the piano organ, manipulated by 
dusky men from Ravenna or Sicily, from Cala- 
bria or Naples. Tho old accusation made against 
the Gorman musicians was the infernal noise 
they made, whereas, so it was asserted, the 
barrel organ did not distract the attention. It 
was so pleasing to see tho little tots dancing 
on the sidewalks — or in the middle of the 
streets ; in those halcyon days motor cars were 
rare. 'Why' not let the poor have their open air 
music? The Italian wore velvet. Sometimes he 
carried with him an npponling monkey. Tho 
Germans were stout, carelessly dressed persons, 
apparently beer friends and devotees of free 
lunch. Not being gr;iC(^ful, they did not beg with 
the grace of the Mafia, so they wore suppressed 
by our sentiniontal numiripal autliorities. 

Today the mechanical organ has become the 
horror of citizens. It is raucous, persistent, in- 
solent. Tho hideous tone penetrates the ear 
drums of the bourgeois. The good old tunes 
are supplanted by the latest vulgarities in two- 
step of the Great Woozy Way. At intervals 
some belated wraith with an old-fashioned or- 
ganette grinds out "Xoruia," "U Ti-ovatore," or 
"Martha," but it is late at night that he is heard, 
and tlK.'U with difficult)-, for sounds of the chauf- 
feur's horn drown him out. "\'om' new-fasl-iionod 
machine could silence a boiler shop. When two 
of them get into operation, a sounding duel, so 
to speak, then the polvphony would not be 
rivalled by Max Roger and Richard Strauss in 
unfriendly collaboration. Sleep is impossible. 
Work is sheer despair. Listen you must, willy 
nilly, and listen you do, with imprecations, we 
hope unuttered. .And that little German band 

' may be heard in Hohoken or .-Vstoria, a sad 
remnant of its former thriving estate. It still 
[ihiys "Ach, du liebei- .\Hgustine, Augustine, 

Augustine I Ach, du liober Augustine, alios ist 

weg." . , 

Yes. all is gone, and alas ! forever, and with 

tho band a host of memories.

TRILBY IN TREAL LIFE 

The strange and puzzling performance of' 
Mile. Magdoloinc at the Pnlace theatre, London, 
continues to excite the keenest interest in 
scientific and art circles ;md among the unpro- 
fessional public. Hut, from whatever point of 
view it may l^e considered, it is difficult to sec 
on what grounds an objection can be raised to 
this exceptionally beautiful and fascinating 
"turn." 

Her wonderful gift of interpreting music by 
dramatic action and dancing in a hypnotic con- 
dition was, it must be remembered, discovered 
by Professor Magnin when he was treating her 



for continuously recurring violent headaches, 
and this suffering has entirely ceased'since Mile. 
Magdeleine has found an outlet for her vague 
artistic longing. 

Spectator's Impressions 

The performance itself, as now given night- 
ly at the Palace theatre would scarcely suggest 
tliC demonstration of the marvelous "phenomena 
of neuro-hypnotism" to any one arriving after 
Mile. iNLagdcleine has abandoned her will-power 
to hypnotic suggestion. lie would merely re- 
ceive the impression of an artist endowed with 
a sympahetic and well-trained voice and with 
an absolutely exceptional gift of dramatic 
gesture and facial expression by which she is 
enabled to interpret in thrilling fashion the 
whole gamut of human emotions from ecstatic 
delight to the deepest griof. 

He might oven bo sceptical about the gen- 
uineness of tho "hy[)notic act," were it not for 
the overwhelming evidence of tests to which 
Mile. Magdeleine has been submitted — tests 
which she could not possibly have endured un- 
flinchingly had she been in the full possession 
of her faculties. Last week one of the exports 
in hypnotism while closely examining her eyes 
accidentally dropped the head of t\ burning match 
on her bare arm. Another ran a large pin or 
bodkin deep into her arm. In neither case was 
there the slightest evidence of the consciousness 
of pain. 

Ordinarily Unable to Dance 

But more convincing than any other proof is 
Mile. Magdeloine's method of dancing — or 
rather the lack of method in the beautiful, ex- 
pressive and rhythmic movements with which 
she translates tho emotional suggestions of 
music into plastic life. It is maintained that 
she is utterly unable to dance. Tilic casual ob- 
server, deceived by the supreme art of her 
dancing, may remain in dou^t as to th^ truth of 
this contention. If her rapid, impulsive move- 
ments are closely watched it will be found that 
they lack the surencss of the professional 
dancer; that tho hypnotic lady does not "land" 
in secure i)ositions for the short moments of 
rest in the dance, and that almost invariably 
she has to change the position of her foot to 
retain hor balance. 

Needless to say, her accomplished singing 
must bo considered from an entirely different 
point of view, since in this art she has received 
the sound training of a professional. Her inter- 
pretation of a scene from '"Cai-men" in song 
and passionate, raagniffccntly spontaneous 
movement, is the most fascinating part of her 
programme. 



BILLING A "STAR" 

Mrs. Amy Ruth Eraser, better known by 
her stage name of Miss Ruth "Vincent, and 
now engaged in "A Persian Princess" at the 
Queen's theatre, was the plaintiff in a curious 
action before Mr, Justice Joyce in the Chan- 
cery Division, in London.

Englishmen and the American 



Some one has said that the most nearly 
perfect deniocrac}- in the world is the British 
jiionarchy. It i.-. true that aside from its royal 
anil noble tamilies, who ]iay for their keep by 
governing cxcc]-)! ionally well, and probably do 
not levy any larger tribute than the American 
people pay to .grafters. England is a N'orv fair 
rcprosentati\-c of republican government. Price 
Collier, who has just written a liook on "Eng- 
land and the English from an .-Xnierican Point 
of View," confirms this opinion a score of 
times over, remarks George Seibel, in the Pitts- 
burg Gazotte-Tiines. 

"The Magna Charta," he writes, "and the 
revolt led by Simon do .Montfort, and the head 
of Charles the h'irst, arc all warnings to whoia 
it may concern that the vSaxon.--, are not to be 
meddled with, and are nut to ho nnybody's sub- 
jects. Thus began the history, and the fact of 
democratic government. Love of the laiul, in- 
dustry, privacy, personal liberty; these were 
sought and found in this island by the Saxons, 
and they have been pre.servcd there ever since. " 

But it is not so much Mr. Collier's com- 
ment upon Englishmen and English institu- 
tions, as his rofle.x notes upon American men 
and manners, that makes his book one of prime 
value to .'\mericans. Here is a diagnosis of 
.*\morican conditions, for instance, that hits 
the nail right on the head : 

"We have millions in America who iv.rc just 
learning the alphabet of free government, and 
they are still flattered by political parasites with 
loud voices and leather larynxes. Our parlia- 
ments and assemblies have too large a propor- 
tion, not of the brawn and brains that have 
made America a great nation in fifty years, but 
the semi-successful, the slip[)ery and resource- 
ful who live on tho people, and by tho people, 
and for themselves. 

"He is but a mean American who believes 
that (his v.'ill last. Tho time approaches when 
Americans will slough off this lianipering politi- 
cal clothing, and insist tipon being governed by 
the best amongst them, by tho wise.,t amongst 
them, by the successful amongst them, and not 
by those whose living is derived by governing 
other.s, because thoy caimot govern themselves." 
As to Old Age Pensions 
There is food iof thought, too, in Mr. Col- 



lier's comment upon the recent old age pension 
act now operative in England, as well as the 
movement to provitle free food for school chil- 
dren. Mr. Collier sa\-s thai "roughly speaking, 
one |")(^rson out rjf ex'ery 70 is now in reciMpl 
of an (.lid agi.' pcll^il)|l." .And lie a.-^ks : "Is 
human nature a different thing in this island? 
Will men save hero who are Ijeing saved for? 
Will men work here when others must work 
for them?"' This he answers with an emphatic 
negative. 

The savings bank deposits at present, he 
declares, are only some $265,000,000. "It would 
take thre(! times this amount to i)ay his drink 
1)111 (or (ine yo;ir. But nobody dares to take his 
cu]) away from him. Instead of that, it is pro- 
posed to i^rtjuiise him sti|)|)oi-t in his old age, 
so that he need net sa\c at the ])ublic house 
in the meanwhile." 

He protests \-elu'nieiitly against the new re- 
ligion of socialism which would jnake man a 
goil. "Christianity," he sii\s in a startling 
siir.ile, "is al least \'irilc enough to crucify its 
God, and to announce that pain points the way 
to salvation. This new god is to be fed and 
educated for nothing as a child ; is to work only 
eight hours 11 day as an iidult; is to be pension- 
od at 70, and never to bear a cross, much loss 
be nailed upon one, if by any moans it can be 
avoided." Thus he castigates the present-da) 
tendency to "lean upon the state," the effcmin- 
ato doctrine that Iho state 'owes ever\- man a 
liviitg," the iniquitous attempt to take, away the 
manhood of men by making thein servile de- 
pendents upon thinly disguised charity. 
Characteristics of Britons 

Mr. Coflier makes many actUe observations 
upon the distinctive characteristics of Britons 
as contrasted with Americans. I'or instance, 
he finds that "Englishmen look unon sport as 
a part of character as well as a. i)h)-sical develop- 
ing factor in civilization; while the interest of 
the majority of Americans is confined to the 
excitcmeni expected from a contest. Many 
Americans look upcni international yachting 
and other contests almost as though thoy were 
serious battles, and arc elated or depressed ac- 
cordingly ; while the English take these matters 
much more calmly, ami, while eager to win, 



welcome those contests as being good for the 
sports and games themselves, and bear always 
in mind that the genuine sportsman 

" 'Sets his heart upon the goal 

Not upon the prize.' " 
There is also an element of truth in his 
epigrammatic and illuminative comment on the 
Englishman's honie instinct. "An English- 
man,'' he sa-is, "is more at home in his own 
house than nn .Anierican. first, because he is 
by all the inmates recognized as the absolute 
master there, and because he spentls more of his 
time there. Ho leaves it later in the morning, 
returns to it earlier in the day, and gi\'es more 
of himself to it than does an .American. An 
Englishman is continually going home; an 
American is continually going to business." 

Thought-stimulating and virile are the ap- 
pro])riato adjectives for i\Ir. Collier's book — it 
makes no compromise with sentimental politics, 
it upholds tho true Anglo-Saxon ideals cif man- 
hood. And incidentall)- it tolls manv interest- 
ing things about the modern representatives of 
tho original Anglo-Saxons, who were lauded so 
warmly by so wise a judge as Tacitus.

Miss Vincent asked for an injunction re- 
straining an unauthorized use of her name, 
and claimed damages for alleged libel. 

Mr. Norton, K. C, stated that the de- 
fendants, vvithout the lady's authoritVi. adver- 
tised her to appear at lifracombe, , Taunton, 
Weston-super-Mare, and Newquay during 
Whitsuntide of last year. She also complained 
that they did not .give her name the large. type 
and prominence to wdiich her position in the 
profession entitled her. That was a libel upon 
her. Then the fact that she was advertised to 
perform and did not appear was calculated to 
damage her reputation -with the public. 

According to the custom of the profession, 
counsel explained, Miss Vincent was entitled 
to either the first or the last place on the Bills, 
and to have her name put in the largest print. 
Miss \''incent further complained that she was 
billed to appear with second-class companies 
in second-hand plays. 

All. Leedham Bantock, dramatic author, 
said that Miss Vincent was "unquestionably 
the greatest star of the comic opera stage of 
today." It was a "downright insult" to her 
to put her name in small type and couple it 
"with those other people." 

Miss Ruth Vincent, who was suffering 
from a strained knee, and was accommodated 
with a seat in the witness box, denied that she 
authorized the defendants to use her name or 
that she had entered into negotiations with 
them. 

Mr. Cotes-Preedy (for Air. Arthur)~Do 
you suggest that your reputation has suffered 
in the profession because Miss Ethel Cadman 
look your place? — Certainly I do. 

Are you aware that she was prima donna 
with Mr. George Edwarde's "Waltz Dream" 
No. I Company ? — No. 

On Wednesday Mr. McCrea was called, 
and stated that Mr. Arthur aslc6d him to ar- 
range a tour for Miss Vincent, Mr. Laurence 
Irving, and a con-ipany. He asked for the 
names of the artists and title of the plays, and 
thought that on the letters he received from 
Air. Arthur he was entitled to advertise Miss 
Vincent. 

Mr. Justice Joyce said wdiat troubled hirn 
was what part Miss Vincent was supposed to 
take in "Feed the Brute." 

Mr. McCrea said he 'was aware tliat it was 
not a musical play, but there 'was--:nQ explain- 
ing what an artist might do. When he heard 
that Miss Vincent was not coming he ordered 
the posters to be taken down. The reason be 
put Air. Laurence Irving's name first on the 
bills was because he regarded him as a greater 
draw in the provinces than Miss Vincent. 

Mr. Justice Joyce sai^ the bills complained 
of had caused extreme Annoyance, and were 
calculated to injure her in her profession. The 
offending bills were actually published by Mr. 
AlcCrca, and although it was done without 
malice, he must take the consequences. He 
must pay £10 damages and the plaintiff's 
costs. This would be without prejudice to any 
claim made by Mr. AlcCrca against Air. Ar- 
thur. With respect to the latter, he was, at all 
events, to a great degree, morally responsible 
for what happened, and he must bear his own 
costs.

ABOUT MUSICAL PEOPLE 

After spending a fortnight in New A^ork', 
Signor Gatti-Casazza and 11 err Andreas Dip- 
pol have drawn up a general prograumie and set- 
tled engagements with most of their artists. 

The salary list for the season will amount 
to about $2,000,000. Caruso will continue to re- 
ceive about $2,000 nightly, and one or two 
others will receive from $1,250 to $1,750 night- 
ly. Ilorr Dippel has gone to Berlin and Signor 
Gatti-Casazza to Alilan. 

Several new o]ieras will he produced in Eng- 
lish next season. Those first given will bo new 
works. If they succeed, \\'agner"s works will 
he ]HM-formed in English, as was done in Lon- 
don recently. 

Among the operas to be given in English 
are "The Cricket on the Hearth." by Karl 
Goldmork, the Hungarian composer, whose 
"Queen of Sheba" was given in New York by 
.Anton Scidl ; "The Pipe of Desire," by Air. 
Converse, of Boston, and "King's Children." 
by Humperdinck. in which Gcraldino Earrar will 
sing the principal role. In addition to these, 
nil the ■\Vagner operas will be given as usual, 
and also the mors familiar Italian operas, botla 
classic and modern. 

There v.-ill also he performed for tho first 
time in New A'ork "Le Donne Curiose," which 
is a musical edition of one of Goldoni's plays 
by Wolf Ferrari, and Tschaikowsky's "La 
Dame de Pique," both in Italian.

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GREAT INVENTIONS 

I'roni ;i stone tied to a stick to the latest 
Dreadnought is one aspect of Imm.an progress. 
The foViner \v;is nuin's first inventive effort in 
the art of killin,q;; the Ijiltcr is the liitest, but 
apparently b_\- no means the last, for in no sphere 
of human in.cjcnuit}- does there appoar to ha\-e 
lieen j^rcaier activity than tliat which has to do 
\vith killin.jj. Reference lias already been made 
in this series of articles to tlie invention of the 
l)o\v. Tliere is no menns of ascertaining when 
this weapon was invented or l)y whom. It was 
in use in very ancient times in Eastern Europe 
and Western Asia, and it seems to have btjen a 
very ancient implement among the North Amer - 
ican Indians. .A.s late as 1752, bow- 
men were regarded in England and 
cisewiiere as amoi'i^- the most for- 
niidalile of soldiers. \\ e do not know 
viTv mueh nbont the Miililar\- engines of early 
dn vs. 'i'he sword seems' to liiu e been tlio most 
general in use. but there were siege engines, 
from whicli projectiles were hurled, and of these 
any available information is very defective. A 
writer in the middle part o{ the last century 
said thai from the result of his investigations he 
was led to d(juhi it the artillery of that da\- 
was .-IS effective as the disearcled njipliances of 
aiui(|uity. but he seems to be almost alone in 
his opinion. It may be conceded tb.at among tlic 
most potent of nil agencies resulting from hu- 
man invention gunpowder may be given n first 
place. It completely changed the nature of war, 
and thus indirectly led to great social and poli- 
tical changes. 

It is not known by whom gunpowder was 
invented. Formerly it was believed that it was 
the invention of Friar P>ncon. and was first used 
in warfare b\- b'-dward Ifl in the battle of 
( reey: but this idea nuist now be abandoned in 
the light of modern researches. Sir George 
.Staunton h:is said: "Xitre is the nalund and 
diiily ])ro(luee of ("hina and lndi;i; and there, 
accordingly, the knowledge of gunpowder seems 
to be coeval with the most distant historical 
events." Hundreds of years before the Chris- 
tian era, fireworks were common in China. 
There is a record of bamboo tubes being used 
for tin-owing projectil'es, and these seem to be 
the origin of cannon. In B.C. 618. the Taing- 
Ofl dynasty had a cannon of metal, and the 
structure of the grent wall of China indicates 
that swivel guns were mounted on it. Later the 
Chinese used stone mortars for the discharge of 
projectiles, and in A.D. 1232 cannon were cm- 
ployed against the Mongols. There is some 
ground for believing that the Greek Fire, which 
tlie Byzantine emperors used, was not material- 
ly different from gunpowder. P>ut the cliiim of 
L'hina to this iin-ention is disputed by that of 
India. It is told in. tile idd -Sanskrit tales that 
when the ligviitian Ilercules invaded India. In^ 
was repulsed from the cities with whirlwinds 
and lluniders, which suggests thi" use of ex- 
plosives, and a Greek historian of Alexander the 
Great's Indiai- campaign says the Hindus were 
able to discharge flames and missiles upon their 
enemies from a distance, ft is cpiite certain that 
cannon were used in Indij in A.D. 1200. and 
when the Grand \'izii-r nf Delhi went out in 
.\.D. 125,8 to meet the aiid)assadiir of the .Mon- 
gol monarch, he had with him thri'e ilnnisand 
])ieces in ai'lillery. hrfini that time onward the 
use of canniin in India became very common. 
bO that these wea])ons wei-e familiar to the peo- 
ple of that country long before Crecy was 
fought. Bacon ahnounced that he had made 
gunpowder in A.D, r2i6. but it was a very 
crude material, and its explosive powers were 
not great. It is improbable that he invented it, 
and most in<ely thai he only emplnyed formulas 
which he had learned from .M.S."^. l'"or two cen- 
turies earlier the .Moors and Chi'isiians were 
eiii|)loying an expl(isi\-i- prepared from nitre in 
theii- wars in .'^pain. The "cannon" nsed at 
Crecy wiM'c three in munber and \-ery small af- 
fairs. They had vi'r\- little to do with determin- 
ing the result of the day. The I'lack I'rince 
had others with his force, but tlmught them of 
so little value that he did not employ them at all 
at I'oitiet>. 

ll wa< mil muil the ri'ign of llenrv X'llf, 
iliat i> in the Sixteenth CeiUurx-, that lield 
pieces Ijecame of any great >er\-ice. and ii was 
much later liefore musket r\' came into viM-y 
conmion iisi\ the iii^en\iit\' of gun-makers not 
being etptal to the pi-. iduct ion of weapon;, that 
coniliined strength with suffieieni lii^htnes^ 
make it possibh^ for men to cai,y them in iiattle. 

The use of gunpowder comj)Ieicly changed 
llio nature of war and indirectly led to great 
social changes. The fightin}; man has always 
been the pivotal figure in social organization. 
In the days when tb<' bow was the most ef- 
fective weapon, the archers were selected from 
the ranks of nijbility and lieller class (jf \cn- 
manry and they held a j-aace scarcely second to 
thai of till' knights, wdio fongbl with lances and 
suDftls on horseback. !!iU when gunpowder 
Ciime into use and hand lo hand lights became 
exceptional, when the eonnnon soldier, with 
what now would be thought tei be a po(jr 
apology for a gun, coukl slay a knight, chnl 
in full armor, before the latter could get near 
him with bis lance, all the conditi(Mis of battle 
were changed. .\'o longi'r could I he knight ride • 
into the thick of the light with bis vizor down, 
;iiul the (luarterings of his shiidd alone telling 
who he was, and with lance, inacc or broad- 
sword hack ;md hew his wa_\- through o])])osing 
unarinored masses, and, after slaving scores of 
unhappy wretches, come out all mrscathcd him- 
self. vChivJilry, wtih all its strange rule?, fletl 
at the sound' of cannon, and vanished at the 
fattle of musketry. If seems a very remarkable 
thing that in India and China, where gunpowder 



was known for so many centuries before it was 
introduced into Europe, the use of the explo- 
sive had no such effect as it had in Europe, 
and in this perhaps there is lo l)e found a dif- 
ference e.\])lainable only on racial grounds. It 
was gunpowd(n- in the hands of the English that 
did the greatest part of the social leveling which 
bau'ope witnessed. 

Gunjjowder played an important part in the 
development of sea power. Until it came into 
use, sea-fights consisted of attempts on the 
part of shiiJS to ram each other, anil when this 
failed the vessels would be laid side by side and 
the issiH' be determined hand to hand; but- 
when cannon were placed on shi])S a cliimge at 
once took ])lace. alth<:)ugh e\-cn as late as 
Trafalgar the efforts of commanders was to 
lay their vessels side by side, so that cannons 
wore discharged sometimes muzzle to nutzzl.c 
and hand-to-hand fighting was ^ the: leiid. -Ctf 
many a terrific day. When the Japanese. Ad- 
miral was in \'ictoria a few days ago he w;is 
asked at what distance a naval battle woidd 
nowada\s be begun. He said at frinn ten to 
tw'el\-e miles, altluiugh reall\- effecti\'e work 
could onh' be cmnued on at a disiance of from 
six [o eight miles, t.'ompare this with the Ut- 
ile cannon of Crecy. udiich could project a ball 
about two inches in diameter a hundred yards, 
and we get some idea of the vast progress that 
has boon made in the development of ordnance. 
Space foid^ids a full investigation of the part 
that gunpowder has playetl in the progress of 
the world, but it has been so tremendous lhat it 
may well l)e classed as one of the greatest of 
inventions. 



POITIERS 

The storv of the siege of Calai^ has often 
been told, it lasted a full year, and was oidy 
given, up to King Edward, . when the people 
found themselves face to face with starvation. 
\lany readers will recall the story of the con- 
ditions exacted by the king,'. and' how he in- 
sisted that six of the most prominent bur- 
gesses should be delivered into his hands. 
^'et perhaps it may be well to tell it over 
again, as it illu-trates in a forcilbe way the 
habits of those times. It was in August. 1347, 
lhat Edward sent his ultiniaturu to the be- 
leguercd. city. Jehan Ic.Bcl tells of the inci- 
dent in graphic words. The tpwMi bell wa.s 
rung alid the ' people asseinbled desiring to 
hear, the good news, for thcj- were mad with 
hunger, but when thcy.sheard that Osix of 
their number must be sacrificed "Then began 
they to wee[5 and cry so loudly lhat it was a 
great pity." But Eiistache ile St. Pierre, the 
wealthiest of them all, came forward and vol- 
unteered to be one of the six. Said he: "Of 
my own free will I will put myself barefoot 
in my shirt and w-ith a halter round niy neck 
in the mercy of King Edward." Other volun- 
teers came forward, and the \ ictiins were led 
before the King, wdio with the Otieen and ;ill 
hi^^ train of c<)unts ;ind nol>les. awaited their 
coming. Then ICiistachc de St. I'ierre spoke: 
"Gentle King, here we be six who ha\e been 
of the old bourgcr)sic of Calais ;ind great mer- 
chants ; we bring you the keys (jf the town, 
and render them to you at your ]ilcasure. W'c 
set ciurseh'cs in such use as \'ou see, purely 
at \-our will, to sa\e ihe remnant of the people 
that h;is suffered .-uch pain. So may ymi ha\ e 
l)itv and mercy on its for \-our hi.e^h nobleness' 
sake." riie assembled niullUnde was strange- 
ly mo\-ed. and cmly the King seemed pitiless. 
(Jnc after another oi his great lords jilcaded 
with him to be nverciful ; but the King was 
obdurate, and ordered the headsman lo be 
called. "Then did the (jneen of F.ngland a 
(ieed of great Uovlines<." She fell on her knees 
before lidward. ".\li, gentle sire," she saitl, 
"from the day that 1 passed o\er the sea in 
great peril I ha\'e asketl nothing of yrn\: now 
1 ]>r:\Y .anil beseech you. with f'llded hands, 
for the love of Oiu' Lady's Son, to have mercy 
on them. ' As she spoke she wept bitterly. 
I'or a time the King remained silent. "'Then 
he took the six citizens by the halters and de- 
livered them to the Queen, and released from 
death all those of Calais for the love of her; 
and the good lady bade them clothe the six 
burgesses and make them good cbere." 

The capture of C'alais made l-'dwanl easih- 
tlie first ;onong the I'",iiro])ean jirinces. and In.' 
was offered the lin])erial Cri.n\ii. lie cncinin- 
tered the fleet oi SiKiiii and so completely de- 
feated it that he was called "King of the 
Seas." Froissart tells the stor}' of the fight, 
and of how ICdward. seated upon the deck of 
his ship, clad in black velvet, listened (o .Sir 
Jrdin Cliandos sing German songs until the 
fi.glit be.gan. lie was a brilli;uit example of 
the showy chi\alrv of the d.ay. .and full of 
courage, for he agreed to lea\'e the fate of 
Calais to the result of a single combat of one 
of the bravest of the PVencli knights, whom he 
\an(|uished after a hard fight, just when his 
power was at its height ami it seemed as if ho 
would become master of Western liurope, the 
lU.ack Death came upon luigland. This was 
in 1.^48. and of the -t-.ooo.ooo people wdio in- 
habited the country at tli.at time, fully one- 
half were \ictims of il. In some of the citie.s 
there were hardly enough living to bury the 
dead. Nor was the plague confined to Eng- 
land alone. France suffered quite as heavily, 
and there was a forced truce between the 
armies of the two countries, which lasted for 
seven years. In 1355 hostilities were renewed, 
but it was not until September of the follow- 
in.g 3'car that any engagement of note oc- 
curred. Indeed, in the hands of the I'lack 
I'rince the campaign was little l.-etler tli.an 
one of jjlunder. King John of France dis- 
played a good deal of vigor, and having a su- 
perior force, 60,000 to 8,000, he believed he 



was in a fair waj-- to van(|uish the English. 
The two armies enconnlercd each other on 
.Sei^tcniber u;. Phc Pdaek Prince, fearing the 
result of a fight against such fearful odds, 
offered to surrender all his prisoners and all 
the places he had taken, in consideration of 
being allowed to retreat in safety, and in ad- 
dition he professed his willingness to take an 
oath that he would not fight against France 
for seven years. King John refused to grant 
the terms-, and ordered three hundrctl of his 
knights to charge up a narrow laiic. which 
the Prince had secretly lined with bowmen. 
The b'rench were tlirovs'ii into great confusion, 
und thereupon the Prince advanced with hi;', 
whole line,- driving the enemy before him in 
wild disorder; King John had remained a lit- 
tle a)Ktrt, surrounded by his body-guard, and 
the I'rince charged down upon him with two 
■ thousand cawilry. John fougiil valiantly, but 
was made |)risoner. Ifis aririv fled in con- 
fusicni within the walls of Poitiers. lea\dng 
ele\en thousand of their number dead in the 
field of battle or along the line of retreat, 
l^ic Prince had two thousand inen-at-arms 
and scores of nobles among his prisoners, 
K'iii.g John was talccn to London, which city 
he entered riding a magnificeiu white ch.arger, 
\shilc the lilack I'rince rode a little black 
palfry at his side. 

During two years after the victory at 
P'oitiers the I'.n.glisli carricil on no acti\e npvv- 
ations in l'"raiice, hut the state of the country 
was terrible. The defeated soldiery formed 
themselves into irregular bands and ravaged 
the land. What the Black Death and war liad 
begun, the strife of these marauding troo]>s 
well nigh completed. Petrarch \vr(.)te: "f 
coukl not belie-ce this was the same h'rance 
I had .seen so rich and fhjurishing. \(^tliing 
presented itself to my eyes but a fearful soli- 
tude, an utter poverty, land uncultivated, 
houses in ruins. Ivvcn the neighborhood of 
Paris showed everywhere ^iiarks cf desolation 
and conflagration. The streets are deserted; 
the roads arc overgrown with weeds: the 
wdiole is a \-ast solitude." So dreadful were 
the conditions that war became impossible, for 
there wa> nothing ui)on uliicii armies could 
subsist, jiiul l{(lward at the Treaty of llreti- 
gny agreed to surrender much that he might 
otherwise have held." By this compact he re- 
nounced his claim to the Crown of France and 
the Dukerlom of Normandy, but he secured 
very extensive territories. 

it is, perhaps, not exaggeration to .say that, 
if it had not been for the 'Black Death. Edward 
>vould have niailc himself master of all France, 
Spain and what is now the western ^art of 
Gerniany. His fame as a warrior was of itself 
equal in potency tiv an army. The English 
had devclo])ctl fighting qualities such as no 
other race at any period in history seem to 
have possessed. The number of their oppon- 
ents apparently made no difference to them. 
.■\ few hundreds would put ihousands to flight. 
Xothiiig could withstand their impetuosity, 
ami they were e(|nally at home 011 sea and 
land. After the Treaty of I'.retigiiy the lllack 
Prince became Duke of .Atjuilaine and das- 
cony, where for .some time he ruled very \nof^- 
perously; but afterwards became involved in 
an unsuccessful struggle with the French 
King, lie became estranged from liis father, 
taking the jiart of Parliament ;igainst the lat- 
ter. He died in 137^^1. being then 45 years 
of a.ge. King h'dward died in the following 
year. The rei.i^n of Ivlwai'd was a notable one. 
It saw an incre:ise in the power of the liritisii 
Parliament, the establishment of trial by jury 
upon a solid basis, the weakening of ecclesias- 
tical jurisdiction in the affairs of civilians, a 
marked revival of literature, and the begin- 
ning of the decline of chivalry, of which it is 
said that Edward, the Black Prince, was "its 
eiilmination both in virtues and vices," 
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THE ROMANS— I. 



Pr<.djably the nn">st interesting account of 
the founding of Rome is found in Pliiiarch's 
t.ife of Ronuilus. though the wi'iter himself 
does not claim to s]>eak- with any great au- 
thority as to which of the many legends con- 
cerning the birth of this great nation may be 
true. He hesitates indeed to accord the credit 
to Bonnilus of gi\ing the name to the city 
which lie founded, ;ind gives us a short synop- 
sis of se\-eral different legends, each of which 
sets lorth .1 claimant for that homjr, b'or iii- 
slaiice, one account lell.s us that a munber of 
refugees from burning Troy, Inudng found 
shelter in some sliiiis, were dri\ en liv the winds 
to the mouth of the river Tiber, .iftcr many 
days of perilous and weary voya.ging. A 
landing was made, but the men were loath ti) 
settle tliere. The ^vonlen, howe\er. were of a 
different mind, and, rlreadiiig the dau.gers of 
another \-(-iyage. at the instigation of one of 
them, who w;is of high birth and undisputed 
authority. They set' the ships all on fire 
one night while the men were sleeping. She 
who had given the conunand was "named 
Roma, and while the men "were very angry 
with lier at first for being responsible for an 
act that rendered them practically prisoners in 
an unknown land, they eventually forgave her, 
;is the country jiossesscd so many attractions 
,-uid ])nj\ cd a musl (iesir;ib1e spot for the build- 
ing 01 the city, wiiieh city, in iionor of Roma, 
ilicy called Rome. J'httarch gravely adds, and, 
by the uy, one of the charms of this old-time 



historian is his custom of weaving throughout 
his narratives cpiaint little anecdotes that have 
110 direct bearing upon the subject in question, 
as well as naive criticisms of his own, that the 
reason that kissing one's kinsmen and hus- 
bands became the custom in Rome was "be- 
cause the women after tliey had burned the 
ships made use of such endearments when 
they were cntreatitig antl pacifying their hus- 
bands." 

However, it seems to be a generally ac- 
cejjled fact that Romulus was the founder of 
Jiomc, and there arc many and various tales 
as to liis ])arentagc, the one which is accepted 
by most authorities being as f611ow.s: Two 
brothers, direct descendants of Aeneas, the 
famous Trojan prince, were Numitor. and 
.\mulius, kings of Alba. In order to divide 
things e.qu.ally, Numitor took the kingdom .and 
Aniulius all the gold and treasure that had 
been broughr from Troy, llencc .Aimilius, 
having the money, was enabled very soon to 
take the kingdom, too, and he insisted that the 
beautiful daughter of Numitor become a vestal 
virgin, for he did not wish her to marry and 
have heirs to the throne. However, Ilia, which 
was the girl's name, became secreth- espoused, 
.•iml .L;"a\e birth to tw^o beautiful twin boys, 
Romulus and J\enins, The <jld storv of their 
being cast away b}' .Aniulius and nni-sed by a 
wolf and fed by the birils is an old one and 
familiar to every schoolboy. Plutarch would 
have us believe that when Faustalus, the 
swineherd, eventually rescued and adopted 
them, IVumitor, who had some vague idea of 
the children's parentage, assisted their toster- 
father to care for and educate them. 

When Romulus and Renins had grown to 
manhood they made war upon Aniulius. They 
.gathered many followers .and marched against 
the King of Alba, whom they defeated in bat- 
tle, and afterwards caused to be put to death. 
As they did not care to remain rulers in that 
country during the lifetirtie of their grand- 
father, they left him to seek for new do- 
minions, after lirst conferring wealth and 
Iionor u])on the mother, who, after many long 
and sorrowful years, had at length been per- 
mitted to see her children. 

The place where they had been brought up 
in their infanc}' was the one chosen by Romu- 
lus and Remus tg build their city, but the 
brothers could not agree as to the exact loca- 
tion, and tlie consequence was that Remus was 
slain by Romulus. The latter offered all fugi- 
tives from justice a sanctuary, if they would 
become citiy.ens of his city, an<l the population 
grew fast, J though the men were greatly in 
excess of the women. In order to reniedv this. 
Romulus resorted to extreme measures! "L; 
the fourth month after the city was built," 
writes Plutarch, "the adventure of stealing the 
Sabine women was attempted. First Romulus 
gave out that he had found an altar of a cer- 
tain god hid under the ground, upon discoverv 
iif which l)y acclamation he appointed a day 
for a si)lcndid sacrifice and for ])ublic games 
and shows lo entertain ail S(irts (jf people. 
.AL-iny flocked hither and he himself sat in 
front amid his nobles, clad in purple. Now 
the signal for the falling on was to be when- 
ever he rose and gathered up his robe and 
threw it o\er his body. His men stood all 
ready armed with their eyes intent upon him, 
and when the sign was .given, drawin.g their 
swords ami falling on with a great shout, tliev 
r.-ivished away the daughters of the Sabines, 
they themselves flying without let or hin- 
drance." There is a great divergence of opin- 
ion about the number of women taken, the 
numbers \ arying from thirty to seven hundred. 
.'Vmong lliein there Avas but one married 
woman, and she was captured through ignor- 
ance of the fact ih.at she \vas already wed. 
which Plutarch won hi have us belie\-e goes te) 
prove that "they did not cominii ilii.s act wan- 
tonly, but with a design purely of forming al- 
liances with their neighbors by the greatest 
and surest bonds." For many hundred years 
it remaiiieil a custom in Rome for the bride 
to be carried over the threshold of her new 
liome by the bridegroom, in memory of the 
Sabine women who were won by violence by 
the Ivomaiis, 

\ ery naturally this want'Ui ;ict of Romu- 
lus inspired the batrc-d ' of the neighboring 
nations, .and though the I^oiiiaiis made 
triendly overtures, desiring to pronitiale 
the relatives of the women tluy had stolen, 
the Sabines declined to accept any offers of a 
reconciliation. In the war which followed 
Romulus was unqualifiedly successful, but the 
Sabines growing desperate proved at the last 
a more formidable foe. Then the women who 
liacl by now become t!ie wi\ es of their captors 
and the mothers lU' their children, interceded 
between the t^wo oi)])osin,g parties. 

I\i)nnihis' force.- and those of the .Sabines 
were drawn uji in order .of battle, and the 
command had been given to ait.ick. when a 
crowd of women, their hair streaming, their 
laces bhinched with fear, rushed upon the 
plain where the coitibat was about to take 
place, screaming and lamenting. They were 
the d.'iughters of the Sabiiies. ;ind iiistincti vel_\' 
die men of l)oth ])arties hesitated, j^aused and 
fell back- to .give lliein room. JJcrsili;i. she 
who h;id been married wdien taken cal>li\'e, thus 
spoke lor the women : 

"Alalce us not, we entreat you, twice eaji- 
tive. \Vherein have \vc injured ov offended 
you that we shotdd deserve such suffering, past 
and present.''. Our fathers and . brothers arc 
upon the onie side, and upon the other are our 
husbands and our .sons. Let no blood he shed, 
we entreat you. Rather let us all be united. 
Restore to us our iiarents and Isindrcd, but rob 
us not of our husbands and our children." 

The interference of the women changed the 
whole tide of affairs. A- reconciliation between 



the Sabines and the Romans took place, and 
all lived together in unity in the city which 
Romulus had founded and which in hoiior of 
him they decided to call Rome . 



SOME LITERARY NOTES 

"The White Sister," by F. Marion Crawford. 

The Macmilhin Companv of Canada, Ltd , 
$1.50. 

A fresh interest is attached to a new novel 
by h\ Marion Crawford, now that his pen has 
been laid aside forever. One cannot sav thai 
"The W'hite Sister" will add to his reputation, 
for while in ])lot it is equal to any of his 
former work, the story is interlarded with too 
much of the author's speculations upon what 
might have been, and three or four times he 
uses the ]icrsonal pronoun "1" in reference to 
himself — an innovation which it is to bo hoped 
will find no imitators, if some one had edited 
il by culling out llie author's coinmonts upon 
how he might ha\e math; the storv run, IIk; 
strength of it would be greatly increased. The 
idol (urns upon some points in Ttalinn civil 
law and some regulations of the Roman Cath- 
olic church, and is of intense interest, even 
though the reader's attention is directed at 
limes to things that really do not matter — such, 
for example, as the American painter Durand, 
who is given a ijeririanent place in the beginning 
only to be dropped as soon as the reader feels 
any real interest in him. The heroine is 11 fine 
character .aiul commands admiration and iii- 
teri.'st. The hero is very much of a man, and 
his struggles between tiie ])romptings of love 
;md (he dictates of honor arc very strongly 
depicted. Towards its close the story becomes 
absorbing, with situations of intense dramatic 
interest. The average reader will be strongly 
lempfed to skip some of the pages, and nothing 
will hi' lost, by so doing, for i\lr. Crawford, 
when he set about speculating, usually ended in 
the nir. prcjving nothing and not even suggest- 
ing anything of value. Apart from this weak- 
ness he was a splendid story-teller and it is 
with regret that the reader lays aside his last 
vohuiie. 



E.NGLAND NOT DECADENT 

"England is not a decadent nor a dving 
nation," said Sir Robert Perks, to the Empire 
Club, of Toronto. "If you rake up a financial 
joiirnal you will find the statements of statis- 
ticians" — which, by the wav, aie the 'easiest 
thing in the world to use as a basis for weak 
argument — wliich prove that the country is 
living upon its capital, and gradually getting 
poorer and poorer. 

"Take up a medical journal, or one of those 
neurotic humanitarian publications that we 
sometimes see. and you will be inforiricd that 
the race is deteriorating; that we are a drunk- 
en people; that our cities arc densely packed 
with a degraded population; and, in short, that 
the days oi England's physical force are over. 

"Take up another paper and it says that: 
Socialism is triumphant; another, and its cry 
is lhat the people no longer rule, but that ail 
power lies in the hand of the administrators. A 
hundred voices say that the country is goin.g 
down-hill. S(mie of high society say it, and the 
drama occasionally says il. and you have seen 
a level-headed, sensible resolute' Englishman 
[jortrayed in every country in the world as a 
demented imbecile — our land is made the 
laughing-stock of every country. 

"Gentlemen, go to England today. You will 
find that London has been practie'ally rebuilt 
in the lasl geiicr.'ition. In the other cities vou 
will find miles upon miles of well-kept streets 
whereon are the homes of thousands of health\-, 
happy workingmen, .Statisticians point to tlie 
comparatively small savings of our working 
people. They forget the investment that these 
.same peo|)lo have made in home, in co-opera- 
tive and in friendly societies. They forget also 
that great joint-stock banks now welcome busi- 
ness from these people that they would have 
paid no attention to t\veiity years ago. 

"Sir, the homes of our peoiile, the higher 
standard of living, the millions of children that 
are now educated, but lhat would have wan- 
di'red the streets thirty years ago, arc some- 
thing that these hurried judges forget. They 
forget the increase in our home and foreign 
trade, and they forget that the incoiue from 
the penny in the pound income tax has doubled 
in the last thirty years, and that that means 
twice the assessable income to the people. 

"If I venture t(j say, we as a nation or as 
an Empire, are faced with mililary problems 
such as our fathers facial a few hundreds of 
years .-igo. when the country was poor and 
sparsely inhabited. 1 repeat, I venture to say- 
that you would find the same lighting force, 
tile same stamina, the same resolution and 
fi.gliting blood that was ours then. 

" The Liberal party in England today had 
IM-actically no mouthpioco. The Times is not a 
Government sui)porter. It has changed pro- 
jirietors. The other influential jiapers, headed 
))ossibly b\- the Dailv Mail, are citlier Con- 
servative ov Lnionist. Hence in Canada, in the . 
I'nited Stales, in Australia, and in South 
Africa yon never have the ease of BritisK 
l.,iberalism ])resented fairly in the extracts 
from the British press. And I may go farthcp 
and say that the press agencies arc almost en- 
tirely controlled by one political section in ;tho 
Old Land. • ' ■ • " ■' 

"Xo political parly I.as ever striven more 
lo encourage and Mow to the dominions ov'cf 
the seas llie privileges of self-government.'' 

Referring to (iermany, the speaker said 
that it was a powerful land, heavily taxed, over- 
luilitarize^, and given to much bccv drinking.

- I. — A Day at Riverside, Coynichan Lake 

The name Covvichan is a name for Vic- 
toria's anglers to conjure with. When visitors 
to the city call at the Colonist office to get 
posted as to the best place to go within ciisy 
reach of Victoria to get good trout-fishing, 
Cowichan River and Lake naturally, come first 
to the mind. To attempt in a short article to 
do complete justice to this district as a re- 
sort for anglers appears to the writer a hope- 
less task, and he offers at starting an apology 
to the many good sportsmen who doubtless 
know the charms and resources of the river as 
\yell or better than he does, for any shortcom- 
ings in an attempt to describe the magnificent 
sport that this river still affords regularly to 
those who know it. The chief object of the 
series of articles which it is hoped to publish 
week by week under the above heading, is to 
be of some assistance to present and prospec- 
tive visitors to tiie city in letting them know 
a little definitely about some of the best re- 
sorts for anglers which can be reached with- 
out difficulty ■ or delay in a week-end out- 
ing or less from Victoria. 

Au}^ information given, thougii it has no 
pretence of being e.xhauslivc, may be relied 
on as accurate, as no place will be described 
■which lias not l)een personally visited and 
tested by the writer. As the best means to 
this end the writer has adopted the method of 
describing an actual sample trip to each place. 
Here goes for Riverside, Cowichan Lake: 

This is a tri]) which requires at least three 
days in order to sample the sport at all satis- 
factorily, and the angler "with it in his blood" 
will assuredly never be content with so short 
a time once he gets there. Personally, we 
had to make it in thre<?; days only the last 
time we were there, and this was how we 
worked it. Leaving town by the Esquimalt 
& Nariaimo Railway by the morning train at 
9 o'clock, a two-hours' journey over a most 
picturesque route with ever-changing scenery 
of lake, sea, mountain and forest, brought us 
to the prosperous little agricultural town of 
Dun^can, in the Cowichan valley. Arrived 
here, we mounted the bicycles we had 
■brought with us on the train, for a twenty- 
'iriile spin over a road, good for most of the 
way and rideablc all the way, to the outlet 
of the lake. Being enthusiastic and feeling 
vigorous, we took the w^heels. but this is by 
no means a necessity on this trip. A stage 
connects with the train from Victoria every 
day in the summer, and return tickets for the 
..vvhole, Journey, by rail and stage can be 
bou'ght from the E. & N. booking offices be- 
fore , starting..; The. plutocrat can. take an 
automobile from Duncan or all the way from 
Victoria, if he so prefer. The stage takes 
four hours to make the trip from Duncan to 
the lake, there or thereabouts; on a wheel, 
without hurrying, we took three hours, which 
is a liberal allowance of time and included 
ten minutes by the wayside for a sandwich 
•and an orange. 

, The ride or drive over this country road 
is alone worth the trip, even if there were 

no trout-fishing at the end of it. For the 
first few miles one is passing prosperous- 
looking farms and comfortable and even lux- 
urious farmhouses, where later in the year 
the lucky owners and their friends enjoy some 
of the best pheasant shooting that the Island 



affords. Passing further up the valley into 
the heart of Vancouver Island,- the; rbadpeads 
"ifitb "dense forest, growth, and the stranger ' 
can marvel at the size and number of the for- 
C'St giants seen close at hand. At some point 
or other on the road as likely as not a deer 
will be seen, for these animals are connnon 
everywdiere in the district; on this particular 
occasion ^vc almost ran one down as we came 
silently lound a corner on the wheels. The 
shelter of the dense forest makes for cool rid- 
ing, a consideration in the sufnmer months. 
On the way there was plenty to give joy to 



but, never bad- enough to make it unfit to ride, 
thougfh. there. are^.hills ion the way that most , 
v/in rwalfef'as we did. iFor the greater part, of 
the' way the road is some distance from the 
river, but, when within a few miles of the 
lake, the angler gets a glimpse of likely-look- 
ing trout water to whet his appetite, Suddenly 
emerging from the woods the sight of the pic- 
turesque Riverside Hotel, standing back a 
little from the main road, meant the end of a 
longish but by no means tedious ride, which 
in itself was a pleasure trip well worth the 
journey from town. Here we foun<i a warm 
•■'•#■■ 



up the lake,. just a few minutes' row from the 
-hotel boathouse. : Wfe- rowed;:;fpund for a lit- 
tle "whild, admiring th:e beauties of the land- 
scape and spying out' the land, but it was not 
until, we returned to the river about four in 
the afternoon that we made the acquaintance 
of our first fish. Trying the pool just above 
the hotel with a Jock Scot at point and a 
March Brown as droppe.r, two fish were 
landed at once for first blood, and the same 
flies accotinted for .two or three more before 
it. Was'tirri'e to return for suppei-. ' After slip- 
per yire made the acquaintance o£ some of the 




the soul of the Nature-lover : the dogwood 
trees were out in all their glory, the foliage 
everywhere was in its freshest coat of early 
summer green, the grouse were lioo-hooing 
love words in bird language to their mates, 
reminding them of the young broods soon to 
appear and reward them for their patient tend- 
ing of nest and eggs; here and again a quail 
would mount a log and let out his cheeky call, 
or a cock pheasant would crow defiance from 
the shelter of some patch of uncleared farm- 
ing land. 

In some parts the road is a little rough, 



welcome, and, though/ long past the regular 
lunch hour, were soon seated at a well-laden 

table. After bolting a hasty meal, not be- 
cause we had to, but because of an impatience 
which all anglers will understand, we found a 
boat ready for us at the water's edge less than 
twenty yards from the back of the hotel, which 
reminded one by its picturesqucncss of some 
Old Country riverside inn, and took the Eng- 
lishman's thoughts back to Father Thames. 

Having been told that the best time for fly 
fishing was later in the evening, we decided 
to spend the earlier hours of the afternoon 



residents of the district, most hospitable peo- 
ple and good sportsmen, willing and anxious 
to give us all the information in their power 
to help us to a successful day on the morrow. 

Acting on the advice of an expert resident 
fisherman, we were up bright ana eai'ly in the 
morning, and, after an ample breakfast, start- 
ed down the river in the boat, taking care to 
be provided with a good anchor and a gen- 
erous length of strong rope, for the Cowichan 
is swift and strong. The plan is at this time 
of year, before the water is sufficiently low 
to allow of wading in many places, to let the 



boat dow.n until a likely stretch of water is 
reachedj-- and then cast out-the anchor and 
fish awhile, moving, on as'~ the ..rises', get less 
frequent. At our first anchorage we rose a 
trout at the first cast, and several others were 
in the bottom of the boat before we pulled up 
anchor and proceeded further down stream. 
Most of tlie fish we found to be lying on the 
gravel banks where the swift water was, and 
at each anchorage we took toll, the number, 
of the catch soon mounting up to a respectable 
total. 

Lunchtime arrived in due course, and we 
both did full justice to the good fare sent with 
us by our careful hostess, and after that a 
little snooze beneath a shady tree. So far 
the going had been easy, and Ave had had 
ample opportunity to enjoy to the full the lazy 
delights of a fisherman's holiday; the next 
thing was to get back, and here, was where the 
"strehtious life" part of it came in. Those who 
have had no experience of polling a boat or 
canoe are advised to take a guide with them 
on a trip of this kind to do the hard work; but 
the old hand likes to do all the work himself. 
Alternately rowing, polling, pushing, and pull- 
ing up b3^ the branches protruding from the 
river bank, we worked our way slov/ly but 
surely up the river again, anchoring once , 
more at the likely spots and steadily increas- 
ing the total of the catch, until finally we came 
to our last stop at the first riffle below the 
hotel. From about seven in the evening initil 
dark we v.'cre kept busy striking and landing 
fisli ; there was a big hatch of fly on the water, 
and the trout were rising greedily. Hungry 
and happy, we pulled up anchor for the last 
time for the day and rowed the few yards 
back to the hotel to find, not the cold remains 
which we expected hours after the regular 
meal hour, but a first-class hot dinner kept 
waiting for us; and didn't we just do justice 
to it! This was the finish to one of the most 
delightful day's outings I have ever enjoyed 
in the country. 

I have said nothing of the fishing in the 
lake, as this is properly a subject for a story 
of its own. Others who left town at the same 
time as ourselves came back with boxes of 
big ones caught by trolling in the headwaters. 
There is a variety of sport to be obtained in 
this district ; personally, I do not care for 
trolling when I can get fly-fishing, but for 
those who prefer to troll for the monsters, 
there is plenty of opportunity in this lake, 
vyhich is famous for big ones. 

Next morning, having a basketful qach to 
take down with us, we took it easy until it 
was time to mount the wheels, and arrived 
in Duncan in plenty of time to catch the train 
for town, after a pleasant ride of about two 
and a half hours, the return journey taking 
less time owing to the grade into the lake be- 
ing more uphill than down. 

The cost of such a trip as this is very 
small, the accommodation all that a sports- 
man wants, and the charges reasonable. 

It is quite out of the power of the writer 
or of the camera fiend to convey adequately 
all the delights of a fishing trip on the Cow- 
ichan, all the little adventures, the big and 
little successes, and the little contretemps 
would fill many pages, while the camera has 
no power to portray the lovclj"- tints of the 
Nature pictures continually unfolded to the 
view of the, "contemplative angler,", gliding 
swiftly between the banks of the Cowichan, 
one of the loveliest rivers of Canada, or any 
other country for that matter. 



Tales of hidden hoards of pirates and of 
trciisure cargoes stored far beneath the waves 
in .sunken galleons have in all ages had a 
peculiar fascination for men, and many a life 
has been lost and many a dollar expended in 
the search for wealth that never existed. It 
has remained, however, for men of the twen- 
tieth century to place treasure-hunting on a 
sound business basis, and to ccjuip it with the 
jiiachinery necessary to its success. Within a 
few weeks the greatest treasure hunt ever or- 
ganized will begin in the Da)- of \"igo, where 
it is estimated that within a coniijaratively small 
area minted gold and silver to the value of 
between twenty and thirty million pounds sterl- 
ing lie. 

In the golden age of Spain's history she 
drew from her mines in the West Indies gold 
and silver worth more than £9,000,000 a year. 
In 1702 a fleet of galleons brought home the 
accumulated treasure of three years, amount- 
ing to sotno £28,000,000, together with pre- 
cious merchandise almost equally valuable. 
Arrived safely at Vigo, the seventeen Spanish 
galleons were attacked by the coiiibined I'.rit- 
ish and Dutch fleets, under Admiral Sir George 
Uook(;. The galloons, which were men-of-war, 
carrying from twenty to forty guns apiece, were 
as.sisted in the engagement by 21 Fi cnch ships 
of the line. The others were much stronger, 
and gained an overwhelming victory. It was 
to save the treasure falling into their hands that 
the galleons were sunk. It is proved beyond 
doubt that only a very small part of the treas- 
ure belonging io tlie king was landed i)efore 
the battle; contemporary official documents 
show it to have been ,£2,031,416 and the allies 
secured as booty no more than £.(.34,785. Some 
of this gold and silver was adapted to the na- 
tional currency in England, and a number of 
commemorative medals also were struck from 
iJie .captui:ed 'gpld by order of Queen Anne. 
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Almost as soon as the battle ended attempts 
were made by the Spani.di government to re- 
cover the treasure. They were unsuccessful, 
and later the government began to .grant spe- 
cial charters to private conipaTiies. A succes- 
.sion of attempts was made, the government at 
first demanding as nnich as 95 per cent of 
all treasure that might be raised from the bay. 
In 1728 a wealthy Frenchman, Alexandre Gou- 
bert, almost succeeded in bringing one of the 
sindccn vessels on shore, but it proved to be a 
l'"rench warship that had been sunk during the 
battle of Vigo. An l.Miglish expedition, under 
William livans, worked for a year from tin; 
end of 1825, and succeeded with a primitive; 
(li\'ing hell in r((scuing small amounts of silver, 
cannons, balls and other objects. The American 
Vigo Company followed, after an interval of 
years, and succeeded in lifting one of the ships, 
which, however, went to pieces before it reached 
the surface, as it had not been properly 
strengthened. 

No other concessions were granted until the 
present concessionaries appeared on the scene, 
and secured from the Spanish government the 
sole right of working in Vigo Ihiy until 1915. 
The Spanish government is to receive twenty 
per cent of the value of the objects recovered. 
Dr. C. L. Iberti is at the head of the enteV- 
prise, while the engineer is Guiseiipe .Pino, an 
Italian. Pino has invented and ])atented a num- 
ber of ship-salving instruments, specially adapt- 
ed for finding and lifting the lost galloons. 
Chief of his inventions is the hydroscope| which 
may be described as a telescope for use under 
water. Through the hydroscopc objects can 
be seen under water almost as clearly as ob- 
jects in the air can be seen through field glasses. 
The top of the iqiparatus is a floating platform 
on which twenty men can stand. From its 
centre descends a powerful telescopic steel 
tubc;, at the end of which is an optical phamberi ; 



a kind of camera, provided with mechanical 
arms, and containing powerful lenses. The sys- 
tem of lenses and reflectors is so arranged that 
objects surrounding the base may be seen from 
above to a distance of about 2,000 square yards. 
The hydroscopc is provided also with electric 
lamps of great power. 

Another of the clever Italian's inventions 
is a submarine boat, which was used by the 
Japanese to raise the sunken I'^ussian warships 
at Port Arthur. It is shaped like a torpedo, 
and is screw-driven ; it is also fitted with wheels, 
and can move along the sea bed; it can rest 
immovable in the water at any depth, and has 
mechanical arms which may be worked with a 
precision almost equal to that of human hands. 
Among the other inventions are the elevators, 
consistin.g of cylinders made of rnbbored can- 
vas, into which compressed ;iir is pumped. 
lind] cylintler is capabl(> of raising forty tons 
out of the water, so that, it is only a (luestion 
of multiplyinc;- the number of cylinders, what- 
ever the weight may be. The elevator has 
mechanical arms to embrace the hull which is 
to be salved, or cables may be passed beneath 
a keel when the wreck is weak. 

The bed of Vigo Bay has already been ex- 
amined with the hydroscopc, and the ships, 
which for more than two centuries had rested 
])eacefidly in the depth of the ocean, have been 
located. By way of experiment several can- 
nons were raised to the surface, and a quan- 
tity of wood was recovered, so wfll preserved 
as to resemble stone. The wood of which the 
sunken galleons were built is alone a treasure 
that would repay years of work spent on its 
recovery. 

The general cargo brought home by the 
transport included pearls, emeralds and ame- 
thysts, amber and precious woods frojn the 
South American forests; It is known that there 

were numerous worics of art in gold, silver and 
bronze, to say nothing of 1,541 cannon, and 
innumerable articles of value belonging to of- 
ficers and seamen. 

When, in a few weeks' time, work is begun 
in Vigo Bay, attempts will first be made on 
the Santa Cruz, one of the largest of the gal- 
leons,- rwhich,i:arri^^ guns. . , 
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Numerous complaints have come in from 
time to time from the Far North that the 
wood buffalo, the only wild specimens on the 

North American continent, are being killed by 
Indians and by tind)er wolves. The taking 
or killing of these animals is prohibited by the 
Dominion Govermnent, who realizing the 
dejiredations likely to be committed by wolves 
if the latter are allowed to become too numer- 
ous in the buffalo country, have offered a 
bounty of ^20 on each timber wolf pelt. 
Stran,ge to say, this generous amount has not 
had b}'- any means the result expected of 
bringing in increased quantities of wolf skins 
by the Indians, a reason for which is offered 
by Superintendent Routledgc in his report. 
Superintendent Routledge was last year sent 
out from the Mounted Police headquarters 
with instructions to investigate thoroughly 
the reports of depletion of the herd, and to 
take the necessary action to punish the of- 
fenders. 

He left Fort Saskatchewan on February 
2 and reached Smith's Landing on March i. 
He made a careful investigation, but could not 
find that au}^ buffalo had been slaughtered in 
the past two years. He visited the grazing 
grounds, and saw numerous buffalo, besides 
many tracks. vSergeant Field patrolled the 
country in a different direction, and found 
traces of a large herd, which he estimated at 
100, but was not able to come up with them. 
He saw the tracks of ma,ny wolves. Sergeant 
McLeod also patrolled the west side of the 
grazing grounds, but saw no buffalo, nor 
could he find that any had been killed. He, 
as well as Sergeant Field, reported wolves 
very numerous. 

Superintendent Routledgc's report and rec- 
ommendations are as follows: '"j he adequate 
protection of the remnant of the Far Northern 
herds is an important matter. The laws at 



present on the statute book, and the wolf 
bounties are steps in that direction, but, wh^n 
the remoteness of the grazing district is con- 
sidered, the ravages by tind)er wolves, and the 
fact that small native settlements are situ- 
ated at out-of-the-way ])laces along the water- 
ways surrounding the grazing lands on three 
sides, miles from principal centres, and that 
in several instances during the past ten years 
Indians have been punished by fines for kill- 
ing buffalo, it will be seen that more direct 
supervision is necessary. \ 

"During niy stay at Smith's Landing I 
was unable to obtain evidence of the Indians 
at those places having killed buffalo during 
the past two years and that they have done 
so (luring the years immediately preceding 
that period was a matter of suspicion only. 
Traders and others who understand the In- 
dian character stated that had such taken place 
they would likely have heard of it. 

"Timber wolves are numerous, as the many 
tracks ohscr\'ed in the Upper Slave country 
south of Smith's Landing, and the animals, 
seen by my party west of Salt river; serve to 
show, and they undoubtedly, destroy rnqny 
calves and young buffalo. 

"The Indians stated that it is next to im- 
possible to' trap the v/olves, the brutes being 
so wary that it is difficult to get at them with 
:i rifle; and the results following the applica- 
tion of strychnine would be too seriotis in a 
game and fur country to permit itS:'USe.';e3i:cept 
under very careful supervision. • ■■^ 

"The buffalo appear to move about in small 
bands, and it is therefore impossible to arrive- 
at a correct' estimate of -the number; but from 
all I could learn, I would judge there are be- 
tween 250 and 300 head."

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THE FUTURE OF FLYING 

The principal thinj:;- to remember about all 
the present flying machines is that none of 
them is ever taken out for trial on a really 
windy day ; the reason is that none of thcni 

possesses absolute lateral stability. That is to 
. say, if one of them Avere to be struck by a sud- 
tlen strong gust of wind at an uncxpcctcc! an- 
gle it would promptly capsize, or at any rate 
it would heel over sufficient!}' to begin sliding 
down sideways, which, would be just as effec- 
tive, so far as smashing up the machine and its 
driver is concerned. Even Wilbur Wright 
never flies in windy weather, nor can his ma- 
chine be made to rise from the ground with 
the wind behind, if that wind exceeds a speed 
of five or six miles an hour. From tlii.s fact 
one may safely deduce that for some consid- 
erable time to come almost all flying will be 
done over certain circumscribed areas, such 
as the fljving grounds at Framlingham, Dagen- 
ham, or Sliellheach, where there is approxim- 
ately safe landing-surface, rough perhaps, hut 
free from buildinn-s or high banks. I hclicvc, 
too, that the Co\-eriinicnt has given permission 
to the Aero Club to use the military manoeuv- 
ring grounds, such as Salisbury I'lain, for ex- 
periments. Aeroplanists will continue lo make 
experimental flights over these great open 
'hstretches of country until the}' feel ab.'^olute 
confidence in ihcnisch'cs as well as in their 
machines. It is true tluu. in France both Ileury 
Farman and I\J. Blcriot have made short 
"town-to-town" flights, but in each case there 
\\as no attempt at flying over a town, though 
I am told that Farmen flew over a few houses 
in his course. 

Now when oin* aeroplanists become suffi- 
ciently expert, and when their machines arc 
sufficiently improved, as a result of flying 
over the specially restricted areas, to allow 
them to venture out in anything that can be 
reasonably regarded as averago ;veather, tlicv 
will want to travel farther afield. The fir.st 
trouble the}' will meet is the question of the 
legality of flying over another man's land. It 



has been stated that the owner of land also 
owns the air above it, and t.'icrcfore it is illegal 
for another man to fly over it. That opinion 
will have to be proved bad ii\l*iw, or, if such a 
law exists it will have; to be .'repealed, for it 
would be an absurdity to confine all flying 
machines to their own special grounds. The 
next question that will arise will be that of 
landing in or flying ever towns. It is my per- 
sonal opinion that before an\' law is settled on 
this point some reckless driver will "show off" 
by trying to fly over a: big town on an.ii\effi- 
cient machine and will have a bad sma-sh. 
probably, after a wreck or two of this kind, 
public opinion will be roused and restrictive 
legislation will decree that no flying machine 
may land within certain specified distances of 
each tov.-n. The direct result of such legisla- 
tion will be the establishment of regular aero- 
stations on the outskirts of towns which will 
have properly prepared landing surfaces and 
storage sheds, and, ultimately, special launchr- 
ing machines to save the long run necessary 
v/hen starting a machine off the ground by 
its own power alone. 'IMiere will be at these 
stations regular ri;pair sliojis aU'.l supply stores. 

It is quite likely that this starve of dex'clop- 
nieut w ill be reached in the course <.)f the next 
ten, or at most t\s'eul\-, years, for so many peo- 
ple arc now experimenting, or will be eScpcri- 
menting during this year, with full-sized man- 
carrying machines, that cross-country and 
town-io-iuwn flights will become fairly com- 
mon in a few \'ears, at any rate as common as 
are balloon ascents at jiresent. ,'\11 this ex- 
])erimenting must result before long in the ev- 
olution of a machine which balances itself 
automatically and with, virtual ccrtaint}'. Ma- 
chines already exist which nearly fulfil those 
requirements, and further experimenting is 
oidy necessary to test the strength of the vari- 
ous parts and the niceties of the mechanism 
needed to control the steering in vertical and 
horizontal directions. Still, these experiments 
will take time, for one constructional error 
in the strength of a part would put an abrupt 
end lo the experimenter. 



So much for the future of flying as it will 
affect the general public. Up lo the stage of 
aero-stations the average man \yi11 regard it 
as a spectacle only. For the next few years 
flying will be the sport of a few rich yoimg 
liien and the hobby (vicariously) of a few rich 
old men; also it will be a scientific study for 
a few scientists, and it will provide a' certain 
amount of business for niotor firms, v.'ho will 
supply the engines, as well as for those firms 
who will and already exist solely for the pur- 
pose of. building flying machines. . ..Concur- 
rently with this stage of dc\'eloi)mcnt there will 
be the development. of flying machines for mil- 
itary purposes. For a certain distance these 
tlevclopments will be identical, but I imagino 
they will di\-crge considerably before long, for 
the military machine will be necessarily a 
light, high-speed machine, quite different from 
the heavier and probably safer machine of the 
private owner. 

The .ultimate u.se.of tjic flying machine, ex- 
cept for sporting or military purposes, is open 
to much debate. Mr. F. W. Lanchester, a 
very able mathematician, who has .spent many 
years in studying aeronautics, maintains thai, 
mechanically, flying is a ^s'asteful method of 
progression, because the ])ower necessar_\- to 
move the machines is so great, lie argues 
that as the planes of^ the machine must al- 
ways tilt up to the wind, as a kite tilts, at an 
angle of between i in 6 and i in I2 (according 
to the design of the machine and its effi- 
ciency), one is actually climbing a hill of i in 
6 or T in 12 as the case may be. Conseciuently 
the engine is under continuous load, and so 
the work done for the distance traveled approx- 
imates to the work of hauling a sledge along a 
road instead qf rolling the load along on 
wheels. Against this Mr. Jose Weiss, who has 
experimented with flying machines for half a 
lifetime, believes thar when we really know 
how to design our machines to take full ad- 
\antagc of aerial currents we shall be able lo 
flv a one-man machine with very little more 
power than is now necessar\- to push a bicycle. 
When two such authorities differ to such an 



extent it is obvionsh' impossible to prophesy 
or deduce results with certainty. Probably 
practice, as often happens, will work out mid- 
way between the two theories. At any rate, 
it is safe to assume that engines will become 
lighter and niore ecoridmical and machines will 
become more efficient, so that even if great 
power is needed we shall be able to reach 
great - speeds at a fairly low cost. Conse- 
ciuently flying machines ^\•ill be of practical 
use for the rapid conveyance of light loads, 
such as . letters or urgent incssa.cres, and as a 
very quick way of getting from jjlace to place, 
but I believe that expense will always pre- 
vent their handling goods traffic of any 
weight. 

As to the general type of the machine of 
the future, it will, 1 firmly belicN'c, a])proach 
very closely to the shape of a bird, as in the 
case of the Hsnault-Pelterie. Weiss, and Bleriot 
machines, and will depart altogether from the 
biplanes of Voisin and Wright. I base this 
belief on the fact that the fast ships of today 
approximate to a fish form, and do not re- 
motelv resemble the Flizabelhan galleon. It 
is fairly safe to assume, when one is dealing 
w'.lh a new element, that the form evolved 
Nature is right in its general principles, and 
as this theory was borne out in the case of 
water vehicles, it shoidd be equally true for 
air vehicles. I have made no mention of 
dirigible balloons, because the vast bulk ol 
these machines, c\cn of the rigid Zeppelin 
type, leaves them at the mercy of anything 
stronger than a stiffisli breeze. 



THE HIGHEST BALLOON ASCENT 

A remarkable ascent has been recorded by 

one of the small balloons which for some time 
have been sent up from different places in or- 
der to investigate the conditions of the upper 
atmosphere. To the balloons are attached self- 
registering apparatus that give information as 
to the height attained, the temperature at that 
height, the hygrometric conditions that ob- 



tain, and the velocity of the wind. The bal- 
loons, which are made of indiarubber and filled 
with hydrogen, attain as a rule an altitude of 
from lO.to 15 kilometres, ihough heights of 25 
kilometres have been reached. The maximum 
record was obtained during an ascent from 
Uccle, a suburb of Brussels, to which the 
Royal Observatory of Belgium has reccnth' 
been removed. The instruments recorded a 
height of 29 kilometres, or about 18 milc.s, 
some three times the height of the highest 
mountain on the earth's surface. Such eleva- 
tions should satisfy the ambitions of those who 
expect to facilitate communication with the 
planet Mars by penetratin.g high above the 
denser portion of our atmosphere. The con- 
ditions in those lofl\' regions, however, are not 
suitable for a protracted stay. The thermom- 
eter fell lo 63.4 degrees below zero Centigr.ade, 
but this was slightly above the minimum, 
which had been passed at the moderate alti- 
tude of 15 kilometres. The thermometric read- 
ing was decidedly lower than any experienced 
during the Discovery expedition to the Antarc- 
tic regions. 

.An ordinary barometer transported to the 
maximimi height would ha\'e read ten milli- 
metres, showing that the balloon had passed 
through 75-76 of the entire atmosphere. Nat- 
urally the greatest amount of moisture is en- 
countered in the lower strata, or the cloud- 
forming region at about 1,500 metres, where 
complete saturation takes place. In the neigh- 
borhood of three kilometres the air becomes 
very dry, and as the ascent is continued the 
moisture remains almost constant till the 
greatest altitudes are reached. At the maxi- 
mum height the moisture was reduced to near- 
ly one-fourth tliat required for complete satur- 
ation. The wind conditions are known' by fol- 
lowing the path of the balloon with a theodo- 
lite, and at definite intervals determining its 
altitude and azimuth. This information, com- 
bined with the indications of the registering 
apparatus, will give the direction and velocty 
of the wind at any height. The flight of this 
balloon was accomplished in 113 minutes.

IKiimlur notion that tlie strength of 
kings lias largely consisted in the 
power of remembering faces. It is 
only fair to add that their strength 
has frequently consisted in tlio power 
of forgelting>iiraeesi But the vulgar 
legend, like Jriost vulgar legends, is 
substantially correct. The man who 
specializes In the life of courts, where 
almost everything depends on person- 
al influence, is not likely to bo loose 
or forgetful about tho element of per- 
sonality. 

Those of my readers who are not 
kings and queens (and tliese arc a 
large and growing class) have nearly 
all of tliem had this difticulty of ro- 
memberlng names, faces, and identi- 
ties. The reason is not ob.scnre. 
Nearly all of us have to study some 
Iiositive, but impersonal, thing; bank- 
ing, or shooting bears, or astronomy, 
or the egg trade. Hut If a king wants 
to know about these (and I don't 
know why he should) ho can have a 
aiioclnl report prepared upon bankers 
and bad eggs and thiners of that kind. 
There is a definite otnclal colled the 
Astronomer Royal, whose whole ob- 
ject In life <to Judge by his title) must 
be to tell the King about astronomy. 
There is. also, one may natqrally in- 
fer, aijBbar-leader Royal, whose busi- 
ness It iS to entertain the Court with 
Inforinatlon about bears. But If you 
or I, with no official advisers, have to 
understand such thliigs wo must [log 
away very hard at very impersonal 
problems. 

Jiul kings '.-an speeiallze in iierson- 
allt.\-. Kings can lliiiik only about 
men. Premiers, especially when tho;.- 
are trying to work education coni- 
inoinises, must try (poor brutes) to 
think ab'out Man. But at least most 
of ua have that difficulty of remem- 
bering people's faces or names suf- 
ficiently for the purposes of polite- 
ness. 

Personally l am in .a curious posi- 
tion; it is neither their name;;, ad- 
diesscs, nor details of pliyslfpic that 1 
can remember. I always remember 
people by their opinions. 'I r&mombcr 
what the man said to me In some far- 
off argument wliich I must have Iiud 
with him in thcf middle of Ludgato 
circus. - Therefore. If he says to me, 
with a sort of beaming cunning (as 
ho almost alwaj's does), "Now, you 
don't know who I am, you know," 
then I can truthfully assure htm that I 
do know. X know his most sacred 
thoughts, hia central pillar of convic- 
tion, the very backbone ot his soul. 
The trifling fa;r.c mat I have not iiie 
faintest notion of Ills name, or what 
he l.H, or where I met him, the ineio 
fact that in tho ])Oi)ular' phrase I do 
not know him from Adam (oxoopt by 
tile costume), is In no sense an In- 
validation of my uluim that I know 
hlni s))iritually, as he would bo known 
In Heaven. 

I5ut I And that In practice this I.s 
not well received. Xt does not uootho 
such a man to' say to him: "I don't 
know your name; but yon are tlio 
man who believes that Mulioiiiet was 
the real founder of Christianity." ]'"or

gedies In this respect increase rather 
than dimlnlsli; and men will not ad- 
mit that I may reverence their intel- 
lects without remembering their sur- 
names. 

The other day 1 came across a very 
strange bit of psychology in tliis con- 
nection.

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It has been stated somewhere — I do not 
remember wliere — tluit to soiiio extent at least 
I'oof gardening is adojited and finds favor in 
certain districts, both in China and japan; but 
in all the pictnrcs I have seen of houses and 
buildings in both of these countries the roof is 
usually set at so acute an angle as to ahnost pre- 
clude the possibility of success in any degree or 
form. Thinking that posssibly a different type 
of roof prevailed in other localities than those 
represented by the pictures referred to, I 
sought out a traveling friend, who, for nearly 
a score of years, has traveled largely in both 
countries and who, as I write, is again on 
his way thither, to make enquiries, which 
resulted in a more or less negative reply. In 
short, he said, "If such things be, I have not 
i'ccn them." Xotwithstanding, in a conversa- 
tion some years ago with the hue Mr. 1\ VV. 
nurbridgc, that widely read and far-traveled 
gentleman informed me that in certain parts 
of both China and Japan roof gardening was 
freely indidged in. 

However, upon n'.ore than one occasion f 
have been asked to give lists of plants suit- 
able for the purpose indicated, and the mem- 
ory is refreshed on the point by letters which 
1 have recently received on the same subject. 
In each of these instances the roof in (pics- 
tion has been sijnicwliat of an cv-csore, and 
being \vithin \-icu- of some of the windows 
of the dvvcHing, it was desired, by means 
(jf vegetable liic. to shut it out from view. 
Curiously enough, too, a near neighbor of 
mine, having an ugly sheet-iron roof in his 
garden and much exposed to view, encpiircd 
a year or more ago as to the ]jossihility of 
growing Sediuns and other jdants in boxes 
thereon to hide the bad effect ot the roof, anil 
the plants I then suggested he obtained and 
duly planted. In a large degree this attempt 
has been successful, and it might have been 
wholly so had a different method been adopt- 
ed in the first instance. The original idea 
was that of planting in boxes, and these were 
not only too shallow in thenisch es, bnl raised 
on ledges or bearers so that they wore sidi- 
jcctcd to continuous currents of air I'cncatli, 
which, drying and parching the soil beyond 
expectations, modified what might other- 
wise have proved to be a complete success. 
Moreover, the boxes warped considerably un- 
der the influence of strong sun heat, so much 
so that after a year's experience the orig- 
inal metliod has been considerably modified, 
and greater success is now expected. 

In the above instance I was only rcspr)nsible 
for naming the most suitable ])lants, and my 
su,ggestions for co\'ering the roof with .soil 
could Hot be carried out in their entircl\- be- 
cause the strength of the roof \vas a matter 
of doubt. The experience gained, however, 
was sufficient to prove unmistakably that 
quite a variety of plants conid be grown in 
the way suggested ; and in certain instances, 
and where the roof of an outhouse is open 
to view from a higher level, it is not merely a 
good but an interesiing way of dealing with a 
difficult problem. 

■ Just what plants may be mtroduced and 
.be grown with success will dejicnd ujjon a 
variety of circumstances, such as sun, shade 
or partial shade, and not a little, of course, on 
the character and strength of the roof. 
Strength of rafter is naturally an important 
matter, and with this ensured, tiie best class of 
roof is tliat composed of the ordinary red 
guttered tiles seen in many, country places or 



those ever-cndnring stone-tiled roofs so fre- 
quent on farmhouse, church or other build- 
ings in Midland and other districts. This 
same style of roof often enough affords a good 
object-lesson for those interested in roof gar- 
dening, and tile accumulation of m6ss arid 
other vegetation on the northern side, and the 
usual absence of such things on the southern 
side, indicate where the work of establishing 
such plants could be most easil}' carried out. 
The sharply angled stone-tiled roofs over a 
lych-gate arc often suggestive enough to the 
plainer, and more than once when looking at 
the moss-covered roofs have 1 lodged for a 
handful of VVallf lower, Poppy or Snapdragon 
seeds to start a colony of these things in such 
positions, and later, possibly, also to create 
wonder or give rise to speculation as to how 
such things came there. lnde(;d, I am not 
going to deny having done such things, and 
I look with interest on the now colonized sub- 
jects which, if dwarfer than usual, are cer- 
tainly not without attraction. It is when we 
see such subjects as Arbor-vitae, Ye\v, Gorse 
and other plants of a wood)'^ natm-e growing 
on the face of a dry brick wall that w e are apt 
to enquire what may not be grown in positions 
a little more favored than these. Where a 
roof is being constructed with some idea of 
subsequent planting it can be made of a suf- 
ficient strength; but where it is of long stanil- 
ing its strength must be first ascertained. If 
a choice can be made, the nearly flat roof 
would receive the greatest number of \olcs 
for many reasons which will be clear to all. 
Next in importance is the provision of a body 
of suitable soil, which ma)' ^•ary from 2 inrhes 
to 4 inches in thickness, and if composed of 
rather clayey loam with finely pulverised old 
mortar freely interspersed, the, ;iiixture will be 
found to suit many plants. 

With such an assured depth of soil resting 
on a cool tiled bottom, many plants will be 
quite at home, and nothing more will be re- 
quired beyond fixing a l)(5ard at the sides to 
keep the soil in position. In certain in- 
stances small pieces of sandstone could be in- 
troduced to fix the plants a;gainst, ian<l this 
may be done the more freely in > those in- 
stances where it i?; decided to confine the 
work to the plaiUing of such subjects as >Sciii- 
per\'iviims, Sedmns. the hartly (^puntias ..ml 
similar jdants. .As these may indeed consti- 
tute a very delightful gathering", 1 give at onc^- 
the names of the more consjiicnous or worthy 
kinds. Of Sempervivums, S. tectoruin, the 
roof Houseleek, is excellent, and in no way 
inferior are such as aiachnoideum in variety, 
the very fine calcaratum and calcareum, triste, 
Kegina Amaliae and many ntore. The Gob- 
web Houseleek- should be largely grown and, 
pricked out over a large area, will make a 
most effecii\'e mass. Such Sediims as albid- 
um, glauciun. Ewersi and dasyphylhim should 
he seen among niany sorts, while of Opuntias, 
O. humilis and O.. rafinesquiana should h'^ 
prominent. That fine hardy Mesembryanthe- 
mum, ^I. uncinatuni, will, delight in such u 
place, and will, moreover, show to advantage. 

Then in a general way, not fuiIy thos-r 
mentioned, but such as .-\ubrietias. W'.-iIl- 
flowers. Snapdragons, 'Jdirift (a cajjital j-dant 
alone), \-arious sjjecies of Dianthus, such as 
fiiubriata, dcltoidca and others, and which 
make fine patcjies of flower, Corydalis lutea, a 
selection of the encrusted Saxifragas, Erinus 
in variety. Campanula fragilis. C. nuiralis. any 
(if the silvery-leaved .'\chilleas, .\lpine and 
Iceland Poppies and, experimentally, such 



plants as Androsacc lanuginosa, Onosma tau- 
rica and Thymus lanuginosa may be used. 
Tlicre is also the so-called roof Iris of Japan 
(I. tectorum), and'witb it might b.e-assqciated 
others of the puinila section or their, near tal- 
lies. Where^yythtese' KJses are growiV'a''mddi-, 
fied grbwtii only couM be looked for,' and the 
same remark would apply to v^edum spccta- 
bile and to the Poppies and Wallflowers pre- 
viously named. The idea of gardening in such 
out-of-the-way positions has for its aim a pur- 
pose of its own, and there is not the smallest 
reason why, with a little care and intelligence, 
its purpose may not be fully realized.-;— B. H.

The speed nt which birds on migra- 
tion undoubtedly travel, especially 
when crossing the sea, has always 
been and Is .still a source of wonder, 
and at flrst sight it does seem strange 
that a wcnk-wlnBcd bird, a small 
warljlcr for iii.stiuicr. ciin pass from 
jinint to jjoim. at about a hundred 
iiillfs an hour. In tlii> rorcntly pub- 
llKhod ".Memoirs of tlio M.aiifhcster 
Ijltorary and Pliilo.so|ihh-al Socli'ty" 
lliiM-c Is an abli' lait .simple [)a|i<'r on 
"The Uao of \\ in(l liv .\I iKratinK 
BIrd.s" by Mr. Stubl..-^. wl.irh siis- 
fc'ests how easily tln-.se wond; j-fiil 
speeds may be and, I think, are ae- 
complishcd. 

A very widely accepted view Is 
held by ornithologists that migrating 
birds prefer to travel either with a 
head wiiul or a beam wind — that Is to 
H.-jy, with a wind blowing dead aRainst 
llK'm or with one on their niuiks; the 
iirif;! n of tile Idea i.^ ))rol)alily due to tlie 
fart that n)an>' migrants are oliaervecl 
<'Ouiinp; In, exlianstfd. afialnst a wind. 
Tlir' arBUinent brous'lit forward was 
tliat the iiird.s did not like in Uy wltli 
a wind behind them because it ruf- 
fled Lhelr feathers, the inference} l)e- 
Ing that the wind travelled taster 
than the birds: that if the bird (lew 
with a head wind its feathers were 
Uopt smooth and that with a beam 
wind It was uctunily helped in Its 
(our.se. When Mr. Stubbs llrst .siig- 
KCMted to nie tluit the whole of this 
idea was founded u|ion Ignoramu: of 
f.-icts I did not lmrnedlat<>ly fall in 
\y[i\\ Ills tlieor.\-, but the more I 
thought abmit it the miu'e i-onvlneed 
1 became tliat Ills simple argument 
■\\-us sound. Very briellj-, it 'is as 
follows: — The bird when Hying in a 
wind is actually moving in a medium 
which to tt la stationary. Just as a 
balloon floats rapidly In a strong 
wind but Is In calm to those within 
its carriage. The bird Hying In a 
perfect c-alm perhajis travels iit 
twenty mill's an hour — illfferent birds 
have dIffereiU normal siierds, but we 
niaj,- take as an example luie whieh 
lan conifnrtalily at this rate — and 
if the wind Is blowing at the rate of 
tweiUy ndle.s also in the same dlrec- 
tlnn as that of the bird's lllght, the 
distunco Iritvek'd by tlu; bird In one 
hour Is twenty plus twenty — forlv 
miles. If, on the other hand, tho wind 
Is blowing against the bird nt tho 
name rate, thi> bird, wlllmul feiding 
■,iuy e.Nertliui, remains over Ihe sanii' 
..spot: it does nut In fact make any 
headway. Tho actual meclianism of 
flight is another matter but we Itnow/ 



that a bird can ea.'<lly .support itself 
and make progress in an absolute 
calm. We are too apt to compare 
night with entirely different methods 
of progression. In walking for in- 
' stance, we are moving on one medium 
! — the earth — and passing through 
I another — the air: in sailing we are 
passing through the resisting water 
by using the motive power of the 
\.in(l, but in (lying wi- are moving 
through a tnovlng nu'illum. The 
lieari sl p.-irallel that u e ean llnd in 
our iiwn e.xpori.-nee is that of a suiui- 
nicr In a swift river; lie ean swim at 
the s;uiie s|ieed as the river and 
double the distance that the actual 
water travels, or. swiminln? against 
the stream, can hold himself In the 
same relative position with any point 
on the bank. The bird Hying against 
a wind that is aetually traveling fast- 
er than its rate of progress Is not 
blown ovt-r, but simply carried back- 



wards; we mny oeeasionally sei' tins 
hajipen. 

Granted, then, that a bird ctui lly 
and make s^jeed equal to Its own rate 
added to that of the wind behind It, 
and that so long as it moves forward 
no wind really passes It, It Is impos- 
sible for a "tall wind," to ruffle Its 
plumage or cause it any Inconvenl- 
inee. It Is strange that ornitholo- 
gists should be able to learn from 
pigron-llyers. but It Is true iipvertlie- 
less — thi' pigeon riieer knows pi'rfect- 
ly wi-ll that his sjieeds of a mile or 
more ail" aceoniijlistu-d only when i 
the wind is with the bird. He. too, 
knows that a bird ean and will lly 
with a strong t.-ill wind, and when this 
Is the case always Hies well. 

We must now consider that our 
winds reach us, not Itt straight line.-i, 
but In huge eddies or cyclones: that, 
a;i Ml-, siubbs puts It, "a cloud today 
1.^ hi(,- ii\-er Xt.rway may be trailing to- 



morrow o\-er .Manchester and the 
ue.\t day over the South of France." 
We are still short of aetuid jiroof 
that birds do make use of these great 
cyclonic currents, but till the e\-ldenee 
seems to point in this dlreetlon. In 
the autumn cyclones are of freciuent 
occurrence and the wind on the outer 
rim of thelie cyclonic deprea.slons 
travels nt a great pace, the bird, 
mounting until It reaches a swiftly 
moving eurrent. has then an eas.v, 
though maybe a long Journe\- at a 
great p.-ieo. How eNa(;tl.\ tile bird 
knows wlii'ii to drop from its eurrent 
and eonie In, as It nia.\ lio a^'ainst the 
wind. Is not easy to uiuli'rstand, but 
really a no more <liHU'iilt i|ui'Stion 
than how it knows wln'r<' to ilroji 
when Hying In a straight line. Let us 
consider whnt may take place. A 
body of migrants, perhaps tens of 
thousands strong, leaves the Keandi- 
ndVlan coast en route not for lOngland 



but fin- .Vorth Africa or Spain. Thej- 
may eut<-li the outer circle of an antl- 
cloek-wlse eyelonie current which is 
traveling at Hio miles an hour and 
the whole s.\'.'<tcm p.'.ssliig slowly 
northeast. According to where the 
birds pick up this wind, that Is to 
say, at what jiortlon of the circular 
.system the.v are affected by the cur- 
rent, they will be carried by a long 
or sliort route to their desired haven. 
If the centre of the depression is to 
the east of Scandinavia they may 
travel along a short cur\-c in a soutli- 
caslci'ly iHrcctlnn and strike the Dutch 
Oernian or l-'i-eucb coast. |iasslilg over 
■1 ijortion of our islands unobserved on 
aecouiU of the great height at which 
tlie.v are traveling. They may hit it 
so that at first they travel due west, 
If the centre- is In the North Sea, 
swing roimd over Ireland or even out- 
side oiir islands altogethi-r, and ri-ach 
tie' Spanish or .\fricau c<.wst. They 



may on the other hand, meet with 
ant i-cyeUuiie currents and be carried 
iml of their course, or they may be 
fatigued with tlie exertion of llight — 
not of lighting against the wind — and 
drop to rest or feed. Then at out-of- 
the-way islands such as Fair Island, 
St. Kllda, or ip unexpected inland 
localities, we meet with birds which 
arc only known as stragglers to Brl- 
tiiln, but which are regular 
migrants between Northern ]0u- 
ropc and Africa. This is 
what aetualK- happens al every 
period of niigr;ition anil the more we 
Iciiru from the investigatiiins of those 
who have made a study of migration 
the less we are surprised at the un- 
e.xpected visits of these aliens. 

There is, however, one point which 
is frequently overlooked, and that is 
that immense armies of birds jiass 
twlci' a year wilhout being ob.'jorved 
at all. I am <'i)n\'incod that even 




That the first right of the child is to 
select its own parents is the assertion 
of Helen Key In jiei- radical book, "The 
Oentury of the C'liilil," translated now 
into Kngllsh and published by the Put- 
nams after nn extraordinary run of 
German I'dltlons. The author linds hor 
■title and point of departure In this 
quotation from "The Irion's Wlielii," a 
inuch-diseu.'^sed problem play:

Yon iindei-.stand that a man cinnot be 
released from his duty as a father even 
if he travels around the world; a king- 
dom can be given and taken away, but 
not fatherhood." 

"The Centur.\- of the Child" worlcs 
away from the old legend that wo are 
obliged to tluink our parents for life; It 
acci'iits as the truth generallv- that 
IKirents must ask the chllilren's pardon 
for having brought them Into e.vistence. 
The author Is looking to the time wlicji 
tho supreme right-of a'child'shoir be 



recognized not <to be born into a dis- 
cordant marriage. "Above everything, 
therefore, marriage must he . free," 
which means that tho two parties can 
separate after mutual agreement. 

"The vigorous drawing together of 
the bonds of marriage will not protect 
children from growing ujj In a destroy- 
ed home." says Mme. Kvy. "This jiro- 
tectlon will be s,.-ciircd by deeiier ear- 
nestness In entering uiion marriage, 
but above all by a deep-i' sense of re- 
siionslblllty to the eliililicn theniseUc^. 
This will make It po.'--,"il)Ie for the 
parents who see themselves dcceive-il 
in their married happiness to keei) a 
peaceful resignation, a high character, 
as they continue to live together, if 
they feel that is tho host solution of 
the conflict for the children who are 
already horn. But this resolution does 
not moan the continuance of real mar- 
ried life, but parenthood alone.. Only so 
can it bo roally useful" to tho children 
that tho marriage should not' be dis- 
solved." • ■

Discussing the ethics ot the matter, 
Atmc. Key Insists that children should 
be taught from the beginning tho facts 
' of their existence arid their future 
i ilutk's as men and women. Upon them 
! are to bi' iniiiresseil not a.iistraet iire- 
I i i'iits of nioralll.\-, but the concrete 
' ."omniaiKluient of chastity. In tlu'in 
i will bo preserved thus, for the beings 
! they are to love, their health, their 
i attraetlvene.'is and their guilelessness 
: fur out of li)\-e so reuilered juire their 
■ children will t-ecelve llfo. 

Health appears to the author to be 
a vital element for coiisiiior.'itlon with 
parties to be married. It seems to 
hor <|ulte as Imiiortaat for society to 
have a niedical certificate as to eapa- 
cit.v for marriage a.s 11 is for military 
service. In the one case we deal witii 
Riving life; in the other only with 
taking It away. 

AVhon duty and resiJoiiKlbillty toward 
children are, inorc. strlctl.v regarded 
morality will not bo found in sacrlfic-. 



Ing to the holiness of tlie famll.N the 
so-called illegitimate offsi)rinK. These 
children are often richly endowed, but 
arc perverted and filled with a hatrpd 
for society by tho treatment accorded 
under present conditions. 

Not only are good- powers lost, as 
affairs go now, hiU socially destruclivo 
powers are developed: 

"■\\'lien the whole of I'hiroiie shnd- 
dereil ovei- the inuriler of the ICinpress 
lOlizabeth. one fact a.taovn every other 
Hceaied to me terrible. The inurdoror 
eoni'i ssi d, 'I know nothing of m.v 
parents.' " 

There is tiie time to come in which 
"the elilld will be looked upon a.s holy, 
o\-ea when the |]arents themselves 
have approa;'hed the mystcd-.v of lilo 
with lu-ofane feelings; a lime In which 
.'ill molherhoiKl will be looked upon 
as holy, if it is caused by a deep timo- 
lion of lo\-e, and if It has called forth 
deeji feelings of dut.\-. 

"Then the child who has received Its 
life fi'om sound, loving human beings, 
and has been afterward brought tip 
wisely and loviiig'y, will bd called legi- 
timate even If Its pareh'ts have been 
united in complete freedom. Then will 
the. child .who has been- born- of a 
loveless marriage, and has bccii; bur- 



dened by the fault of its jiarents with 
bodily or mental disease, b(> n^garded 
as Illegitimate, even If its t)arcnts have 
boon united in marriage by tlio Pope 
at St. Potor's." 

The school of the future will advance 
general education, but tho plan it fol- 
lows will be adapted to every indi'vld- 
iial. "In tho school of my drea-ms there 
will be no r«port 'books, no rewards, no 
(written) examinations." 

In the. religious Instruction 'of the 
future "the soul of the child will not 
be stained by tears of repentance for 
sins, nor by tho fear of hell." The 
morality of then will be built on the 
idea of "the divinity of a world pro- 
ceeding- according to law," and "tho 
weidv !us well as 'the strong will/prdr 
gross In ilic happy and rosponsrbl'e be- 
lief in their own personality as ' their 
only source of 'help." - 

Tho workday of the future will ad- 
mit of no child crimes in tho name of 
child labor — which, with the abolition 
of the shame of corporal punishment, 
will constitute a victory for the prin- 
ciple of child protection.

when a ''rush" occurs at any particu- 
lar point we only see a small fraction 
of tile army which Ik passing. Birds 
are known to travel at Immonse 
helgl-.ts, and the few that rcacli us (I 
am speaking now of passage birds 
and not our summer residents) are 
merely- those which have dropped out 
for one reason or another from the 
hosts which may actually ho passing 
out of sight above uu. Those lag- 
giirds, coming towards tho earth, may 
be puzzled by a fog or hampered by 
contrary winds: then it i» that they 
strike our lights or ll.v walllug close 
above our towns; then it Is that a 
weary bird drops near some inviting 
sheet of vs-aler, attracted by tho gleam 
of water suggoating food. But the few 
scores ot dunlins scatterod in spring 
or autumn on the edges oC our xneres 
or ponds and oven the thoiisands 
feeding on our mud-flats are not to be 
compared to the hordes which breed 
In the far north In summer and winter 
far to the South of England and which 
aniiuall.\- make the double Journey. I 
mention tlir dunlin as an example, 
but ;vi' may say the. same of any 
migratory bird of ])assnge. 

There are many exponents of the 
head-wind and the beam-wind theo- 
ries, but it must not be imaginea 
that Mr. Stubbs .alone has suggcsti'il 
tho use of cyclonic currents, or antl- 
cyclonlc currents,- for that matter, hv 
migrating birds. In tho fourth edi- 
tion of Yarrell's "British Birds" there 
is a footnote -iwaming observers 
against the cbiicluslori. that the iipijor? 
air cu'rrcnts '^are passing In the same 
direction a.s those felt near tho earth. 
Stevenson, In his "Birds of Norfolk," 
refers to the same danger and Mr. 
Ahel f;hai)iiian even says: "Except 
liy aid derived from the oijoratlon of 
ph.\-slcal laws the nature and extent 
of which .'ire unknown to me, and by 
taking advantage of 'Trade-wind' 
circulallons in tho upper air be- 
lieve that migration is irnposslble 
for short-winged forms of scdentarv 

habit But that aid and those 

advantages may facilitate and pcrhap.s 
vastly accelerate,, a process which is 
otherwise Impossible." Mr. W. Eagle 
Clarke, whose knowledge of migration 
phenomena is perhaps .greater than 
that of any other, ornithologist, living 
or dead, .states that thu favonihlo 
conditions for autumn migration are 
"the presence of a large unti-eyolone 
over Scandinavia and cyclonic con- 
ditions to the westward ot tho Brlttsli 
"area, with low-pressure centre off 4he 
west coast of Ireland." 
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Those who anticlpato a Canadian 
navj' as pre-eminently an engine of 
Canadian patriotism may have a 
different point of view from many of 
tlioso who, In the Imperhil city, all 
the time think of tho Kmplre (Irst and 
Its component parts aecondarlly, 
There is no necessary Incompatibi- 
lity between the two points of view. 
The problem' of Imperial statesman- 
ship. Is to- converero diversities of 
approach into confederated action. I 
wish to Indicate the lines upon which, 
it seems to me, tho creation of a 
Canadian navy might contribute to 
this end. 

In tlio United States one occasion- 
ally finds persons who bulievo that 
CaniKia pays money tribute to King 
Edward, and it is always an amusing 
experience to undeceive them. There 
is a certain amount of belief in Can- 
ada that the EnErllsbman regards this 
dominion rather as a subordinate 
than as a partner In the Empire. 
What is cometlmes alleged to be tho 
unpopularity of the Englishman In 
Canada most likely arises from tlio 
fact that.the education in Imperialism 
of some Englislimen amongst us has 
not proceeded as far as, icnowing tho 
views of tho leaders of opinion In 
England, wo have taught ourselves to 
expect. 

We are sometimes said to be pro- 
vincial. There Is truth In the criti- 
cism. We sometimes think that tho 
Londoner is the moat provincial of all 
men, because he has tho least appre- 
ciation of tlie great jilaco which com- 
munities outside London occupy in 
Britain Itself, an-l In the Empire 
ffenerally. 

It Is easier ofr tlio Englishman to 
think of th(^ Empire as a whole than 
it is for the native-born Canadian. 
The place of England in tho world 
was- achieved long ago. England Is 
also thfe centre of the Enplre. If any- 
thing could destroy provincialism of 
mind in a man it should be his resi- 
dence In the capital of such a coun- 
try. Sometimes we wonder that tlie 
great advantages of such a position 
do not lead to more Imperial thinking, i 
We imagine also that if tlio average 
Englishman could realise a llttli? 
more than he seems to liave done 
when he first comes to Canada that 
the .Empire has become what It Is be- 
cause those who preceded him con- 
quered wild parts ef the earth, far 
removed, from the British Islands, 
and that what has been done In tlie 
Brltains beyond the seas within liv- 
ing memory is of a part with tho 
achievement of men :ind Wdmeii wlinso 
remoteness from today gives them a 
heroic aspect, the modern Kmplro 
would be even greater in his eves 
tiian It Is. 

Canada Is a new country. Such 
prestige as she has lii the Empire and 
In the world Is almost entirely of 
modern making, and even thougii our 
views on Imperial questions may ncit 
bo quite' as broad and disinterested as 
those of statesmen who have grown 
up In the most fortunate school In the 
world, we know, because we live here, 
that' we arc engaged In a constructive 
work for the Empire which, by com- 
parison. Is not second to that which , 
Is being accomplished by those who I 
do tlielr thinlting and their work in 
tile ancient capital. 

If wo did not aiiproach Imperi.-il 
questions from the standpoint of 
"Canada first" we should be very 
Inferior Imperialists. Under any cir- 
cumstances our geographical and 



climati6 distinction, plus uur nearness 
to an extraordinary republic ot eighty 
millions of people, ivoukl determine 
our development on somowhat differ- 
ent linos from tliose which mark the 
progress of the Old Land. Tho best 
children are not always tho moat 
exact reproductions of their parents, 
even in early youth. And when they 
marry and are given In marriage 
they are bound to be affected by new 
surroundings and ideas. A young 
nation," like a young man, should be 
somethin0 more than a chip of the 
old block. 

In Canada there Is a remarkable 
Intermarrying of people and ot ideas, 
which la a revelation to many older- 
fashfoned Canadians, and Is doubly a 
revelation to tlioso who come to us 
with the ideas and sometimes with 
the prejudices of the British Islands. 
The immigration returns of this cen- 
tury show that In Canada, and clilelly 
in Western Canada, there Is a new 
population as varied In speech and 
racial chai-acterlstlcs as was and as 
can be found In tho most cosmopol- 
itan city of the Old World. The Bible 
Society publishes the Scriptures In 
eighty different languages for use In 
the Dominion. 

The Immigrants from Continental 
Europe, when they know anything 
about England, know of It as a for- 
eign country, and many of them have 
no friendly ideas about their new 
connection witli it. During the last 
ten years nearly lialf a million Ame- 
ricans have come to Canada, with 
something of the pi-ejinlico against 
lirltish institutions tliat coino.s from 
thi^ public reading on every -Ith of 
July of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, with Its interminable criticism 
of George III. Then there are two 
million French -Canadians , to whom 
ICnglish Is a foreign language, and 
wlio. thougli tliey are more than loyal 
to the form of government Hint has 
achieved so much succes.s in Canada, 
are not dominated by Brltisli ideas; In 
the sami; w^y tliat the natlve-liorn 
ISritisher Is. In the deKcendiints of 
the United Empire Loyalists tlie de- 
votion to I'Sritl.sh Ideas of Justice and 
methoda ot government has not pro- 
duced that quality in the relation to 
the Mother Country which makes the 
Australian and South African of tho 
second and third generations speak 
and write of England as "Home." 

Now Canada presents herself to the 
incoming American and Gallclan — to 
take extreme types — In an exceeding- 
ly favorable light. Each comes to 
lietter his material condition, and un- 
le.s.s lie is incdiniJetent or worse hn 
succeeds. KInancl.'il prosperity will go 
a long way to reconcile a man to tlie 
institutions of an alltMi country. But 
the Galkian and the AnuTican lind 
something more than better linaneial 
IU'os])i!cts. The Galician liecome.s a 
ni.'w man. Tlie bugbear of military 
service does not rise up behind him 
or before his children. He is In ii 
world of unexpected Independence. He 
knows nothing about the Empire and 
he cares less. But he does learn 
something about Canada, and con- 
tentment with and devotion to the 
land of his adoption are as much as 
can reasonably be e.\pected from liini 
for somt> time. A British Imperiiil 
Instinct cannot bo created in him in 
■a moment. 

The American is very different 
from the Gallclan. He thinks he has 
observed England through the asser- 
tions of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and through the comets at- 



tained by various' heiresses . whom he 
knows by repute. He was brought up 
In the tradition that Canada never 
did and never could amount to much, 
and when ho became convinced that 
tho country had fertile lands, good 
marlvelH ;uid excellent dividends to 
offer for his enterprise he moved in, 
still thinking of tho United States as 
the first, second and, third c.ountry of 
all tho world. . . 

But In Western Canada he llnds 
himself "in an atmospiioro moro 
agreeable than he expected. If lie has 
any acquaintance with now settle- 
ments In the western and north- 
western states ho is delighted to lind 
that law and otder, in the shajje of 
the noyal Northwest Mounted Police, 
preceded the settler. On tho Illimit- 
able iiralrie, where in any township 
thirty-alx square miles In extent ten 
children reside, he flnds that the 
parents can suocessfully demand a 
school for the maintenance of which 
one-eighteenth of all the land was set 
aside when the country was first 
surveyed. 

To the American In Canada tho in- 
credible thing has iiappened. lie 
has found it possible to take the oath 
of allegiance to the descendant of 
George III., but In so doing he has 
not troubled himself to think tliat he 
has readjusted IiI.h relation to tho 
peerage. Ills allegiance is given to 
Canada. 

It Is surely not necessary to labor 
the piiliil that In Ijriiiging the Gall- 
rian and the American Into tho Km- 
plre and affording to both of them 
honest administration of justice and 
unlimited opportunity to uc;ir a high 
par* in the making and observing of 
laws, the Dominion of Canada has 
made a notable contribution to the 
strength of the Empire itself, as well 
as to the broadening of her own bases 
of strength. l<"or there will go on 
more :itid more quickly, in an in- 
vigorating climate and on a fertile 
soli, a blending of races wiilch will 
eventuate In a tyjie as virile and en- 
during as tlie English type Itself be- 
came through the Inttn'-maniage of 
the different jieoples who from time 
to time Invaded the sliores of Great 
Britain. 

As the Empire Is vaster than iing- 
land we do not seek merely to help 
our new population to become loyal 
to England. We very much desire 
their loyalty to the Empire, as wo 
ourselves are loyal. But tlie first 
thing — the vita! thing— is to secure 
their loyalt.v to Canada and as one of 
tho most imiiortant steps in that 
evolution I would place the creation 
of a Canadian navy. 

Tho navy will be a natural conse- 
quence ot iilaclng the Canadian mili- 
tia on an entirely Canadian basis and 
controlled altogether from Ottawa. 
There Is, of course, this difference 
between a nillltia and a nav.v — that a 
liind force Is entirely suitable to a 
country wlilch has no foreign rela- 
tions and does not have to prepare tor 
possible quarrels with stateia beyond 
the seas, wher^sas a navy, by the very 
fact of Its existence, proclaims the 
country which establishes it to be in 
some degree at least a' world-Power. 

It might be orgnied that for a coun- 
try which has no foreign Ministers to 
have 11 navy of its Own Is an Impo.s- 
slblllty In intern.ational politics and 
that there Is no half-way between a 
navy of Canadian origin suliject ab- 
solutely to till! direction of the Britlsli 
Admiralty and a navy tho Instrument 
of a totally independent Power. If 



precedents were allowed to govern 
policies this argument might have 
some weight, but If tho ICmpIre hail 
always waited for precedents it would 
have ended long ago. This genera- 
tion Is Just as capable of creating 
precedents as Its forerunners were. 
There Is no more reason why a Cana- 
dian navy should be wholly responsi- 
ble to the Admiralty in London than 
there 1b reason 'why the Finanos 
Minister of Canada should be a crea- 
ture of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

I do not conceive that Canada 
would propose to contribute to the 
cost of the Imperial nays' without 
direct representation on the Admiralty 
Board, and In the parliament which 
reviews the coat and conduct of that 
body. Wo are quick to admit the 
force of tho argument that Inasnnich 
as the colonies are advantaged by the 
Imperial navy lliey ought not to bo 
entirely free from llnanclal obligation. 
The fact that our share hi the ICm- 
plre Is so essKntl.ally constructive 
strengthens, If possible, the posi- 
tion on which great issues 
liavo before now been fought with 
only one ending — that tlie people who 
provide the money shall absolutely 
control tho spending of It. When the 
House of Lords controls money bills 
;ind the Australian budget Is revised 
In W'liiteliall we Hh.iil no doubt re- 
ceive gladly the Idea tliat the Cana- 
dian peo])le be taxed for the Imperial 
navy. \Ve have read eiinugli of I'hig- 
Ush history and liave had enough ex- 
perience of our own to know that tho 
lynch-pln of self-government Is this 
absolute control of taxes by the 
taxed. 

Nor i.'< it coiU'iMvable that Canada 
would desire to iiorrow or luirchase 
ves.sols that have "obsnleted" from 
lirst-elass servlee in the Imperial 
squadrons. It has hfi:n suggested and 
endorsed in tile Times that the Ad- 
miralty should lend us two or three 
obsolete vessels for policing our 
llsherles as the first step in tho dis- 
charge of Canada's duty to tho naval 
development of the Empire. It is un- 
wise to be contemptuous of small 
beginnings and much may be said for 
the scheme of obtaining a few .sea- 
pollcemen that :tre too small or too 
slow for active service with, say, the 
Channel squadron, nut if we aro to 
dotal with tlie (lucstiou at all wo had 
better begin as though wo mean 
business. To make a debut in se- 
cond-hand clothes la to be too econo- 
mical of dignity. Wo must asslist our 
new citizens to understand that wo 
are luirtners In the Empire and not 
merely one of Its poor relations. 
AVIiere would a couple of poacher- 
catchers belong? Would ""they be 
creatures of the Marino Department, 
or would a little Adnihalty bo creat- 
ed for their direction? 

Th(' llrst consideration in any at- 
tempt to realize the naval iiosslblll- 
tles of n country that overlooI<s tho 
Atlantic and Pacltlc Oceans Is that It 
must wear tho appearance of a thor- 
oughly Canadian origin. To allow the 
impression to spread that primarily it 
is the flnanclal,, stress of England 
which imposes new ' burdens on our 
people would Jeopardise the move- 
ment. In starting. ia naval policy of 
our own there Is'ri'o risk of establish- 
ing the idea tliat wo, h.avo notions of 
a naval Independence that will ap- 
Ijroxlmate to that of Holland or 
Greece. Our neighbors are rapidly 
emerging from the supposition tlint 
we are in a state of vassalage to ICng- 



land. By inaugurating a navy of nur 
own v.'e should enhance the prestige 
of tho Biniiirc in the Republic; lirst, 
because It' would be obvious that only 
in a truly great emiilrn could there be 
such intor-dependence of parts v/ltli 
the complete acquiescence of tho ori- 
ginal power; and, secondly, the esta- 
blishment of a nuvy on a thoroughly 
Canadian basis, but ready to act with 
and for th6 Mother Country would be 
a standing sign of our contentment 
within the Empire, and an effectual 
proof of tho futility of supposing that 
the relation could be broken. 

We must develop tlie naval spirit. 
Wo must begin liy training our youth 
within sight of our sliores rather 
than by looking for jioachers on the 
high seas. Fov maritime activity there 
la a n.'itural, Iiealtliy craving In all 
nations. No one is so foolish as to 
suppose that Canada would ever 
dream Of a navy finally regardless of 
Great Britain. Every discerning man 
would perceive that whatever Canada 
did would be merely an evidence of 
the strength of decentralization in an 
Imperial government based absolutely 
on the will of tho governed. 

Our maritime assets, so to speak, 
are iliree — tho Atlantic seaboai'd, tho 
Pacills seaboard and the Great Lakes. 
Hltlierto our defensive instincts have 
been served only by tiie militia. In 
view of the distribution of our popu- 
lation, I suspect that we have moro 
drill-halls and armories than England 
has. But it is anomalous that, with 
our great coast-Hne in Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and far-eastern Que- 
bec, our young fellows, to whom sea- 
legs come by nature sliould be com- 
pelled Into tho militia when their 
choice would be marines. 

'i'he population of the Interior 
.sliould ehir/ly supply tho iiiilltia 
force. Hut there Is enough blood In 
the country wl.'ich first came hero In 
sailors to furnish a naval contingent, 
even if our many rivers and innu- 
merable lakes did not swarm in sum- 
mer with all kinds of pleasure craft, 
which promote a love of life afloat. 

Tlie pact which keeps armed ves- 
sels off the Great Lakes must never bo 
broken. But tlu' example of the Unit- 
ed States In using the lakes, oven as 
far as Dululh, the weHti.'rn extremity 
of Lake .Superior, as training-grounds 
for her naval youth should be fol- 
lowed. The further you are from the 
.=alt water the less likely are you to 
api)reclate tho importiuice of tlio 
oceans to the development of your na- 
tional commerce. The greater Is tho 
need, therefore, of utilizing tho laitcs 
to show your people tliat the carriage 
of ore and wheat in twelve-thousand- 
ton boats is not the whole extent of 
your navigable Interests. 

In front of the Parliament Build- 
ings at Toronto is a gun taken in tho 
Crimean war. At Detroit recently I 
saw a giinless United states cadet 
ship; it was taken from the Spaniards. 
\\'o cannot put such iin advertisement 
of modern British naval history on 
tlie lakes, because observant nations 
have been too wise to collido with 
"Dreadnoughts." But we can find 
some means 'of repeating on' tho lakes 
what has been done on the lawn In 
Queen's Park and In other similar 
places. Where an out-of-dato gun- 
boat might be .tn Irritant some mod- 
ern "Arotliusa" might spepdlly pro- 
voke our naval emergence. Whatever 
the form, we must have the substance 
of naval training on tlie lakes. Lit- 
erally wo must teach the young Idea 
to shoot. 

There must also be, of course. 



training-stations on the eastern and 
v/estern coasts. Halifax and Esqui- 
mau are available. Nova Scotia has 
ideal marine conditions. British 
Columbia has, potentially, a great 
part to -play In the Piicllic. In winter 
tile youngsters who liad spent the 
summer on tho lakes would be sent, 
some to the Atlantic and some to the 
Paciflc, to become masters of navi- 
gation' by cruises to Europe, to the 
West Indies, to Australia and Japan. 
When Canadian wf.rshlps are brought 
to Canadian coasts tliey must bo 
equal with the best. We have ob- 
served th(! naming of battleshliis after 
countries In Britain, as we have seen 
the naming of similar United States 
vessels after different states of the 
Union. Tlie propagandist tendency of 
patriotism has been born In us as in 
tlie. other Englhsh-speaking peoples. 

The question of control — of relation 
to the Imperial navy— It not difflsult 
of solution. It may appear dlfllcult to 
eyes accustomed to tlie measure of 
red tape, and to men of little faith in 
the cementing power of blood. In the 
first place, we should got our Instruc- 
tions from Great Britain. Even those 
wlio were not exactly delighted with 
the Imperial oihcers' part In the Boer 
war glory In the unquestioned iire- 
ominence of the Britlsii seaman. We 
know that whoever would bo loaned to 
us would realize the difference be- 
tween getting our Instructors from 
England and taking Instructions from 
the same source. A very little tact 
and capacity to excite enthusiasm 
would Imbue every (Janadlan cadet 
and seaman with the sjilendid tradi- 
tions of the navy and make them 
feel their partnershli) In It. In peace 
times everything would depend on tho 
good sense of all parties to tho ar- 
rangement — which is true of all poli- 
tical ententes. 

But as in peace you prepare for 
war, must not your plans, from tho 
beginning, be based on the assump- 
tion that at any moment the discipline 
of warfare may become Imperative? 
Somebody must give orders and some- 
body must obe.v. What would Canada 
do then? How are you to .avoid tho 
danger that iwould arise from the vir- 
tual independence of tho Canadian 
navy? For does not independence 
mean possible neutrality, and there- 
fore ))ossil)!e hostility? 

Admit the apparent anomaly and 
there is no need for al.arm. Happily, 
against the fears of tiic little-faiths 
wo liavo the experience of the cent- 
uries. The presence of the Canadian 
contingent In South Africa was not 
surprising to U8. We foresaw it 
even when Lord Londadowne was de- 
clining colonial aid. We knew it 
would happen even when Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was backing up his own 
views with tho plea that there was not 
parliamentary provision for partici- 
pating In a quarrel seven thousand 
miles away. 

it must not bo supposed, though, 
that Canada beforehand will unreserv- 
edly pledge herself to fight for Brit- 
ain. The partnership idea hos not 
yet reached the point of sacrificing 
every principle on which her natlonol 
development thus far has been 
founded. If there are Canadian advo- 
vates of such a pledge, they aro in a 
liopeless minority. Nobody would 
dream of Great Britain making a 
treaty with tho United States in re- 
ference to Canada without consulting 
Canada. Canada has no formal con- 
stitutional locus in negotiations be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. But in practice she Is at 



Washington all tho time and we havo 
lived to see the British Ambassador 
to the United Slates iiaying a visit to 
Ottawa and addressing public audi- 
ences in Canadian cities. 

It Is quite safe to leave open the 
question of whether a Canadian navy 
would have to fight in every British 
iiuarrel, for the double reason that 
the Foreign Minister and the Cabinet, 
in London are Imperial statesmeh'and 
Canada Is not a Crown' colony. • In 
dealing with foreign affairs generally 
the Imperial Cabinet Inevitably con- 
siders the probable attitude of tho 
over-seas dominions towards any Im- 
pending crisis. Anything on such a 
matter It docs not know It can easily 
find out, for the telegraph practically 
places tho council chamber of every 
one of tile over-seas doniinions next 
door to tho council chamber at White- 
hall. 

The question of agreement with or 
hostility to the Mother Country in 
any International quarrel could never 
bo governed by any hard and fast 
compulsion to fight in tlio Mother 
Country's cause. If the Mother Coun- 
try could not win the sympathy of her 
kith and Itin In her quarrel that would 
be a very strong presumption that lier 
quarrel was not worth powder and 
shot. We are aware that sometimes 
war has to bo risked secretly. But 
the risk is fiot so great as it seems, 
for no European Power will risk a 
serious war on some matter about 
which public feeling has not been 
roused. Wars are not made any 
mor(! In thi} back parlors of Irre- 
s])onsible autocr.-ils. 

AVith the recent experience of 
.Suuth-lCastern Europe before us — an 
experience which fifty years ago 
would liave resulted in war llrst and 
dl.sciission afterwards — we are quite 
willing to take our cliances of agree- 
ment with the Mother Country with- 
out a formal contract being entered 
Into beforehand. And as wo should 
expect that tho commanding offlcers 
would be selected because of their 
capacity to command, we should not 
be afraid to take our fighting Instruc- 
tions from such chiefs. When tho 
tlnn; came it would bo seen that tho 
loyalty of the French-Canadian, of 
tho American, of tho Gallclan, of all 
the one-time aliens, would bo trans- 
fused into a loyalty to tho Empire, 
which Is greater than us all. 

P. S. — The foregoing was written at 
tho suggestion of friends after some 
remarks of mine at a public gathering 
In Victoria and before the disclosure 
of tho naval situation as between 
Great Britain and Germany had led to 
tho remarkable outburst of patriotism 
throughout the Empire. Tho Domin- 
ion government, at the time of Writ- 
ing, is being urged to offer Dread- 
nought.q to the Mother Country, a me- 
thod of showing our devotion to Im- 
perial interests which I heartily ap- 
prove. This development does not 
change my views; it only accentuates 
them. Tho chief naval necessity for 
Canada is stUl training-schools for 
her youth and the provision of one, 
two, or three battleships would 'do 
much to stimulate tho naval spirit of 
which I have written. But It should 
bo expressly stipulated that any ves- 
sels so provided by Canada would bo 
lent to tho jVdmlralty until our own 
crews aro ready, to man them. The 
knowledge that' ships Were provided In 
this way would perhaps do more than 
anything else to achieve the creation 
of a Canadian navy.

The fourteenth annual general 
meeting of the N'avy League was held 
at the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion recently, when the attendance of 
members was smaller than that of 
previous years. Mr. Carlyon Bellairs, 
M.P., vlce-chairmim of the executive 
committee, presided. In their report 
t!i(^ committee regretted .i slight fall- 
ing elX In the revenue for tin- year, 
but stated that the number of sub- 
scribers had ln;en more than main- 
tained, while the league was receiving 
more Inlluential supiiort than hitlierto. 
In discussing the jiolicy of the league 
the committee claimed that in a year 
fraught with uncertainty and perplex- 
ity to those interested in naval mat- 
ters they had steered a steady course 
in confining themselves to educational 
work as to the needs of the country. 
In view of the failure cjf the govern- 
ment to bring in a satisfactory ju-o- 
gramme the committee thought it was 
a question for urgent considcratliui 
whether tin; tim<: had imt loine to 
abandon the policy of iin'cting. our 
entire naval expiMiditurc out of re- 
venue. It Involved ton siTicius a 
handicap In comiietitlon with tin; 
growing naval armaments of foreign 
naval powers, which w^re largely paid 
for out of loans. The report also 
pointed out as satisfactory that the 
proportion of foreign seamen employ- 
ed In the British mercantile niarlne 
sliov.'ed a steady decrease sinct' the 
year 1!>03. The total prop<]rtlon ^u' 
foreigners to every hundred persnns 
employed in that >-ear was 22. mh. 
while foi- tlie ye:ir r.K»7 It was 
During the year iwidve new lu'ani'beH 
nf the leagiu". had been fni'meii in var- 
ious i)arts of the country. 

The chairm.m, in moving the .adop- 
tion of tlu^ rejiort, said tliat tluil lie 
had received letters regretting their 
inability to attend the meeting from 
Jlr. llobert Yerburgh, the president, 
and Ijord Klclio, chairman of the ('X- 
ecutive committee, the latter Ijeing 
prevented by illness. Proceeding. .Mr. 
Bellairs said that he thougii t it de- 
slrable that he should lllustcaK^ tiu' 
necessity for vigilance on the i)art cif 
the Navy League by pointing out that 
th(;y otight not to be; content with tlie 
mere jiledges of the government Imt 
only actual r'erforniance. (Hear, hear.) 
That w;'.s the- reason why the le.aitue 
was carrying out an extensive camp- 
aign throughout the country and 
pressing for the immediate ordering 
of eight large .armored ships com- 
monly called Dreadnoughts. Last 
autumn they obtained from the Prlmc> 
Minister a deflplto and specific pledge 
upon three occasions that the two- 
Power standard would bo adhered to, 
and tbiot meant equality with the two 
next strohgest Powers In tho world, 
plu» ten" per cent. That pledgii had 
now boon ■ violated, iitid the govern- 
ment h'/id ruled nut one of the two 
f.f.vt ufromre.Mt Pow(U'H. It was there- 
for': nerjc'iMar.v for tho blague to re- 
eoii/dder Its jjOBitlon and see that !l 
demand v/a."! made upon the govcaai- 
ment to fulfil Its pledge. .Siioaking 
for lilnui'df, hn should say that tin.' 
(dmpl'Ht formula would be to demand 
from tho governmen»; that this country 
should always lay down two keels to 
ono for Obrmany. That would prac- 
tically bo a return to tho old two to 



one standard wliicli liad existed in 
former days. With reference to the 
pledges of the last session they were 
promised that the designs ot the ships 
for the lyny programme should lie 
ready at the beginning of tho year so 
that the slilpH could be ordered then. 
He was therefore astonished to hear 
from Sir Edward (irey. In his epocli- 
making siieecli on the vote of censure;, 
that if we were to order ships now 
they would have to be of the Xeptune 
<l(--sigii; that was, of the design of 
last year's programme. If that were 
true the Admiralty could not have 
liosslbly carried out their iiiedge to 
have the designs ready by tho begin- 
ning of this year, even if they had 
them now. It was the habit of the 
Admiralty to prepare at least half-a- 
dozen deslgnj, so [bat if a foredgn 
njition built bigger ships they would 
be ready with still bigger sliips. A 
."I'cond ])lcdge was that of March 10, 
when Mr. MeKiuina staled In the 
Hou.se of Commons that tho spare 
jjarts. gun-niDUnllngs and gums, etc., 
would be f)rdored ill once for the ships 
In be laid down In .luly. A tjuestion 
asked in the House recently had 
elicited the answer that no orders had 
yet been placed foi- these Important 
parts of a ship's equlpmont and It 
might be the case that whenever the 
question was repeated at a later iieriod 
It would be found that they had not 
been placed even then. Passing to 
the po.sition of the league, Mr. Bel- 
lair'; said that the resolution to be 
moved hy Lord P.obert Ci'cil for tlie 
appointment of a eonimitlcH' to con- 
siiier reorganization uf the league 
was not .an attack upon the priisent 
organization, but was of a perfectly 
friendly eliaroeler ami the outcome of 
a desire to increase its liillueiice In 
view of the development of naval 
matters. They hoped that the Navy 
League in this country would attain 
fill! strength of the Nnvy Leitguo in 
(lerniany, where there wi^ro over a 
inilllon members, compared with the 
i;i),OOI) to 2r,,0Ot» members of their own 
oi-ganizatiun. They wislieil to hiive 
branehe.s in (.-very constituency ot the; 
country and In ever.v colon,\' through- 
out the l';ni])ire. The iln.incial jiosi- 
tion of the P-.aguc w.as .satisfactory, 
but If they were adequately to carry 
on their agitation there must be In- 
crijasod sujiport. They must sec to it 
that, although governments miglit 
eome and governments might go, the 
British naval supremacy must go on 
for ever. (Cheers.) 

Mr. W, W. Ashley, M.P., seconded, 
and as.scrted that It w.as their duty to 
impress uinin the government the 
importance of increasing the navy and 
maintaining it at a proper standard. 
The Reorganization of the L«ague 

Lord Robert; Cecil, M.P„ tnoved 
"That a eoinmitlee consisting of llvi> 
menibers be appointed to consider the 
reorganization of tlu! Navy League, 
and to rejiort to a genertil meetliiK as 
soon as ;..-,ssllili,\" Having assured 
the niepting that the resolution con- 
tained no vote of censiiri! iqion .-iny- 
cuie, lu; .said that they were face to 
face with an International situntlou of 
great gravity. It was very difficult to 
speak oh that topic without being 
Immediately charged with being an 
alarplBt. It was, rather dlfflcult to 



tell tho truth about anything now- 
adays without being told that one was 
an extremist or an alarmist, but no 
one who looked at the international 
situation could doubt that there was a 
considerable element, he would not 
say risk, but at all events of serious- 
ness In the relations between the 
principal Powers of Europe. Tlie 
main outstanding feature was this, 
that one of the Gretit Powers had de- 
finitely challenged tho position Great 
Britain had taken up in naval mat- 
ters. He did not wish to make tho 
slightest attack upon that Power. She 
was entitled to her view of what was 
right as we were entitled to our view 
of what was right, but for the safety 
of this country that wo should have 
unchallenged supremacy at sea. 
(Hear, hear.) That view was not 
acceiUed by one of the Groat Powers 
of ICurope, and It was tiiereforc ob- 
vious tliat they were face to f.ace with 
an essential difference of opinion be- 
tween Great Britain and one of the 
mo.st powerful nations of tho world. 
That meant a period of great strain 
and stress for this country, and In 
order to meet It they must be pro- 
pared to employ all the resources 
available. They would not bo dis- 
charging their duty as members of the 
loagiK! If they did not satisfy them- 
std\us to the utmost that they hud 
roiK; everything they could. The fact 
that the Cerm.'m Navy League liad 
over a million members showod that 
the jiosslbllities of our own Navy 
League were not exhausted. In the 
recent liy-eleetlons at Newcastle and 
(Jlasgow ho heard there was an ear- 
nest desire that tho case for the navy 
should bo put before tin' electors anil 
It was found that no branch of the 
league existed In those great seaports. 
It sliowod that something ought to be 
done In extending the branch or- 
ganization of tho league. At any rate 
it showed that there was a case f(u- 
in(|ulry and that was all ho asked by 
his resolution. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ashley seconded and tho reso- 
lution was carried, the president of 
the league (Mr. Yerburgh), the 
<:liairman (Lord lOlcho), the vlci'- 
chairmau (Mr, Bellairs), the Earl of 
WUton, and Viscount Ridley being 
elected to form the committee. 



TURKS NOT EFFETE 

Mr. Abner Kingman, of Montreal, 
■who has recently made an extensive 
tour in the Old World, said to the 
Montreal Witness as follows: 

"The one topic which overshadows all 
others In England at tho present time, 
lie says. Is the prospect of war with 
Germany, and the great consensus. of 
opinion among Intelligent meh seems 
to bo that such a war Is inevitable. 

"The two nations ar? now ergibarked 
upon policleB 'Which would s^em to 
miiUe war a oertaihty," said Mr. King- 
man. "It Is like two ships at sea. Here 
Is Great, Britain steadily pursuing a 
cotirsa which: she lias long-, held, and 
froin.AvhIch it-Is Impossible :for her to 
deviate, and here in Germany deliber- 
ately putting her helm over so as to 
bring' herself right across the- course 
of Great Britain. The result will be a 
collision, and that collision, it is bo- 



! licved, Germanv la deliberately seek- 
' ing." 

When in Sniyrn.a, Mr. Kingman liad 
an oi)]5ortunity of discu.s.siug the tre- 
mendous changes that have taken place 
in Turke.v v.-itli men wlio are thor- 
oughly acquainted with the situation. 
Among the men lu! met wa.s Prof. i\lc- 
Laugliliti. formerly of Queen's Univ<'r- 
aity, who Is preshhuit ot tho Aineri-- 
can Missionary College at Smyrna, 
and has several Canadians assisting 
him in the work. 

"From what Professor JIcLauglilin 
told me," he said, "I gathered that the 
recent attempt of the .Sultan and the 
reactionary forces to regain their 
power in Turkey, came like a bolt from 
the blue, ju.st as did tlie action of tlie 
Young Turks the year previous, It 
was found out that the Sultan and his 
sujiporters had bci.-n bribing the troops 
In C^oiistantlnnple, but that outside the 
circle where the men had Iieen bought 
with money, no supporters whatever 
could be found for thi; reactionary 
movement. It was tho troo[)s cf the 
reform party from outside tliat circle 
who stived the situation. 

"Under tlio Influence of tho Young 
Turks, 'I'urUey Is bound to go .-ilRad 
liy lea]is ;uul bounds, and that the 
country has a great future there is lit- 
tle doubt. Tile idea that the nation i.s 
an effete and decadent one is alto- 
gethi-r ^vrong. A.s an instance of their 
moral (lualitles. I w:is told that when 
tile Young Tuiks overthrew the Sul- 
tan's fi.rce.s a \ear ago, there was no 
government at all for two motitlis. Tho 
old govc-rnnient had been overthrown 
and tho n(-,, one nad not yet been or- 
ganized, 'i'here were no iiolice, no .sol- 
diers. In fact, no form of government 
at all, and yet the behavior of the jieo- 
ple im the w'Kole was excelliMit. there 
being very few excesses of any kind. 

"Physically the 'J'urks iin: among tho 
strongest nations In the world, and. 
where they have ilii; opportunity ;iiul 
training they show themselves to be 
the equal of an.v other nation in imuit,-il 
capacity. It Is rather to be; regretted 
that most of those who become uni- 
versity men get tlioir training in 
l''rance and Germany, and very few of 
them In li'Ingland, but It Is a niattt:r for 
congratulation th.-it most of the cdu- 
cationjii work that Is being done In 
Turk(;y Itself Ls under tho influence of 
men from North America. There are 
quite a number of large colleges in 
Turkey, conducted by Americans .-iiid 
Canadian.s. They were started origin- ! 
ally as missionary enterprises but 
wdille still retaining their nilsslonnr.v 
character, they have greatly enlarged 
their scope, and are now giving lulc-- 
quatn (education to many hundreds of 
Turkish, Greek and Armenian pujills. 

"When you step over the Bos|iliorous 
into Asia Minor, there you find the 
clash of tho Turk and the Armenian, 
the Mohammedan and the Clii-istlan, 
The real difficulty Is that the Armen- 
ians aro born traders, and practically 
.■ill tho largo business and llnancia! 
houses .'ire In their hands.- This .excites 
trade jealousy, and racial and religious 
differences, are Qnly ' nik&e'j, the .cxcpse 
for attacks upon the A'rn^ehiknsiV'.T.llje 
Armenians are not Massacred for their 
race or religion, but for the same rea- 
son that , the' Jews were massacred in 
Russia— because tho people want to get 
rid of the money lenders." 1 




There can be no doubt that the 
Iiresenl Goveriior-Gonertil is more 
witlely po])uIar in Canada than any of 
liis predecessors in that high ofllce 
were or could havo been. Happy in 
his personality, happier still In his 
opportunities, he Is known and liked 
by all sorts and conditions of Cana- 
dians in every part of tlie country; 
whereas more than one of those who 
have represented the Sovereign there 
since the creation of the Canadian 
(.'onfederaey were regarded as august 
functionarii'S fciriiiing the "di.gnilied 
part" of the constitutional mechan- 
ism (to use nagehot's phrase) and as 
sedulously avoiding close contact with 
tho people at large. It Is true that 
Lord Grey's prodecesors Invariably 
made many friends when they found 
themselves in touch with the' homely 
outspoken folk of "away- back settle- 
ment," such as the habitant of Q'ue- 
bec or the hundred-acre farmer ot 
Ontario, or with tho many types ot 
tile pioneering Canadian, men who 
were lii no position to share even the 
most inclusive hospitalities of Ilideau 
Hall. Thus, I have often heard West- 
ern old-timers express their admira- 
tion of the getiialily and helpfulness 
of the late I^ord Dufferln .-ind his 
daughters when they traveled across 
tli(^ great iilitlns liofore there was rail- 
way communication west of Winnl- 
pueg. Every))ody is expected to lend 
a hand on occasion In a camp on tlie 
high pr.-ilrles and the plainsmen 
were delighted to lind that a Gov- 
ernor-General regarded as an exem- 
plar of the grand seigneur by 1-^reni-h- 
speaking Canadians was able and 
v. illing to care for his horse while ills 
womenfolk lielped in the cooking. In 
former ilays. however, opportunities 
for jirovlifg that "a man's a man for 
a' that," even If he be a (Toviu-nor- 
Geiieral, were not numerous, and it is a 
fact that Ministers and permanent 
oinclttls thought It unwise to run any 
risk of the slightest loss of guber- 
natorial dignity. At a time when 
active politicians belie\-ed that tlio 
ofllce of Governiu--General was a sign 
of "colonial servitude" and involved. 
useli!Ss expenditure, it was ])robably 
justifiable Id assume that the nialn- 
teiitince of a rlgorou.s, If not rigid, 
eli(piette was a necessity of tlie 
situation. 

Lord Grey's Visits 
'I'oday tin- va.st majority of fjaiia- 
dians tal;<; a bro.-idor view (.if this 
matter and believe that tiie ("lovernor- 
Genei-.'il should be the friend and 
ciuinsellor of one and all, and not 
merely a political or social function- 
ary, tho property of Ottawa In a 
special, sense. .• They the also con- 
vinced that ' tho ■; Sovereign's repre- 
sentative Iri Canada may snfoly fol- 
low the example of the Sovereign 
himself and visit neighboring coun- 
tries In order thi<t they may become 
more nelghboi-ly. Lord Grev'.s visits 
to tho United States and to New- 
foundland — it is strange to think that 
ho was the llrst Govornor-G(uieral to 
visit an Island which may some day 
become the tenth province of the 
Dominion — were In tlio nature cf con- 
stitutional Innovations, .wijIollT,, would 
havo been adversely :i'-cntlclzed 2p 
years ago, and might- have "been for- 
bidden by the Imperial authorities. 



Tlie Canadian government would cer- 
tainly have thought that Lord Duffer- 
ln was exceeding his authority and 
interfering indirectly in Canadian 
politics if ho had Journeyed to New 
York and made speeches there. More- 
over, many Americans would have 
strongly objected to the presence on 
American soil of tho Canaditin Gov- 
ernor-General in ills oHicial capacity. 
A\"lth tho exception of a few of the 
descendants of the United Empire 
Lo\-alists, who still cultivate la raciue 
de la r.'ineune in an uncompromising 
manner, nobody In Canada critlzed 
Lord Grey's invasion of the United 
States and tho appearance of tho "Big 
Englishman" on the other side of the 
International boundary was welcomed 
by representative Americans — even by 
those who think "Americanism" is a 
kind of a sensitive plant, folding Its 
rhetorical leaves at a mention of 
monarcliial Institutions — none of 
whom resented in the slightest degree 
Ills outsiioken vindication of Canada's 
independent position in the New 
\V(u-ld, 

Since tli(>n I^ord Grey has kept In 
touch with the American capitals 
and has done much — more than Is 
generally known — to spread a kno^s■- 
ledge of the advantages of Canada as 
;i field of investment and settlement 
among the leading buainess men of 
the United States. Again his visits to 
Newfoundland liavc lieliied to confute 
the Impression, still widely current 
there, tliat Canadians are "foreigners," 
or, at any rale, lukewarm in thelr 
loyalty — an Impression of which op- 
Iionents of union on any terms make 
unscruiiulouB use. Much credit Is due 
to Jilm for his successful efforts to 
bring about more friendly relations 
between Canada and lier neighbors, 
great and small. 

Personal Popularity 

The ]if!rsonal poimlarity of Lord 
Grey among ail chisses of Canadian." — 
all of wliom now look upon him ;ih a 
(.'anadlan rather than an Englishman 
— Is largely tho result of his earnest 
desire to receive Information in regard 
to the many and manifold phases of 
(-anadlan development, and that 
]n-uctlcal knowledge of business in a 
"new country" which enables him to 
grasp the meaning of such Informa- 
tion, see it In a just perspective, 
cr>-stalize It in a jibase, and — from the 
point of view of a disinterested ob- 
ser\-er of the growth of the whole 
c-ountry ay a whole —give advice In 
partlctllar instances. His experi- 
ence of aflalrs In Rhodesia, another 
land In tho making, enabled him to 
understand from the first the signi- 
ficance of the groytfth in population 
and wealth of -Weatern Canada. The 
Western peojjle regard hlth as one ot 
themselves, possessed of a like conli- 
denco in the future of their vast, 
sparsely settled provinces, and as sec- 
ure a knowledge of the proper me- 
thods — Including advertisement — ot 
realizing their natural assets, Ac- 
cessibility, as regards both persons 
and Ideas, Is the chief Western virtue 
and there Is no denying that the pre- 
sent Governor-General possosscs It. 
He Is always willing to hear about 
the business possibilities of a new 
settlement or city or the value of an 
unoccupied block of land or an un- 



developed "mining camp" (tho phase 
is used in the technical sense), and, 
what Is more; he Is obviously inte- 
rested in the matter, and, what is 
still more, ho clearly understands it in 
all its bearings. In England the dis- 
cussion of business matters is re- 
served for particular times and 
])l;Lces, and tho business man does not 
take the whole world into his conli- 
dcnce. In Canada especially In tho 
West, tho person with a "proposition" 
— it is an all-embracing term — will 
talk about it at nil times and places. 

But Lord Grey, as every Canadian 
knows, deliglits in collecting volun-; 
teercd Information, wants to know 
everything about his adopted country, 
willingly listens to anybod^^ who can 
add to his store of collected and col- 
lated facts, and never forgets' either 
ills Informant or the information he 
Imparts. Other Governors-General 
have lieen good listeners^ but none ot 
them havo listened with such compro'- 
henslve, yet detailed, understanding. 
I remember a real est,ato dealer ro- 
mtirking after a conversation with 
hlin; "What a partner he'd make for 
a llrm handling farm-lands!" Simi- 
lar Instances of naive, unrehearsed 
compliments, tho best of all, could 
easily be multiplied. No wonder that 
tho people of the Far West ore' re- 
joicing that ho will remain in Canada 
for tho full term of six yeard, -which 
will give him an opportunity of 
visiting Northern British Columbia 
and the yul;on Territory. He v/ill get 
tho warmest of welcomes In Prince 
Rupert, the terminal port of the new 
transcontinental line, when ho docs 
arrive, since everybody In that "Van- 
couver la the making remembers that 
ho onco said that. In da.vs to come, 
the iirice of wheat would bo fixed 
there. Since half ot the Western 
wheat crop will go out via Prince 
Rupert, tho sea voyage round Cape- 
Horn being much che.-iper than the 
long r.'iil liaul eastward to the Atlan'- 
tic, the proidiecy may Ilnd fulfil- 
ment. :\l,an\- other examples of Such 
iong-rangi; business forecasts On' -his 
pari could be given, if It were really 
net-essary to submit further reasons 
for the belief of nearly all Canadians 
that Lord Grey Is the llrst of tholr 
Governors-General to comprehend tho 
significance of Canada's commercial 
growth to herself, to the Mot;her 
Country, and to the Empire.— London 
Times.

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At the time of my visit, saj's a corrcsponri- 
eiit of the London. Timet;, 666.S miles of the 
prairie section of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
]iailway were being operated Ijy the construc- 
tion department for tlie benefit of the settlers 
and of those who were building tlie towns 
a'ong the line — nearly all these towns were 
non-existent last spring — or looking for busi- 
ness there. The track, which is practically an 
"air line" and will provide the shortest and 
easiest route between Winnipeg and Edmon- 
ton, leflects great credit on ihc cnyinoers amj 
contractors. 'J'liere is no g-raciienl anywhere 
exceeding J-5 in 100. and cnrvatures of any 
kind are conspicuously absent, while all the 
construction work has been carried ovU much 
more caiefully than is customary with build- 
ers of r.'iiiways, even trunk lines, in Western 
Canada or the Western Slates. The ballast- 
ing was not finished when I left "Winnipeg 
lor Wainwright, the fifth and last divisional 
point on the completed line, and the train was 
not ailo\ved to attempt to make c|uick time, 
the compau}' i)eing unwilling \n risk the li^■es 
or limbs of its ])asseni;crs — a polic\- of caution 
^vIlich miglit be commended lf> the notice of 
many American railway corporations. More- 
over, it traveled during the daytime only, so 
that the journey up took a whole week, which 
included, ho^ve\•cr, a week-end spent at Wat- 
rous, certainly the prettiest of the infant 
towns along the track. Farmers did not mind 
the train's easy progress, for 10 them the com- 
ing of the steel trail meant that they could at 
last market their grain, and the. \ alue per acre 
of their homesteads (which could now be made 
into homes) had been multiplied four or five 
times. To the storekeepers it meant that 
thanks to the closer settlement of the near 
future, their trade would be doubled or trebled 
and a system of cash transactions rendered pos- 
sible. Nor did these men object to the pro.xi- 
mity of other lines, primarily freight-collecting 
tentacles, knowing that the new line is to be a 
transcontinental track, which alone could intro- 
duce the factor of competition and so bring 
about a reduction in freight rates. 

A Fertile Country 

Generally speaking the prairie country 
traversed by the Grand Trunk Pacific is super- 
ior to that along the Winnipeg-Calgary route, 
some of which is a haggard, sterile land with 
insufficient rainfall and, what is a more serious 



obstacle to agricultural settleniont, a shallow 
soil with too much sand in it, and here and there 
rendered useless by closely-set boulders. From 
Portage la Prairie up to Rivers, the first divi- 
sional point 142 miles from Winnipeg, the new 
transcontinental railway passes through a wcll- 
seltlcd country of long-demon.strated fertility. 
For example, it crosses the richest portion of 
the Carberr)- district, one of the \-eiy best 
wheat-raising area.s in ^[anitoba. Mere ;uk1 there 
is a patch of sandhills, the fragmentai'v dunes 
and beaches of the vast vanished lal<e which, 
in one era of geological time — the historian's 
centuries are the geologist's days — covered the 
whole of the North American prairie region. 
Rut the good land was never very far uway. 
Much the same may be said of the country 
b(Hween Rivers and Melville (JJi) mile? west 
from \Vinni]:)eg), which is the second of the di- 
visional towns, the characieristic featiu'e of 
which is a railway romul-house with its se\'(M'al 
sti^aight chimneys. F\-erywhere the famous 
black soil is seen, and vast nnfenced wheatfields 
appear, on which lie heaps of straw or, rather, 
straw-dust cast out in a cloud by the stcnm- 
thresher. I'or twenty miles after leaving Touch- 
wood the line passes through hills or high- 
rolling prairie (as thougli the plains had been 
stirred into billows by some tremendous storm), 
but all, or nearly all, of this district could be 
profitably cultivated. 

The Saskatoon District 

Further on the hills arc smaller, the earth 

wa\'e5 become more slow ri]ip!es, imtil the train 
runs out into the vast treeless levels of the 
ceiUral ])rairii' region for which Saskatoon with 
her many couN-erging raihva}- lines and four 
great bridges over the South Saskatchewan is 
th(^ chief distributing centre. The actual ex- 
l)erience of the settlers in this mid-way territory 
lias confuted the belief in its worthless nature 
which was generally current in the West during 
the years 1895-1900. Nor has the alleged lack 
of rainfall ever led to the loss of a crop there. 
Ten years ago these midway lands could have 
been bought for i?! an acre, or even less in 
bk)cks of any size. Today they arc wortli from 
.$10 to $30 per acre, according to their distance 
from a railway and its elevators, liven in 1907, 
(ho worst year in the last twenty, the fanners 
in the Saskatoon area had a fairly good wheat 
crop. A third delusion of the past was the idea 
that- a change in color of surface soil from 
black to brown (which often occurs as one 
passes from one district into another of this 
vast wheatfield) was a change from fertility to 



sterility. Emigrants from Ontario would, as I 
remember well, apply the term "snnd-lots" to 
the brown loam localities. But experience has 
proved that the wheat crops on such soil are 
equal, both in quantity and quality, to those 
raised on the black loam. And farmers assert 
that the brown loam in the admixture of sand 
is actually a protection against frost, l-'rofessor 
j. .Macoun, of the Canadian Geological Survey, 
who has studied agricultural coiulitious in 
Western Canada since i'<^'>~2. when there was no 
settlenierU outside Ivctl River (now \\'innip(>g), 
accepts their assertion as correct. In seeking 
(or a scientific explanation he arrived at the 
belief that the brown soil "is a naturally warm 
one, and that the heat is retained at night in- 
stead of being lust b\ ladialion as in the case 
of black soils." The credit of disposing of all 
these erroneous ideas must be given in ihv 
American settlers with their forty \ears <^f cx- 
perienci^ of the art cjf prairie-farming and of 
what crmstitutes a first-rate jirairie soil. Excejit 
for a few stony or boulder-strewn patches about 
centain lakes all the land from Touchwood to 
F.arl (466 miles from \\'innii)cg), which is the 
stopping place for Saskatoon, is suitable fcjr 
wheat growing. There is rnoiii foi- thousands 
of new s(Mtli'rs. ami here at any rale the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is a colonizing roail. 

Possibilities of Fruit Growing 

Imu" manv miles be_\(ind I'larl the ei)unir\- i-^ 
a series of dead-level wheat-lidds. .\fterwards 
sandy tracts appear, together with alkaline flats 
among small lakes and swamps. Then the train 
runs into another good district, which is well 
settled. Beyond Eagle Creek settlement is 
sparse, but the land lock's godd up to the I'are 
Hills (uo{ 'Tlear Hills." as most maps ha\-e it; 
tlie absence (jf trees and brush is the origin of 
the name I, though the .\merican or Canadian 
settler is likely to avoid so "pewy" a country, 
^'et the uplands are not too steep for the 
plough. 

Further on the line runs into a region of 
salt lakes ; the soil is generally excellent, but 
good water is not always easily obtained. More 
often than not it can be found on the surface 
or by sinking shallow wells. Bad saline water 
is the inevitable result of going below the sur- 
face drift into the underlying clay. At L'niiy 
(5S4 miles from Winnipeg), where the (/iraiid 
Trunk Pacific crosses the Saskatoon-Weiaski- 
win branch of the Canadian Pacific railway, the 
American settler is busy at his work of agri- 
cultural pioneering. Qn either side of the great- 
er Lake Manitou, a vast expanse of salt water, 
the country is rough and full of sand-hills, 



among which wild fruit grows luxuriantly — an 
index to the possible value of this region in the 
future when there are oreliards on the prairies. 
It should be remembered that .the Californian 
orange-groves have been largely transferred to 
the .sandy tracts which were despised by the 
first generation of fruit-growers. i£ven in this 
district there are frequent "pockets" of fine 
black or brown loam, and continuous areas of 
good laiul lie undc\'eloped at iio great distance 
i'l'om the line. The strange alnmdancc of coyotes 
or jjrairie wolves in the sandy jjlaces would for 
the present prevent sheep f,-'rming in this dis- 
trict. I went as far as the Battle River (10 miles 
beyond the oi)encd track) and saw the great 
bridge there, wliicli is now fiuishtjd. Some of 
the men working on this great steel and eon- 
erde structure, which is more than half a mile 
IdUg and 188 feet above the level of the little 
river in its deep \-al ley-ditch, had gone down 
with the ill-fati'd (Juebec bridge and escaped 
injury. Pjattlc River ami Fdnionton will pass 
through a country fairly well settled and ad- 
minibiy suited for mixed farming. 

■Winnipeg and Edmonton 

.About !00 town sites have been !-urveyed 
along the Winuipeg-Fdmonton line, and sev- 
eral thousanrls of the ItJts h;ive already been 
sold. The C(jini)an\- has wisely refraine<l from 
"booming" particular town-sites, a^ has been 
the custom of several ,\meriean i-ailway coi-pora- 
tions. nor has settlement therein been chi>cked 
by placing high prices on the lots. In 
such matters moderation is the best, policy 
for the filling up of the countr}- heuetils a rail- 
way much more ir. the long run than grasijing 
at immeiliatii prolils. Ii is iiui)ossible. of course, 
so say how many of those town-sites will Ije- 
coiiie substantial towns or cities. In sonie 
cases a glance at the jihysieal map of the West 
has Ijeen, (jr ought to have been, sufficient to 
en;d)le one to gaugi' the future jirosiiects of an 
urban settlement, l-'rom the very first it was 
obvious that Chicago, because of her strategic 
position at the lower end of lake navigation and 
midway between the agricultural West and the 
manufacturing liast. was destined to becouK! 
the cross-roads city of the L'nited States and the 
greatest distributing and collecting centre on 
the contiiu-nt. Xo exact jiarallel to Chicago 
exists in Western Canada. Winni])eg. together 
with I'ort William and Port Arthur, the grow- 
ing twin-ports at the upper end of lake naviga- 
tion, m^y be 'said to constitute the Canadian 
equivalent of the huge midway metropolis of 
the United States. 'VVinnipeg's strategic posi- 
tion at the eastern entrance to the Canadian 



prairie region, an<l the existence of Lake Win- 
nipeg and Lake Manitoba, which prevent rail- 
ways entering along more northerly routes, 
makes her a cross-roads city and guarantees the 
continuance of her r-ijiid growth (114 per cent 
ill the last five years) in population. Also 
JMlmotiloii must develop eventually into a city 
of the first magnitude. .She is the distributing 
centre for the largest and best mixed farming 
country in- the West; she will be brought into 
touch by the Edmonton-Prince Rupert section 
of the new Transcontinental with the richest un- 
developed mining districts of British Columbia ; 
and finally she stands in the same relation to the 
vast territory north of the Saskatchewan valley 
as that which Winnipeg occupies in regard to 
the res^ion between the international boundary- 
line and the Saskatchewan river and its northern 
brunch. 

Promising Towns 

Strategic points of such conse(iuciice are not 
to be found along the prairie section of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. But it is highly probable 
that cities of secondary importance, as large as 
Brandon, or Regina, or Calgary, will show up 
here and tjiere in its fertile territory. .Saskatoon, 
for examf)le. is already the capital of the cen- 
tra! ])rairies. This charming little city has grown 
ver\ r;<pi(ll\ , not only in population, but also 
in wealth and length of commercial reach, 
since 190,?, when I saw the beginnings of her 
preseiu prosperity. In that year Saskatoon 
iuid crossed the South Saskatchewan river and 
was a bustling community of about a thousand 
l)cople. Today the city has a population of be- 
tween six and sf'ven thousand, and now that 
she is on an ocean-to-ocean railway her de- 
velopment will be I'ven more rapid than it has 
been in the past. It has been arranged that 
the city shall be the scat of the University of 
Saskatchewan, and no healthier or more pleas- 
ant locality could have been found. 

There are other promising towns along the 
line. A railway round-house with its hundred 
or more employees is often the germ of a nota- 
ble city in the West, and I found busy settle- 
ments of from three to seven hundred workers 
at each of the fi\-e divisional jioiuts, liivcrs, Mel- 
ville. W.Mtrous. Biggar. and Wainwright. These 
towns are named after officials of the company, 
and as far as possible the appellations of the 
stations between two divisional points are ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order. Qne. rcgrejs the 
absence of Indian place names, which are often 
musical and generally romantic. It must bo 
remembered that few, if any, of the towns on 
this section of the railway existed last spring. 



RISKS OF BIG GAME HUNTING 



By many gportsmon tlio .\frican 
buffalo ia eon.slOcrcd n far more dan- 
Kprous antagonist than the lion. Lov- 
ing the shade and concealment of 
l)apyrus swamps, dense forests and 
nfteen feet high elephant grass, buf- 
faloes are seldom seen until one Is 
within a few yards and often a 
few feet, of them. Herds nf liuffalo 
scidon) charge a man deliberately 
but when startled by the seent of the 
sportsman or by a shot they stani- 
l)edc, and often eonio tlinnderliiK 
straight upon the liuntcr, wlio is luc- 
ky indeed if rapid and close shooting 
turns them. The i-eal diinKer witli 
buffalo i.'^ witli a wounded tioast or 
in an encounter with a lone bull. 
Tho latter will often charge from uo 
more provocation than the sight of a 
man. Recently an officer of the King's 
African rifle.s wan sporting an ele- 
phant near .Mount Koniu wlien he 
siglUed 11 lone liuftalo to his riglU. 
Keen for his elephant, he made a 
wide detour to the left 01' the line of 
spoor, to avoid tlie chance nt luiving 
to defend him.selC again.st tho Iniffalo. 
When well past the jjoint wheri- lie 
had seen the Inilfalo he returned to 
the spoor, but before lie could turn 
or spring a.side, the buffalo, which 
had been stalking to intercept hini. 
caught him on its horns and tossed 
him up Into the flat top of a mimosa 
tree, whore, luckily, he lodged com- 
j)aratively iin-hurt. And there up the 
tree the doughty old buffalo held him 
till nightfall. 

A wounded l>nfl"alo Is vastl.v nion- 
flangerous when he runs away than 
wlien he charges, for In nine c'ases 
out of ten, nf'ier a dash that may be 
for a few hundred yards or a mile, 
he will rci'cngofully circle back to an 
interception of his own trail, stand 
j)ursuer comes plodding along the 
hidden in grass or thicltet until his 
trail and then charge upon him. 

While easily stalked, the rhinoceros 
la a dangerouB customer, as most 
men will agree whp have hunted him 
especially Benjamin Eastwood, chief 
accountant of the T'gand.'i, railway, 
^^•ho was nearly traniiileil to death hy 
line, with tlic actual lo.ss of an ami 
abo\'e the idbow. If ihi: rliiiiOL'ero.s 
gets one's scent lie almost in\-ariably 
• iiarges. often, iirobabl.v, from slierr 
curiosity, but that does nut make 
him any the easici- lo disposi. of. 
Moreover, he runs a]id turns at a 
speed Inconceivable in a lir'ast of his 
vast bulk. Against bis mas.'.U'e, slop- 
ing head the heaviest huil.t is a 
mere lloablto, leaving no possibility 
of a .stopping shot except with a 
hard nose ball sent fairly Into the 
lieart through the chest. An alterna- 
tive Is to stand absolutely motion- 
less, \vhen, with his bud eyesighl 
tlieie is a pos.^ilillity he may mis- 
take you for .1 tree and \ecr p.ast. 
.Indeed, the best ruse In the crisis of 
any charge, is to stand fast and still, 
for even the unwounded lion swerves 
in his charge and retires before a 
man who has the nerve to tfwalt his 
coming. 

Doubtless the most exhausting and 
nerve .racking' work of tlio African 
sportsman Is tho pursuit of elephant. 
'Plioy arc not often found except by 
following their own narrow paths be- 
tween walls of bamboo thicket, jun- 
gle tangle, or cleidiant grass, so en- 
tirely inii)enotrable to the hunter 
that escape from tho path is iini)OK- 
slblc and if one meets an approach- 
ing, frightened herd, in such a path 
the chance of escape is virtually zero. 



rtarely does one pee elephants until 
within ii few yards of them. Often 
the sportsman will find himself 
squarely in the middle of a feeding 
herd, will hear them breaking limbs 
or tearing up roots within tlve or ten 
feet of him, on all sides, and yet be 
imablc to see one elfTihant. Like any 
other youngsters, the baby elephants 
will be playing about the outi-r edge 
of the herd; at the lirst al.irni, tlie 
mothers rush about truinpi'ting for 
tlieir .\oung and it is in such a nio- 
iiient tiiat the elephant hunter's 
gri-ate.'^t danger lies. Imprisoned in 
busli through which elephants easily 
crash, tin- fiimrt.snian Is in t-olllsion 
with the beast before there is time 
to stop him with a shot In the chest, 
the only vital spot in a charging. 
African elephani. or even time for the 
elephant, from surprise to fear, to 
swei-ve. 

Vitality of Elephant and Man 

Tile vitality of the elepliant is en- 
orniou.s. as, In fact, is that of all 
African j;amc, down to t'lo tinle-Jt 
buck. But occ.'isionall.\- a while man 
comes along \^ith a vitality as as 
tonisbing as tliat ol' lii.-^ iiuarr^'. (if 
this an ollicer of the King's .\frican 
rltles. now slowly cunvnlesclng in tile 
Kntcbile hospital, is a living jiroiif 
Out for a few weeks' sport with ele- 
phant before going on leave, ho gave 
one a mortal chest shot at RUch.clos« 
range that the elephant was upon 
him before lie could deliver a second 
shot. 'I'lie wounded brute passed one 
of its great tusks first transversely 
tliiMugh his thigh, iiiekeil lilni up 
with his trunk .and tossed him far to 
one side Into the bush and then 
lurched to die. And, miracle nf 
niiraiies, though it was nine days be- 
fore bis tnen got him to ICntebho and 
surgical aid he is making a safi> re- 
covery. 

The h.-ildtat of tile lion is wherever 
the game he feeds on is most abund- 
ant — hereabouts on the low busii 
veldt of the Interior. As a rule ho 
seeks no trouble with man and usu- 
ally he will do all that comports 
with his kingly dignity to avoid it, 
At a man's a|iproacli often he will 
retire from feasting on a fresh kill. 
Si'hliini dii lions lieconic man -eaters, 
(lelilieratc iiredatory raidiM's nf vil- 
lages or cainiis fui' liunian fooil. ui til 
.'^(i old that th'-y linil ilillicult\- in 
taking even zebi-a. their easiest prey 
aniJ through stress of hunger or by 
.some happy chance have learned that 
man is easier and, perhaps, tenderer, 
i^ut once he gets that knowledge and 
the tasts, woe to the belated night 
traveller through his balHwack and 
woe to villagers or night campers un- 
protected by a thorn zthcba too high 
for him to leap, for so suddenly <loes 
he steal upon his victim, .so crushing 
l.s his grip upon the neck, so inlglity 
his strengtli in tossing his kill across 
his shoulders aiul skipping easily 
iiuay with it, tii.'it very often naught 
of his liiid Is known until those 
sleeiiing near- awalie to llnd an empty 
bed and blood along a sjioor. 

In this manner, not long ago, on 
the Guaso Nylro, died young McClel- 
lan. After a good duy'.s sport, ho re- 
tired, nlone, to his bed. surrounded 
by the tents of his escort and the 
.Hleopliig forms of his porters. Twen- 
ty feet in front of the tent blazed a 
great camp lire, wlilli' back 
and fortli through the (centre 
of the cunip paced a Shikari 
sentry, rifle on shoulder. But a hun- 
gry monster -was near. 'Whil© unseen 



until too late, the facts proved that 
the lion must have thorouglilj- jirus- 
pected thi- I'anip, for along tiie out- 
skirts lay easy picking In tlu- forms 
of sleeping natives. But. jicrhaps sur- 
feited with black meat, ho penetrat- 
ed the camp to the white man's tent, 
and entered so cunningly that his 
presence was unsuspected until, lioun- 
ding oft" with Mct'li'lhin's limp body 
across his shoulder, and perhaiis 
liartly blinded Iiy thi^ Hrellglit, be 
cannoned into and bowled over the 
shikari. AVlien next day the headnian 
of the p;irt\- brought to the scene 
l-)ei)utv ( 'oniinlssloiicr I'ollyer fnuii 
his nearby station of Kliuninirut i, 
Mei'lellan's body was found near 
camp, unmarked save for the mang- 
led and broken neck. Doubtless the 
shikari's random shots had frighten - 
i ed the lion away and the cries and 
I (Iniiii beatings kept up all night by 
the frightened natives had served to 
prevent his return. 

The Lucn.s tragedy was cliaracteris- 
I tic. lyiicas and (loldlinch were jiarl- 
j ners hi a farm on the \\esti-.i-n slopes 
1 of Deiiv'a Saliouk, ten miles I'nini ,Iu- 
.ia, line ilaj- the jiair. traver.«ing tall 
grass near the Allii ri\'er, JuinpiMl a 
Hon which retired at their upproaeli. 
Keing on ponies tney raced after him, 
Goldtlnch In the lead. But I.eo's re- 
treat was only a stroke of strategy. 
! Ho side-stepped into concealing grass 
and leaped upon Ooldflnch and his 
horse as they passed, sinking his 
right fore claws In the pony's right 
flank, his left fori- claws in Cioldtlneh's 
I left thigl), wltli his rear claws tearing 
;' at th(^ pony's hindtiuarters. The mix- 
up was such that Goldfinch could n<it 
bring his gun to bear on the lion, 
wliih^ ljucas did not daii- to sbooi 
from the saddle. .himping from his 
pony, Jjueas ran forward te his part- 
ner's aid, but their watchful eiuMiiy 
was not so easily to be. taken in 
flank, Uefore Lucas got to a position 
where he could safely fire the lion 
leaped upon him and began to rend 
him. No sooner wns he done, how- 
ever, than Goldfinch liadly torn though 
he was, slipped from lil.s horse, ran 
In and ga\-e t!i.' linn a .^hol tlirou;:;li 
the heart that laid liini dead. While 
scarcely a minute bad elapsed, I/Ueas 
\\'as so liadly mangled that. i\liat witli 
the dela\' In getting him into the .\'al- 
rohi hospital and the si'veril>' of the 
i\oilluls, tile surgeons foniiil that nu\y 
an amputation could aa\-e Iil.i I ife. Tliis 
ho stubbornly refused vowing tluu he 
would rather die than live as n mn lin- 
ed man, and die he did a few days la- 
ter. The evening the surgemis told 
liim he could ni.it last the night out 
be summoned to his liedside two nf 
his closest friends. -,\ iio kept \igll 
with him, bolstered on pillows. he 
toasting them a long life. tUcy toast- 
hlm a ilapp.v Hunting tlround in the 
next world, until. .Inst as the ilrst 
flush of the brief tropical d.awn ap- 
peared, the twii watchers suddenly 
realized that the\- we're looking into 
the face of a dead friend. 

Rammed Gun In Lion's Mouth 

Tho experience last February on the 
Thelka, eighteen mites north Of Juja, 
of Geoffrey tniarles Buxton, typKletl 
the wonderfully fine flbre of the .So- 
mali, and incidentally his own. Gne 
morning he left oani]) at dawn with 
his .Somali slilknri, he himself carry- 
ing a double-barrelled ,577 cordite 
rllle. Ills shikari a Mauser. When 
out from the camp no more than half 
an, hour he sighted a big blackmane. 



aiuiiit a Inindred yards away. leisurely 
retiring. The bush was .so thick, and 
the grass so high that he could not 
get a fair opening for a shot. At the 
same instant. Leo evidently decided 
that ho had drawn sufllclcntly on the 
reserN'fts of his patience; he turned, 
with tall angrily Inshing, his head 
up, and his e.ves blazing with royal 
wrath. With ;i stead.v aim Buxton 
sent a heavy ..',77 ball crashing into 
his quarr.v. a sliot that entered just 
inside the from of the shoulder, 
ranged Ihnnigh the lion and dro|)ped 
him quivering In tlie 'grass. Had 
Buxton left lilni tlii> liou would have 
been de.nl in ten or fifteen minutes; 
but notwithstanding he knew that he 
delivered a mortal wound Buxton was 
keen not to lose his trophy, so flrcd 
again, with the effect nf rousing the 
dying uKUiarch, which rose and 
cliarged. 

.\t this crisis, wlille liurrlendly 
throwing a spare sliell into lijn empty 
gun, Buxton ob.^erved that the stock, 
which had been broken nIT in an en- 
couriler with ;in ile]]liant and hail 
lieen niendeil with .'^trlng wrappings, 
had become so loose as to be un- 
serviceable, a dilemma to try the 
nerve of the steadiest man. Lacking 
time to seize his spare gun from tlie 
Somali, he held the barrel to ins side 
and tired as the lion rose at hini. and 
nalnrallv missed. As they came to- 
getl,,--, Buxton ramincd his rilh- down 
the IIou'h throat till the- uooilsvork 
beneath the barrel close up to the 
trigger guard became scarred liy the 
lion's teeth. Then eiisuetl a struggle 
between a dying lion ami a man who 
knew himself to ln' as good ;is dead 
If for an Instant mind or le rve failed 
hini. When the lion received the 
thrust of thi- ril1e barrel In his throat 
he sank two of his clawit into the in- 
ner right forearm that held the rlfl<\ 
four and six Inches above the hand, 
and held his hold until both went 
down, 'riius dragging at the arm that 
lield the yniu in ills throat the lion 
really caused a deeper thrust. ."Vlean- 
tiine the lieast went digging with his 
loose forepaw at the hand that held 
the rifle and tearing Buxton's legs 
with his hind claws, from the start 
of the .struggle I'.uxton's .'^omali slii- 
k.'irl had been tr\ing to .Mhnol the lion 
with the .Mauser. The jcuii bad been 
set at "safe." and this, tiii'nugh i>x- 
citenient, the Somali failed to note. 
In the very nick of time the Somali 
dropped the gun and literally s|iruiig 
upon the lion's back, so biting its ears 
anil ])omidlng it about the eyes with 
his bare hands that It whirled to 
reach him. anrl all three went down 
to earth togetli,.r, the Somali beneath 
tile llou. and, under both, the .Manser. 
At last, released. Buxton iialnfully 
rose., iiulleil tile .Maii.^er fri'e, and witli 
it Idew the lion's brains out. all so 
ouickly that he sa\ed his faithful 
follower from fatal wounds. I'lr. Hall. 
th.> resident pli\-slciaii of .lu.la l'"ariii, 
got to Buxton just In time for, de- 
»l)lto the fact that with Iron nerve he 
had at once cauterized his thirteen 
wounds with pure crystals of perman- 
ganate and had thus saved himself 
from the earrinn poison of the (daws, 
some of the crystals bit Into an ai'- 
ter.\', and only a tight tourniquet Kav(!d 
him from bleeding to death, — Edgar 
Beecher Brenson, Jn the Century Ma- 
gazine.

.\ recent I.onilon despatch says; 
I-higlish landlords ai'e gettin.g worried, 
partlcidarly tliose holding \ast estates 
ill l^oiidon. The giu'crnment is said to 
be about to jiut a ta.x on all landi'd 
property, and London property holders 
are trying to see how they can avoiii 
the burdens. One of the most wor- 
ried men in the British metropolis is 
the Duke of Bedford, who owns 2>-)U 
acres of the richest city lands on cartli. 
His annual Income has been estimated 
at more than $1,000,0,00. To tho ordin- 
ary juortal there should be no cause 
for monetary anxiety with audi a rev- 
enue. And yet tho Duke Is worried. 
Ho lins sent out notices to many of 
his tenants thot leases are not to be 
renewed save under exceptional cir- 
cumstances. 

Big Profits From Market 

The Duke owns Covcnt ilardeii .Mar- 
ket and nmal of tin; surrounding dis- 
trict. ,so -s;i.\- nothing of .SC.H'l acres of 
land outside tin.' nielropull.s. He re- 
centl.\- ollen.'d his big estate klioi^Tl a.i 
'riiornev to file governnient at the 
inoiieHt sum of .$:!, lino. (10(1, but .'is the 
t;ix imiiosed by the government will 
knock the .-specula tU e value (iiit of real 
estate for the time boiiiE, tlie govern- 
ment wisely decided to wait for tile 
drop in lu ii'cs. 

(If all the projierty owned by tho 
])iike, however, (^'oi'ent Garden is tlie 
most interesting;. ii is tln^ largest 
market in the world and the most f.'i- 
nioiis. (!'o\'cnt tUirden supplies jirac- 
ticully the wludu,,of London with veg- 
etables, and is the distributing iioint 
for supijlies which Include an average 
<if 3,000 tons of potatoes a day and 
7,''i0,000 cabbages. 

Every jiound of this produce luings 
a big revenue to the personal estate 
of the Duke of Bedford, bocause the 
market, with all Us "inetes and 
bounds," liclongs aibsolutelj' to him, in 
fi'c simple. His agents hai'o an oflice 
within the precincts of tile niarkef and 
tho.y levy a tax of from 1 cent up to 5 
cents on every eiate, box. liarrel (u 
truck-load of fruit or \-eg(:'table:i wliicli 
pass through thi! greatest cle.arin.g- 
liouse for f;i!'iii produci' in the world. 
The Duke's liu'nine from lliey,> pound- 
.•i.ge tolls anuiunts lo the nea( sum oL' 
sl:;,'i,U(l0 ,-1 ye;w, 10 sa.\- notliing oL" the 
rents wliich he charges for stalls .-md 
offices within till.' market ilsidf. and I'm' 
the ground lent on whleh the l>nildin,:;s 
stand. These rents have Ijeiyi esli- 
niated at anotliiu' .?100.000. v. hich In- 
cludes Certain surrounding property In 
the iniiuedl.-ite vicinity ol the m;irK-ot. 

Big Grants to Nobility 

C'onalde.rhis that tho ancestors' of tho 
Duke paid the small sum of a little 
over £ B In lOngUah money — about $30 
— for all the property on which tho 
market stands, including seven acres 
of land near by known aa Long Acre, 
the purchase of the market has not 
been a bad Investment for tho noble 
Duke'f. family, and he has reason to 
congratulate himself on tho wisdom nf 
his progenitors. Just how the I3ed- 
fords originally ohttilncd thcK! valu- 
able tracts of land has bi;en described 
by Kdmutul Burke. 

"The 15uke of Iicd'ford," said Burke, 
"is tiic leviathan of all tho creatures 
of the crown. The grants to the 
House of Bedford Avero so numerous 
aa not only to outrage economy, but to 
stagger crcjl|blllty. The grants of land 



the aggregated and consolidated funds 
of juriguients iniquitously legal, and 
from jiossesslons voluntarily surrend- 
to the founder of the family were from 
ered by their lawful iiroprietors with 
the gibbet at the door." 

Of course the present Dakc has 
nothing to do with tlie ads of his 
land-grablil ng ancestors. He onl.v 
collects the revenue from the estates 
so acquired: .and very iiatiirally re- 
sents the Idi/a that the present Gov- 
ernment should step in ami attcnn.it 
to tax projierty which fur so many 
years has remained In his iicaceful 
possession. The notion that he should 
be called upon to restore to the coni- 
niunitx- at large some of the iiroperty 
wrested in tile early days fi'Oin its 
riglitful owners, who only gave it up 
to his ancestor when, as Burke says, 
the gibbet stood at their doors, seems 
utterly preposterous to the present 
holder of these lands. , 

Duke Rules His Tenants 

What makes the London property 
owned by tho Duke of Bedford .so 
valuable is the fact that uiulei' his 
early title deeds he jiohsosscs rights 
which eualde hini to Avield a veritaide 
despotism over his tenants. Some time 
ago the f.ondon (^ounty Council tried 
to compel the Duke to reiidia- an ac- 
counting of his receipts from the Co- 
vent Garden. His imposts on fruits 
iind vegetables were so high that the 



council proposed to start an opposi- 
tion market of their own, so that the 
poor of London could buy their fruit 
and vegetables at a cheaper price. 
The Duke not only refused to give an 
accounting, but even succeeded in get- 
ling an injunction against tho County. 
Council restraining them from btiild- 
ing an opposition market within seven 
miles of Covent Garden. 

Ills landed Interests give him an 
exclusive monopoly over tho market 
produce of London. Xot only does he 
wicdd despotic swa.v over tho market 
itself, but levies a toll on all vehicles 
i-.otne to rc.'il in any street within :i. 
ipiartor of a mile of the market. In 
the early morning nearly every street 
converging on the market is literall.v 
blocked witli carts, wagons, barrows 
and titeam lorries bringing truck from 
the country. Every one of these ve- 
hicles has to pay a toll to the Duke for 
standing in the streets, while waiting 
to be unloaded, and the consignees 
also have to pay an additional tax per 
pound on tho produce itself. The 
power possessed by tho Duke of Bed- 
ford Is little realized by the general 
public. 

On the I.^edford property situated in 
till' \-ery heart of London, all sorts of 
unjust laws and enactments iirevnll.

Some Phases of Hindooism 



Mr. Krishna Oobindn Gii|)ta, ii mem- 
ber of the Conneil of India, read a lia- 
per before the Britlsli Society of Arts 
on "Some I'hases of Hinilulsni." Sir 
George BIrdwood presided. Mr. Gujita 
said that inore than 70 per cent of tlii; 
total |)Opulatlon of India were Hin- 
dus, and their religion was the idd- 
irst of the fiiiir great religions nf the 
worlil and tlie most c'ompi'riie;i.'ii vc and 
adaiitabic of tlieiii all. ( letopu.s-likc. 
II had swallou-ed up and assimilated 
the vai'lous cults and falllis that liiid 
from time to time appeared on the soil 
nf India, Islam and Chrislianits' being 
tile only two faiths winch had suc- 
cessfully resisted. Orthodox ilindu- 
Isui at the jiresent (hi.y was mainly 
and substantially idolatrou.<. and im- 
agi' worsliip. In wlilch anthroponiur- 
plilsni piajed an Important inirt, was 
Its principal feature. It had many 
cults, many sects, each having its spe- 
cial gods and goddesses, but till com- 
tilned to '.'euerato the entire Hindu 
pantheon. The one special character- 
istic which distinguished llindulsm 
from all other religions was Its caste 
s.N'stem. ,\'owh(-'re (.Ise in the world 
ci.iuld an.x'thing be found resembling 
it. The iiracticc of early marriage 
was lai'gely prevalent aniiuig Jllndus, 
and every effort was made, esiieclally 
among tho higher eaatoa, to marry a 
girl before. the age o£ puberty, .In. In- 
dia 78 per cent of the.feiriales betweoii 
llftcen and forty-llvd were married, 
compared with 47 per cent In England. 
Hinduism was i)asBlng thioiigli a crisis 
. which might well he described as se- 
' vere, and it remained to ho seen how 

Ifar its powers of adaptation and as- 
.'ihnilatlon, which had stood in such 



good stead in the ])asl. would come 
again to its help, and in what form it 
woiihl ultiinatc'ly emerge. Of all thv. 
evils that afflicted Hindu society th« 
caste system was one of the worst. 
.Admitting that in )iast times the sys- 
tem served some useful purpose — 
there was no denj'lng the fact that at 
preuent it had not a single redeeming 
feature — and if the Hindu was again 
to lift his head and take part in the 
great worli of nation building he must 
revert to his original Aryan type and 
demolish the barriers that divided the 
coninninit\'. .\notlier canker eating 
into the vitals of Hindu society was 
earh' uiarrlugc. The sufferings of 
t hild widows were well known. The 
.■stoppage of child marriage would at 
once make child widows impossible. 
It was a hopeful sign that tho people 
were beginning to realize the evils of 
the unnatural custom, and the dlfll- 
culty of securing eligible bridegrooms, 
wa^ raising tho marrying age of girls. 
The young men were learning to re- 
sist tlie IniiJOrtunltlcK of their parents 
for curb' wedlock. Progress had been 
slow, but there was hope of acceler- 
ation. In conclusion, Mr. Gupta said 
that such a spiritual race as tlie Hin- 
dus could not drift Into scepticism or 
irreliglun, and it wa.s lo be hoiied tlltit 
tlK' unsettling of beliefs caused by.' 
contact with the West would only bo , 
temporary and that in future the re- 
ligion ot, the Hindus ,woi)ld pe purp^d t 
of all superstitious ' excrescnco tlld : 
contain not otily what was'' best iii 
their own ancleht faith "but also such 
iirecious gifts as the Other noble creeds . 
had to offer, and that ; exclusivencsa 
would give pltee to a wider 'sympathy 
and a truer recognition o£ the broth- 
erhood of man. 
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In Silk Attire 

(London Times) 
Tlu'i'e lias Ixhmi (luitc i^athctic .'in.xiut}- dnf' 
ing the last few weeks lest the decree of tiic 
Paris couturiers should result in reviving Louis 
Seize niod^is. Women were long- in learning 
that short waists and clinging skirts were, when 
not exaggerated, becoming to the majority; 
having learned il, tlicy realized the possibilities 
in such fasliions for expressing individuality in 
scliemes nf ilecoralion. for revelling in a taste 
f(_)i' rich couibinations snch as are lo be fovnid 
"in crimsons, in purples, and in i:;enis'' and other 
Ijeautifnl liarnionies, as well as for the adoption 
of modified classic notions. I'ut a Louis Seize 
revival now tiircalcns rntlibvssiy to destroy such 
opportunities for artistic indui^q:ence and to in- 
troduce the hoop, the long-iioinlcd waist, and 
the frilled sleeves typical of tlie period. 

Fortunately, liovvcvor, for those who appre- 
ciate the robe collante, no woman of recognized 
authority in the world of dress has as yet 
bowed before the ilecree of tlic coutvnieis, and 
they and tlie battalions of minor dressmakers 
have so [jr made little way towards introducinf^ 
tln^ fashions of the late eighteenth eentu.ry. 
Such dresses would demand satins, silks, and 
brocades the richest (|ualil_\'. and of these 
■ many ha\-e already been woven ; but they arc 
i)eing used for dresses inspiretl by the .Moyen 
Age, the Renaissance, and the Directoire, We 
recognize no signs of the dreaded revival ex- 
cept in llic lowering of the wuist-linc, the slight 
widening of the skirts, the addition of a point 
below tiie ceintnre, and — quite recently — a dc- 
tinite Louis Seize effect to the bodice, and, very 
occasiouallw a tendenc\- to ruffle the sleeves. 
Xulliin^ su,g.s;ests the inuninenf abandonment of 
those long flowing lines wherein lie so much 
beauty and grace. 

This persistence is well exeniplilied in a soil 
rich prinn-ose satin with skirt quite unadorned 
fitting tightly to the hips and widening almost 
imperceptibly at tiie feet. The squarecut corsage 
is turned back with narrow revers ; these vanish 
into the ])oint just below the waist, and the 
bodice is filled in Vvith net diamante in lines 
runnin.q' downwards from the decolletage, whicli 
is finished with l\s'o rows of pink and blue roses 
in fane colors. The sleeves ar(^ of the diamante 
net, transparent, and fitting the arms closeh-. 
There arc no sug.qcstions of Louis Seize ruffles 
at the (dbow ; and tlie back of the dress is ar- 
ranged with rich ].acc, giving a straight coat 
effect, reaching to the hem of the train. 

In this dress is to be noticed the special 
ch'verncss of the designer. He quite definitely 
introduces a lending feature of the desired 
fashion while li'aving the straight silhouette, 
the long graci'lnl lini\s now so much admired. 
I'anderino also to he present ap])reciation of 
rich embroideries, he sews thi' beautiful lace of 
the coat with lin\- jiearl beails, inserting here 
and there an e.\(|uisili' motif in cliamante \vt)rk. 

I'.ven iiiorr bear.tiful is a cream ninoii cm- 
broidereil in lin\- bunclu's of grapes and vine 
leaves over a rich silk of jiistachio nul green, 
'i'hc bodice, cut s(iuarc in front, but to a very 
low point bewecn the shoulders, is of Milanese 
lace tucked into a wide band of the silk folded 
and worked with gold and emeralds; and below 
tlie short waist we notice the significant point. 
The decollelagc is edged with bands of the em- 
broidery, and the sleeves are finished with tins' 
lace frills. Tiu' back shows no i)oinl at ihe 
waist, and the line of tile ceintnre is slightls' 
raised — but some little fulness is hero intro- 
duced into the .^kirt. 

There is a prophec} in botii (liese dr-esses; 
lint we can still afford to overlook it and wear 
our dresses of the Renaissance and the Moyen 
Age with a light heart. The latter period holds 
a great fascination over some of us just now, 
just as it did over Parisiennos in 1841. We see 
ii in the deep corslet skirts reminiscent of the 
ancient jiiste-au-corps, in the girdles, the 
ji'welled clasps, and broocln'S. .\ii example in 
lau|)e-eol(')red satin, which latel\- attracted at- 
li'ittidii, had thih corslet in silk mousseliiii' sewn 
Willi sieel beads in a small diamond i)atlern and 
finished with Ioiil;' steel fringes which fell be- 
low tlir knees. .\bove the tunic was a wide 
band in' the satin worked in a beautiful Byzan- 
tine design in turquoises and steel and self- 
colored silks. The corsage was of the mousse- 
line brought ill folds from the shoulders over a 
tiny vest of steol-scwn taupe net and finished 
with bands of the embroidery. Th(^ tunic rest- 
ed on a lon.q- skirt of Ihe monsseline hemmed up 
with till satin to make u diagonal line across 
the friMit. 

Such a dress would bi^ remarkable in anv 
assi'mbla;;e. hut on the same occasion I saw two 
dresses uf far gi-cater beauty. One was made in 
wine-red silk velvet, powtl(M-ed at wide intervals 
with a leaf design in gold ; llu; other in rich 
. brocaded silk. Both were cut after the fashion 
^ of a_siniple tight-fitting gown or cote bardie of 
' Edward Ill's time, but without a girdle, the only 
decoration being Itands of rich embroideries" at 
tiie licni and decolletage. The .girdle, however, 
is seen in some dresses; and in others of soft 
silks or ninons the material of ilu' dress is 
draped from the back of the skirt over the hips 
and knotted in front to suggest the girdle. 

I!ul it is not only in the evening that women 
may now walk in silk attire. 'J'herc are, iiuleed, 
..at the luuiuent few materials for any and (;very 
.occasion which do not owe fheir beauty to the 
^inti'odliction of silk in web or woof. Moreover, 
iherc IS ah infinite variety of pure sdks, sucli 
as Shantungs, tussorosy; ^fquiards, inousselines, 
uinoiis, and liio like, all . suitable for day wear. 



Tussores in the natural color and of a coarse 
ribbed variety will bo used for the long coats 
and short skirts already fashionable; and there 
is a creamy Shantung of light weight, striped 
with ciicstnnt, and one woven entirely in Chin- 
ese blue, and another in tabac brown, all suita- 
ble for this purpose. Foulards are welcotncd 
by many as faithful old friends, ready for any 
and every occasion. 

Delightful coarse laces and guipures may 
be used to decorate these "summer suits nud 
silks of holiday" ; and there ai'e also soutache- 
embroideries inlet with tiny strappings of silk 
in black, or in some vivid red, green, or blue, 
which look vastly well with the natural tussore. 

The re\-ival of the foulard deserves more 
than a passing word. It is welcome not only 
for its extreme a(.laptal)ility, for its (jualilies of 
lightness and colors: but it has an important 
])art to play in the wardrobe of the niondaine 
who is adopting the very beautiful fashion of 
the long transparent rcdingote. All silken 
fabrics, whether of light cashmeres de soie or 
soft supple satins, arc being treated in this 
manner; but tiic foulard is particularly charm- 
ing for the purpose. The redingote is made of 
monsseline de soie, or in one of the coarse silk 
nets which have so rich an a])i)earance whether 
embroidered simply with silk soutaches cm" more 
elaborately with floss silks and threads of metal. 
A foulard ii! platinum .grey veiled with a redin- 
.t^ote of self-coloi'ed net. its wide hoi'der work<'d 
in dull blues and glittering here and there with 
a thread of silves, is a charming example of this 
new and elegant fashion; while niolc-colored 
mousseline de soie over white, the former rich- 
ly embroidered with garlands of voilets achieves 
cjuile a triumph in its way; and a net of soft 
pearl grey used as a redingote over royal blue 
(lis])lays the happy results that can be obtained 
by veiling the darker shades of silks with trans- 
parent materials in liirhtcr tones. 

Silk, again, is used for the scarves of niousse- 
liiu' or chiffon which nia\- be worn with some 
dresses to .£^i\'e thai air of "sweet disorder" 
which to the ])oet was so distracting. .And 
they are also to be seen in the evening wraps 
which make an exquisite finish to a dress, 
but, being transparent, serve no purpose of 
warmth or covering. They are finished with 
a silken collar or hood richly workci.in silks 
and gold, and arc clasped about the neck with 
a curious Ijrooch. VV'itli these and other ex- 
quisite trifles we surely must have reached the 
liei.ght of luxury and extravagance. If so, it is 
possible that there may be a inovement ere 
'ikDug towards greater simplicity, or, at an\' 
j'atc, towards an apparent simplicity, when silk 
may give place to cotton and muslin, as it 
has before?

Changes in Manners of Smart Society 

There is never a season in Xew York that 
doe^ not bring some notable changt! in the 
manners of societ}- in the broader sense of the 
word. Xotliing has been more characteristic of 
the present social season in Xew York than 
selfish disregard of accepted invitations. 

It has come to be impossible for a Xew York 
hostess for anything but dinner to know how 
many persons she is to have at a formal en- 
tertainment. To dinners the guests have to 
come once they have accepted, but New Yorkers 
no longer pay the least attention to wliat they 
lta\-e [jromised to do about larger galherin.gs. 
"R.S.X'.P." has lost all significance. Every- 
thing is accepted as a matter of course. Tlie 
^uest who has ,gi\-en notice of the acceptance 
of y(5ur in\-itation in realily means that if it 
is convenient to him he may come. Init the ac- 
ceptance lays not the least respoiisibilit\- an his 
conscience. He would just as soon go some- 
where else that promised to be more enter- 
taining. 

This is in a measure the result of the greater 
number of entertainments that are given now 

every night in New York when the season is at 
its height. People get into the habit of ac- 
cepting for two, intcndin,!:^ to divide lli*^ even- 
inp between tlieiii. It tlien became e\-ident 
that failing to k'eep an aeccj)tance was not after 
all so serious as it had been regarded. Once 
that was established the facility that society 
possesses lor following the line of least resist- 
ance took all significance out of the R.S.V.P, 
formula. 

"You will usually find," said the authority 
that gave these views to a Sun reporter, "that 
the party which promises to be unconventional 

and gay has the largest number of guests, even 
wlieii it is L,'oi uj) very informally and at short 
notice. On thai night the hostess of the most 
exclusive and brilliant social party will find the 
number of deserters large even though the in- 
vitations were sent out long in advance and the 
acceptance came in promptly — with the mental 
reservation that they would be accepted in case 
nothing else came up." 

Another change which this season has 
reached proportions hitherto unknown here had 
its climax at a Inrge reception given in a hotel 
at which a well known New Yorker was sup- 
posed to unite society and the stage. His chief, 
entertainer was a young woman who figured 
as show girl in several productions and once or 
twice some seasons ago had a speaking part. 
She was sup]iosed to represent the s(aj.;e. She 
could not have represented it more brilliantly 
from 11 sartorial point of view if she had been 
Julia Marlowe and her diamonds were as over- 
whelming as Lina Cavalieri's. A[ this was very 
reniarkabh; in the case uf an actress who Ij.ad 
not appeai'od anj^whcrc for four or live years 



and had probably never drawn a salary of more 
than $50 a week. 

Another social favorite of the winter was 
a man who last season took part in several 
musical farces and sang coon songs in his 
original language, which wafi not the tongue 
they were created in. His first artistic efforts 
were in behalf of a famous Spanish dancer, and 
he used to be the "foedor" for her act, dancing 
with her. jwsing when she wanted to dance 
around him and otherwise supporting her per- 
formances. It is difficult to believe that he 
would be received anywhere else, l)ut he has 
this year made a triumphal progress throu.c^h 
New York drawing rooms on the ground that 
he is artistic. That is tlu' glamour that now^- 
adays covers everything. 

"I went to an amusing party the other 
night," said a man coming into his club, "and 
I thought it was going to be a smart affair as 
I got my invitation from Jack Smith's wife. The 
party was given in the Walplaz and her music 
teacher Was the host. You know she's dotty 
about singing and has a dandy voice, but she's 
so strict about everything out of the way that 
I couldn't hell) wondering if she knew what 
the crowd was. Mixed up with some of the 
l)rimmesl i)eo])le I ever saw, there were all 
kiiuLs of others lined up C)n camp stools an(' 
not knowing one another, but as close as if 
they had been brought up together. It was 
a great pity, and the best of it came after- 
ward, I asked Jack if his wife had any idea 
Avho the rest of the gang were. 

"'Of course,' he answered. 'Evcryb,-)dy 
j. new who they were. That was the fun of 
the whole thing to them ; but it is the fashion 
to look upon meeting such ijeojib.' as one of 
the penalties of being artistic. Nothing is so 
Philistine nowadays as to ask anything about 
the morals of the acquaintances one makes in 
an artistic set. That is hopelessly old-fash- 
ioned. Then I think they all like to sec what 
they look like.' " 

A third change which made itself felt first 
during the present winter -was the indiffer- 
ence to visit paying after all but formal en- 
tertainments. 

"1 no longer take il amiss," said a woman 
who entertains a grc^t deal, "if men do not 
call on me except after a dinner. I don't ex- 
jpect them to take the' trouble to call after a 
dance unless it is preceded tlinncr, and as 
for the calls that u.scd to be jiaid after musi- 
cales, teas or such informal affairs, they are 
no longer the least bit necessary. Yet 1 recall 
— and it was not s<") long ago — wdien Xew 
Yorkers used to make it a point to pay a din- 
ner call within the \^'eek and consider them- 
selves rather remiss, if they did not. Now- 
adays one call a winter, whatever hospitality 
he may have received, seems all that is neces- 
sary."

Not all histories of wealthy men are worth 
wasting time o\-er. Where the mere pursuit 
of money is iield forth as the delectable duty 
of life one is first mildly astonished at the 
])oint of \-iew presented, then ])erhaps amused, 
then certainh- bored. But tlie stor}- of the 
accidents which have brought great wealth to 
men, the avenues th.rough which they have 
hunted their quarry, is not without interest. 

Such a book is Mr. .Thornton Hall's "Roads 
to Riches," just published by Mr. T. Werner 
Laurie, and perhaps one of the best chapters 
is that on "\Vonicn as makers (jf millions." 

Probably no one knew until this admirable 
com|)ilation was ])iil)lislied that there were so 
many women who ha\e made millions as the 
result of their own efforts or discoveries. 

A Daring Money-maker 

From the many stories wiiich the book con- 
tains we i^roduce the f(.illowin,g : 

"A notable ]iioneei- amoiiL; women money- 
makers is Mrs. Herman (.)elriclis, d.au.phter of 
vSenator h'air. She had, it is true, a large for- 
tune to begin with, but about four years ago 
she took the management of it into her own 
hands. 

"She sold out all her real estate holdings 
in San Francisco for £500,000, and went to 
Xew York to pit her brains as a money-maker 
against the most afetute and daring financiers 
in the world. 

"Instead of losing her fortune, as was con- 
fidentially anticipated, she added to it so 
rapidly by successful speculation that within 
two years she was £4,000,000 richer tiian 
when she started her campaign, and is increas- 
ing her millions so quickly that it is said she 
will one day be the richest woman in the 
world. 

"As a woman of business, Mrs. Oelrichs 
has a formidable rival in Mrs, Ella Rawes 
Reader, a lady who at one time addressed en- 
velopes in a New York newspaper office. 

"Four years later," says Mr. Thornton 
Mall, "Mrs. Reader was head of the largest 
rcportin.g a.geucy in the city, and was prc- 
parin.g to start (ui her brilliant career as a 
financier, in which she has fought single- 
handed some of the cleverest and richest men' 
in Wall Street. i"^ » . '., 

Some of Her Achievements 

"Here are a few of the achievements of 
this wonderful \vqman, j^hq is.:.stil,l .-little ad- 
vanced in the thirties, and WhoVis described as 
'prctt}', with a fascinating smile, "a' gentle 
voice and raanhiir', 1 and a charming person- 
ality': 

"She organized a £2,000,000 railway in 
opposition to Mr. Pierpoiit Morgan, .wrested 




from powerful rivals a concession for a rail- 
way through the dominions of the Sultan of 
johore, settled a South American revolution 
at her breakfast table, entered into competi- 
tion with Wall Street to control the copper 
interests of Pern, and fought President Roose- 
\'elt o\-cr the question of San Domingo fin- 
ances. 

"Quite recently she made a most romantic 
marriage with an Englishman within a fort- 
night of meeting him." 

The story of Mrs. Nat Collins, the "Cattle 
Queen of Montana," is romantic. 

"When but a schoolgirl she was captured 
by Indians, kept prisoner for months, and 
compelled to witness the tortures of her fel- 
low captives. 

"After her release she spent a few years 
as cook for a freight train between Denver 
and the Missouri river ; 'hardly a day passing,' 
as she says, 'without an Indian fight, for the 
savages were constantly swooping down upon 
the trains, killing the freighters or driving 
away the stock.' 

"Later she acted as .scout to an expedition 
of gold-seekers traveling <o Montana. 

"For more than twenty years ^Mrs. Col- 
lins has been engaged in the cattle trade, su- 
perintending her many large ranches, and 
herself accompanying her trainloads of cattle

$5,000 to the ton.' Tliey were ri.ght,' " and this 
lucky find was the foundation of Mrs. Rikcrt's 
immense fortune.

Prob- 
ably the wealthiest of them all arc Scnora 
Cousino, a Chilian lady, whQse.fortime is.asid. 
to be £4,000,000; Frau 'von Bolilehy the heir- 
ess of the Krupp millions; who is credited 
with £15,000,000 and an income of £40,000 a 
month; and Mine. Creel, of Washington,' who, 
with an incoiue of £i,Ooo,ooD a year, is con- 
tent to wear dresses at' £,3 each, 



"They say I am very rich," this- lady is 
said to have remarked Once with a deprecatory 
gesture of her hands. 

"I have cattle-^-600,000 very good ones. I 
have 280,000 acres of very good land. At my 
table every day sit many good friends— all 
welcome. As to what a woman with a million 
a year should spend on her wardrobe, herb is 
my list: 

"Three dresses at £3 apiece. 
"Two hats at 30s apiece. 

"Fourteen pairs of boots and shoes at £4 

a pair. 

"Three hundred and fifty-six pairs silk 

stockings at £1 5s pair. 

"Besides inexpensive lingerie, handker- 
chiefs, opera cloaks, and other details." 



Golds at the South Pole 



Many interesting sidelights on the experi- 
ences of the Shackleton South Polar expedition 
continue to bo given by the members of the 
company. For instance, Pjofessor David, of 
Sydney University, relates how the company 
kept entirely free from cold until two bales of 
clothing from London were unpacked. As 
soon as these were opened all took severe colds. 
There must, he thinks, have been germs in the 
bales, as the atmosphere of the Antarctic is 
free from noxious germs. 

• Professor David also states that during the 
winter they kept to the true day and night, 
although it was always dark, except that at 
noon a faint twilight in the sky was visible. 

Of the magnetic pole, Professor David was 
at pains to correct some mistaken popular im- 
pressions. He said : "The south magnetic pole 
is not an absolutely fi:ted spot, but may be 
defined as a circular area about 30 miles in 
diameter, wdthin which the absolute magnetic 
pole is differently situated from time to time 
during different days and at different hours of 
the day. The pole moves round with a sort of 
waltzing movement. Wc made our detennina- 
tions with regard to the south magnetic pole 
by means of the Lloyd-Creek Dip-Circle a 
very fine instnnnent. It contains a number of 
magnetic needles arranged so that they can 
be tilted into a vertical position by a vortical 
force acting upon them.

Strict regulutlons have 
been made to preserve these valuuble 
siiell lish from destruction, .\ few 
du.\s ago a terrible storm dest roved u 
great number of lobster traps and 
fishing gear. It was fortunate that 
the season was almost over, as those 
lishormen. like most others, are not 
rich. Lobsters have boon taUeii U) the 
(■ousts ol' N'auoduvor Island. but 
though our climate, on the ulnde. Is 
milder than thai of the .\tlaiitic pro- 
vinces the water in summer is uiucli 
colder. It is too soon yot to toll whe- 
tlier those shell lish will llourlsh here.

An Odd Use for Bread 

Perhaps the most novel use to 
whicli liroad is put. says Tho Ameri- 
can Food Journal, may bo seen In the 
great factories of tho IClgln National 
^Vatch Coinpan>-, at li^lglii, HI., where 
more than rort.\ loaves of fresh bread 
aro required each day. Snperlnton- 
(leiU (leorge ]•;, Uuiiier. of the watch 
factory, is i|uoted as Sii,\-|iig: 

■■There is no secret regarding the 
iiKi^ ol bread in tliiu factory, and I am 
willing to t(-ll all 1 can couo<u-ning It. 
I'rom the earliest times in tlio history 
of watch-niaklng, it has boon the cus- 
tom of watchinakors to reduce fresh 
bread to the form of diuigh. This is 
(lone by steaming and kneuding. 
Thoy can use this dough for remov- 
ing oil and chips that naturallv ad- 
here, in course of manuf.-ioturo, to 
pieces as small as the parts of a 
watch. There aro muny parts of a 
watch, by the way, wdiich are so small 
as to be barely visible to the naked 
oyc. The oil Is absorbed b\- the 
dough,' and the chips stick to it, and 
there la no other' known subslanoo 
which can be used as a wiper without 
leaving some small particles attached 
to the thing wiped. This accounts 
for the continued use of' bread dough 
In the watch-maklrig industry. The 
lOlgln National Watch Company uses 
something over' forty tvi'O-pound 
loaves per duy, or about 21,000 pounds 
a year," •

— W. R. II. In John Bull. 
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Lord Cromer speaking before the Eighty 
Club in London, on the future of Efjypt, said 
in part: 

Before embariving- on my subject, let nic 
make two preliminary observations. If there 
is one conclusion more than another to' which 
my Oriental experience has driven me, it is 
the extreme complexity and difficulty of Ori- 
ental problems — problems, remember, in re- 
spect to which it may be said with truth that 
the political and administrative issues, of 
which much is heard, arc often dominated by 
the social issues, which, althoug'h they per- 
haps attract less attention, are in reality of 
even greater importance, inasmuch as their 
influence is all-p.ervading. We occasionally 
hear in this country some very positive state- 
ments as to what Turks, or Persians, or Egyp- 
tians want, or think, or like, or dislike. These 
statements may be received with some reserve. 
Believe mc, gentlemen, that tlic more a man 
knows of the East the. less will he be inclined 
to dogmatize about Eastern opinions and as- 
pirations. "East is East and West is West." 
The most that anyone who has studied East- 
ern questions can do is to give a few hints to 
seekers after truth, which may direct their 
minds to the subjects which require attention, 
and perhaps serve as danger signals to warn 
them of the pitfalls in their way. 

The other preliminary remark I have to 
make is of a less negative character. Close 
observers of Eastern affairs have for long pre- 
dicted that association with Europe would 
eventually cause the bond of nationality to be 
substituted for that of religion, which has, up 
to the present time, kept Eastern societies to- 
gether. Symptoms are not wanting to show 
that the East has at last awoke from 'its long 
lethargy, and that this transformation of 
thought has begun. If this be the case, a very 
heavy and responsible task is thrown on Eur- 
ope, and more especially on the l ulcrs and jjoo- 
ple of this country — the task, that is to say, of 
guiding and advising the various nationalist 
movements in such a manner as ma}'- be in the 
best interests of the nations concerned. If 
we refuse to move with the times, or go too 
slow, we shall be false to our national tradi- 
tions and to the cause of progress. More- 
over, we shall almost certainly fail to effect 
our object. If, on the other hand, we go too 
fast, failure will even more surely attend our 
efforts. A reaction will ensue, and in the pre- 
mature attempt to introduce new methods we 
shall not improbably wreck whatever is sound 
and healthy in the methods which are old. To 
steer a safe and sagacious course between 
these two e-xtremes is the problem of the pres- 
ent and of the future. Let me add that prob- 
ably no nation has ever had to face a problem 



fraught with more weighty issues, or one more 
calculated to tax to the utmost the resources 
of bold, .biit, at the same time cautious aiid. 
deliberat*; statesmanship. 

British Occupation 

Dealing with the situation in Egypt, Lord 
Cromer asked, "What is the situation which 
has now been created?" 

In the first place, we had to deal with a 
country the foinrdations of whose material 
prosperity had been well, truly, and, he might 
add, laboriously laid. Nothing but some su- 
preme act of folly, such as the premature 
withdrawal of the British garrison, which 
would inevitably involve the decay of British 
influence, would now undermine those founda- 
tions. In the second place, Egypt had now ar- 
rived at that stage of development when a 
moral and intellectual superstructure .had to 
be gradually imposed on those material foun- 
dations ot -which he had already spoken. In 
raising that superstructure, one of the most 
important factors to be borne in mind was the 
desirability — he might almost say, the neces- 
sity — of eventually associating all the inhab- 
itants of the valley of the Nile, without dis- 
tinction of race and creed, in the government 
of the country in which they reside. 

Repl^'ing to the question, "fiow is this to 
be done?" Lord Cromer said: "Let me in the 
first instance explain to you the spirit in which 
I a])proach this sid^jcct. As a mere academic 
([uestion, I have ne\'er been, and I am not now, 
a partizan of the British occupation of Eg3'pt. 
I see very clearly all its disadvantages. Krom 
the purely British point of view, the only ad- 
vantage I can see is that the occupation pre- 
vents Egypt from being a constant source of 
trouble to oiirsch-cs and to the rest of Europe. 
But I also sec that, having, whether wisely or 
unwisel}', put our hands to the plow, we can- 
n.ot now turn back. We cannot with a due re- 
gard to our own honor, and to the true inter- 
ests both of the Egyptians themselves and 
of the civilized world in general, hastily aban- 
don this noble effort to raise a whole nation 
from the pitiable condition in winch we found 
it, and into which it is still too early to predict 
that it mglit not relapse. The only way in 
which -\ve can hope cN^entually to shake off the 
Egy]5tian burden is to teach the E.gyptians — 
by v.-hich term, I again repeat, I mean all the 
inhabitants of the valley of the Nile — to gov- 
ern themselves. Most of those whom I am 
now addressing are probably of a like opinion. 
If so, we are all agreed as to the principle, and 
the only point at issue is the method to be 
adopted in giving effect to the principle." 

Passing on to the education of the people, 
Lord Cromer said we had to remember that, 
although some satisfactory progress had been 



made in the direction of elementary education, 
the pass of the Egyptian population was still 
sunk in the deepest ignorance, and that this 
ignorance must necessarily continue until a 
new generation had grown up. At present 
only a very small proportion of the male and 
an infinitesimally small proportion ofs the fe- 
male population could read and' write. "All 
my sympathies," he added, "go out to these 
millions of bluc-shirtcd peasants with whose 
appearance every Nile tourist is familiar. I 
wish to evoke your .sympathies on their be- 
half." Having paid a tribute to their sturdi- 
ness and industry, he said, "I want you to 
warn such audiences as any of you may ad- 
dress on ^Egyptian affairs that the rulers and 
people of this country must be very careful 
lest, in their well-intentioned and altogether 
praiseworthy efforts to give self-governing 
powers to the Egyptians, the interests of the 
masses arc not sacrificed to class interests. I 
want to feel sure that those 1,200,000 j'comcn, 
each owning fifty acres and less of land, who, 
by strenuous efforts, have been kept in pos- 
session of their petty holdings, will not sink 
from the position of allodial proprietors to that 
of serfs." 

The Nationalist Movement 
Lord Cromer proceeded to point out that, 
in spite of the difficulties which had hindered 
educational advance, a very notable degree of 
progress in higher education had been 
achieved. The result, he said, was that a 
large and ever-increasing body of young men 
were being turned out of the schools and col- 
leges of Egypt who were destined in the near 
future to take a prominent part in the govern- 
ment and administration of their country. 
Naturally enough, it was from this body that 
the Egyptian Nationalists had been mainly — 
he might alniost say exclusively — recruited, 
'j'he fact that national sentiments should have 
been evoked was ])erhaps one of the greatest 
con-ipliments that could be paii,l to the policy 
which, under British auspices, had been pur- 
sued since 1883. 11 ad that policy not been 
very distinctly liberal, the army of young men 
who were now imbued with Nationalist aspir- 
ations would never have been called into ex- 
istence. He believed he was right in stating 
that the leaders of the Nationalist party — or, 
at all events, the more extren-ie amongst thcni 
— regarded him as an opponent of their views 
and as an enemy of Egyptian progress. How 
far this view was shared by the mass of their 
countrymen he could nbt say. He remem- 
bered hearing of a" rifmark made by an in- 
dividual in a very humble position in Egyptian 
society which consoled him for a good deal of 
criticism and misrepresentation. Lord Cromer, 
he said, was hard on certain classes of society 



— he named those classes, but he would not 
repeat his precise words — but ''he was good 
to the poor." Hovweyer- this might be, he, 
wished to say that the Nationalist leaders Wj^re 

in error both as to his opinions and liis.isym- 
pathies. Pie had criticised their action-before 
now, and he had no wish to do so in any tui- 
frienclly or partial spirit. There could, in fact, 
be no doubt that the extremists amongst the 
Egyptian Nationalist party had at times acted 
very foolishly and in a manner which had 
been detrimental to their own. cause. Their 
manifest interest was to emulate that moder- 
ation which, in circumstances of far greater 
difficulty, had recently been displayed by their 
co-religionists, the Turks. They should have 
endeavored to secure the sympathies, i-iot of 
a few individual Englishmen, but of the n-iain 
body of British public opinion, and notably of 
those who were more especially in a position 
to influence that opinion. They should have 
lost no opportunity of quieting the fears and 
allaying the suspicions of Europe, for it had 
to be remembered that the future of Egypt de- 
13ended in a great degree on European rather 
than on c-xclusively liritish action. L'nfortun- 
atel}', they did nothing- of this sort. They did 
all in their ])ower to alienate t.he sympathies 
of many who were by no means disposed to 
be friendly. There had been no limit to the 
falsehoods and calumnies as regards every- 
thing Rritisii which had poured forth from the 
.Nationalist Press. Last, but by no means 
least, a distinctly Pan-Islamic trend was at 
one time most unwisely given to the Nation- 
alist movement. He had no wish to attach un- 
due importance to these points. Much might 
be forgiven to youth, to inexperience, and to 
a lively, if sometimes misdirected spirit of 
patriotism. He fully recognized that amongst 
the educated class in Egypt a genuine spirit of 
nationalism had been evoked, and that Na- 
tionalist .sympathies were entertained by many 
to whom the condemnation justly incurred by 
the extremists could not reasonably be ex- 
tended. This movement, which was in no 
wa}' inconsistent with the general aims of 
British policy in Egypt, required not discour- 
agement, but guidance — sympathetic, but at 
the same time very firm guidance, n-iore espe- 
cially in the direction of bringing home to the 
Eg3'ptian Nationalists the main facts wth 
which they had to deal. 

Lord Cromer pointed out that Egypt was 
a countr}' not only remarkable for the diver- 
sity of its creeds, it was also the most cos- 
mopolitan country in thf world. Egyptian 
affairs were often discussed in this country 
apparently on the assumption that, in their 
treatment, the views held by the rulers and 
people of Egypt and of the United Kingdom 
alone had to be considered. This assumption 



was wholly incorrect. Ilaving dwelt at some 
length on this phase of his subject, he re- 
ma.rked: "I have probably said enough to 
show you that when people talk of an Egyp- 
tian constitution, or of an Egyptian parlia- 
ment, which will have a right to tax Egyptians 
or to make laws for Egyptians, any such in- 
stitution, unless its attributes and composition 
have received the .unanimous >;Cpnsent . 9f a|l 
the Powers, will have no power to tax all the 
dwellers in Egj'pt, and, moreover, will be pre- 
cluded from taking action in all the more im- 
portant spheres of legislative activity. 

The Turkish Movemnet 
The effect of the Turkish movement on the 
situation in Egypt was the last subject upon 
which Lord Cromer dwelt, and he remarked 
the point which probably most interested them 
was the extent to which the proclamation of 
a' constitution in Turkey was likely to influ- 
ence the development of self-governing insti- 
tutions in Egypt. On this subject he had, in 
the first place, to remark that, although no one 
could be a more cordial well-wisher to the 
Young Turks than himself, hc' could not blind 
himself to the ^•cry great (lilficullies whicii 
they still had to encounter before it could be 
said that the new regime was a proved suc- 
cess. It would therefore in any case be pre- 
mature to base any Egyptian conclusions on 
a presumed analogy between Cairo and Con- 
stantinople. "If the question were asked of 
me," continued Lord Cromer, "'whether recent 
events in Turkey necessitate any change in 
the main lines of British policy hitherto pur- 
sued in Egypt, I should unhesitatingly reply 
in the negative. We were Liberal before the 
Turkish movement; we shall be Liberal still. ' 
The rate at which we advance must depend 
on local circumstances, notably on the capacity 
shown by the Egyptians to exercise, with ad- 
vantage to their own country, such powers as 
they already possess. That capacity has not 
been changed by recent events at Constan- 
tinople. Those events have shown that one 
Eastern race has had the courage and energy 
to overthrow a grinding despotism in a very 
backward country. They have not shown, that 
another and very different Eastern race ^can 
at once improve on work performed in a fair- 
more advanced country by a benevolent gov- 
ernment, which, though to a great extent 
personal, is not despotic, inasmuch as it is 
law-abiding, amenable to public opinion, and 
already tempered by some quasi-parliament- 
ary institution. We are about, as I have al- 
ready explained, in dealing with the provincial, 
councils, to take a step forward. It will 
probably be as well to pause awhile, and to 
wait the development of events before we 
take another."
